This summer many people received 
great recreation out of following the 
major league baseball teams through 
the season as far as it has gone. 
Many people have been watching the 
papers or even seeing their favorite 
team, player, or players. Let us look 
at each one of the two major leagues 
separately to see what has been hap- 
pening recently 

First, let us take the National 
League and see’ what has happened. 
The Cincinnati Reds have a good six- 


game lead over the Brooklyn Dodgers 


to be in first place. Then ranking in 
third and fourth places respectively 
are St. Louis and New York. 

The home run leader is Mize of the 
St. Louis Cardinals with thirty-six 
home runs to his credit. Nicholson 
of the Chicago Cubs and Rizzo of 
Philadelphia Phillies each have six- 
teen homers to be tied for second 
place honors.

Because he has lost six games, Fel- 
ler’s average put him in second place 
for the pitching leaders but he has 
pitched one swell no-hit game against 
the Chicago White Sox on the open- 
ing day of the season. Buck Newsom 
of the Tigers has the best average of 
pitching in the league by winning 
15 out of 17 games he has pitched.

elected by upperclassmen (11B_ to 
12A) only.

It will state the terms under which 
the tickets are purchased. The coupon

|school treasurer. The school can trace |

which is filed in the school treasurer’s 
office. Unless the holder of a ticket 
has his name signed on the ticket he 
will not be admitted to the game.

To. reduce. bicycle. aecidents~ the 
police are enforcing the laws passed 
by the Indiana State Legislature. If 
anyone is caught disobeying these 
laws they are subject to have their 
bicycles taken away and have their 
parents take them out of custody. 
The laws are as: follows: 

Part 1—A person propelling,a bi- 
cycle. shall not ride on another but a 
permanent and regular seat attached 
to the bicycle, nor carry another per- 
son otherwise than on a firmly at- 
tached and regular seat, 

Part 2—No bicyéle shall be used 
to carry more persons at one time 
than the number for which it is as- 
signed and equipped. 

Part 3—Any person riding on a bi- 
cycle, coaster, roller skates, or toy 
vehicle shall not attach the same or 
himself to a street car or vehicle on a 
roadway. 

Part 4—No persons riding a bi- 
cycle upon a roadway shall carry any

Thus, words instead of blood 
will point out the best way for America to fol- 
low, and once more a mark can be chalked up on 
the side of democracy as we know it in America.”

Infantile Paralysis Epidem- 
ic Forces Postponement 
To Indefinite Date 


Tickets May Be Distributed 
One Week Later Because 
Of Vacancy 


The James Whitcomb Riley School 
of South Bend has been forced to can- 
cel its opening game of the 1940 sea- 
son with the Redskins because of an 
epidemic of infantile paralysis, which 
is sweeping the northern part of the 
state. This information was received 
from Glenn S. Kroph, principal of the 
South Bend School. He explained that 
the city board of health would not al- 
low them to begin practice until the 
epidemic had been completely checked. 

At the same time, Mishawaka High 
School, another team from the north- 
ern part of the state, sent a letter 
telling that because of the same epi- 
demic they might be forced to cancel 
their game with our Indians. The 
Board of Health likewise would not 
permit football practice to start. This 
letter was received from R. R. Mey- 
ers, principal of the Mishawaka 
school. 

These changes caused by infantile 
paralysis will leave two vacant spots 
in our schedule. The first two contests 
on our schedule were for September 
13 and 20, and if games cannot be 
found, our first contest will be with 
Columbia City. The Columbia City 
game was scheduled as a “B” game 
with North Side’s second and third 
teams opposing their varsity, but it 
might turn out to be a varsity 
contest. 

Bob Nulf has been trying desper- 
ately to card a game for this next 
Friday. Since the Wabash team had 
their game with Central of South 
Bend called, our Redskins may tackle 
the Apaches in their openting game. 
The scheduling of this game has not 
been completed, but all the fans are 
hoping that these two teams will meet 
this year. 

It is too bad that this epidemic had 
to make its appearance here in this 
state, because this is going to cause 
a few of the bigger and better games 
to be cancelled until the 1941 season. 

The season tickets for all the stu- 
dents of North Side have met a snag 
because of this disease, and .it is 
thought that the tickets will be out 
later next week.

Custards of all types, cookies, sug- 
ar-coated buns, pie, fruits, and ice | 
cream are the delicious desserts found 
on the menu. 

There is also a counter for those 
who desire a quick luncheon. Here 
may be found hamburger, hot dogs, 
milk, chocolate milk, and fruits, Can- 
dy is sold in the cafeteria too. 

Thus the cafeteria affords students 
a chance to eat appetizing, well bal- 
anced meals at very little cost.

Bicycle Rules Are 
Given By Police

Part 6—Persons riding bicycles 
upon a roadway shall not ride more 
than two abreast except on paths or 
parts of roadway set aside for the 
exclusive use of bicycles. 

Part 7—Every bicycle operated on 
a public highway from one half-hour 
before sunset until one half-hour be- 
fore sunrise shall be equipped with 
a lamp on the front exhibiting a 
white light visible from a distance of 
at least 500 feet to the front and with 
a lamp on the rear exhibiting a red 
light visible from at least 500 feet to 
the rear, except that a red reflector 
|meeting the requirements of this act 
may be used in lieu of a rear light. 

Part 8—Also a bicycle rider shall 
observe all traffic rules and regula- 
tions applying to other vehicles as to 
stopping and proceeding in accord 
with traffic signals and the use of 
correct hand signals. 

When one is riding his bicycle he 
should be sure that it is working in 
| good condition. 

, Be sure of these things: 


|1. Handlebars and grips are tight. 
|2. Saddle is fastened at right height. 
| 8. Pedals are tight, not broken. 

\ 4. Chain and sprocket are guarded. 
5. Brakes take hold quickly.

Curricular Activities To Hold 


A letter recently written by Super- 
intendent of Schools Merle J. Abbett, 
was incorporated in a national pledge 
trainers’ booklet of Sigma Chi, na- 
tional college fraternity, for distribu- 
tion to each fraternity chapter in the 
United States. 
| The letter expressed his point of 
view on extra-curricular activities in- 
cluding his philosophy of school ac- 
tivities as enforcing scholarship and 
character as practiced in Fort Wayne 
Publie Schools. In part of Mr. Ab- 
bett’s letter, he said: ¥ 

“The extra-curricular activities are 
curricular in fact. The objectives are 
certainly the cultivation of character, 
personality, and leadership. First, 
the organization should embrace the 
following endeavors: Publications, 
music, art, athletics, speech, and sub- 
ject matter, clubs, forums, etc. There 
is in each case a responsibility for: 
Fees and accounting, memberships, 
committees, official duties, assign- 
ments requiring industry, care, truth, 
fellowship, leisure-time occupations; 
free activity, creative atmosphere, 
thinking required, responsibility as- 
sumed, results expected; health, pro- 
ficiency, success, competition, quality 
of product all involved, and limita- 
tion of membership to no more than 
two activities. 

“There is too little learning some- 
times in the classroom because of 
the austere, presumably learned, and 
supposedly ultra-dignified bearing 
without due concern for the heart, 
soul and ambitions of young people. 
The activity area is not cramped;

group of people down to the river and 
held classes.

There are about 500 who usually come 
to the assembly, including adults, 
young people ,and children.

“The women 
sleep above the dining hall and the 
men above the offices. The classes are 
usually held in the auditorium.

Are Now On Sale 


Same Procedure To Be Used 
In Distribution As’ 
Last Year : 











Season tickets for the football 
schedule are now on sale and all stu- 
dents should hurry and buy their tick- 
ets. These tickets may be purchased 
at the ticket office and they will be 
sold according to last year’s rules in 
order that scalpers will be out of luck, 

This system protects the students 
and keeps many outsiders from under- 
selling North Side. Every person who 
purchases one of these tickets will be 
required to sign his or her name on 
every ticket in ink. The booklet will 
have a coupon in it which will act as 
a contract and will state the terms 
on which this ticket was purchased in 
order that there will be no future 
questions.

Accurate Account Of Occupation Of Holland 
- Is Given In Letter Which Escaped Gensors 





A day-by-day diary of the one week 
invasion of Holland and an account of 
the neighbors’ actions are presented 
in the following letter, which was re- 
ceived by a man in Fremont, Michi- 
gan, from his father, a devout Hol- 
lander of 83 years. 

This letter was mailed in Leeu- 
warden, Friesland on May 31, and 
passed the German censor without 
being changed. After translation the 
letter read as follows: 

“Friday, May 10—I slept fairly 
well, but at 3 o’elock and also at 5 
o’clock was awakened by the noise of 
airplanes. I knew there had been 
blackouts, but could not understand 
all this flying during the night, as it 
never had occurred before. We arose 
early but at 7 o’clock we still could 
hear the noise of airplanes. I took a 
walk with my dog and soon the pass- 
ersby told me, ‘The Germans invaded 
Holland last night.’ I answered, ‘Oh, 
do not believe all the rumors you hear 
nowadays.’ 

But when I met a friend he also 
told me the same story and said, 
‘Just look up, these airplanes are 
shooting at each other.” And sure 
enough, it was true. During breakfast 
the radio also confirmed this report. 
The Netherlands and Belgium had 
been attacked. 

“T walked through the Druifstreet 
(a street in Leeuy) and heard unbe- 
lievable reports of the invasion. I had 
made plans to spend Easter in Assen, 
and when I arrived at my youngest 
daughter’s, who lives in that city, she 
had made plans to go out with her 
family for Easter. But all means of 
travel were at a standstill and we 
had to change our plans—the war 
with Germany was a reality! 

“What would become of five of my 
grandchildren who were all in the 
army? Use of the telephone was im- 


possible. We heard nothing from each 
other and all kinds of reports ran 
among the people. The schools are 
closed and various commands are giv- 
en us for the conduct of our lives, 

“Tonight we went to bed early. No 
lights of any kind were allowed and 
all the lights which would illuminate 
the outside were forbidden. So I had 
to undress in the dark and from my 
bedroom what did I see? Out west 
the sky was red and great clouds of 
smoke rolled up. The next morning 
they told me Holland had burned all 
the signal houses and destroyed all 
buildings that would be able to dis- 
play signs for airplanes. Happy to 
say, during the night no bombs were 
dropped above the city. 

“Saturday, May 11—Again nice 
weather, a little cloudy and a sharp 
east wind. When I came outdoors with 
my dog, the milkman told me that 
French autos with soldiers already 
had arrived in the city; that they were 
going through on the way to Gronin- 
gen to meet the Germans on this par- 
ticular highway and we soon would 
hear of great fighting. But what had 
happened? 

“Instead of French soldiers there 
were German soldiers in French uni- 
forms and they had already taken the 
postoffice in our city. All soldiers who 
were here in the northern part of 
Friesland had moved to the dikes. 
Here in the city everything was quiet 
and over the radio we received little 
news. The Germans had taken the 
city. The airplane field had been ren- 
dered useless, but was under repair 
by the Germans. They were employ- 
ing 500 men who were out of work. 

“Over the radio I heard that only 
Waalhaven was taken. Here and 
there were German soldiers who had 
come ‘by parachute, but all these sol- 
diers were soon taken or killed. At 


least 100 airplanes were shot down. 
That the Germans made such a quick 
advance must be ascribed to the co- 
operation of the NSB (National So- 
cialistie Bund). According to the 


paper, all church services would be. 


held, but would be brief. 

“As a friend of mine just told me, a 
thousand Germans were killed near 
Zurich and it was a_ fierce battle. 
Twenty-two citizens of Leeuwarden 
were killed, one of whom I knew well. 
Tremendous’ rumors and anybody 
would be scared: Where were my 
grandchildren? I could not but mur- 
mur this prayer: O God! have mercy 
upon us! Keep us safely in Thy 
hand. 

“We retired early that night and 
on Sunday morning, May 12, we went 
to church at the usual time. I went 
to the Oosterkerk where Rev. Bos held 
a Pentecost service according to John 
14:6, “I’ll send you another comfort- 
er” and also of Psalm 56, where we 
read, “This I know, that God is with 
me”. After church I went to. my 
daughter’s where we stayed that day. 
Her hired girl was so frightened that 
she went home and my housekeeper 
could nicely fill in. We did not re- 
ceive any news that day, but many 
Germans were going through to Zur- 
ich and were received there very 


-warmly. 


“At 5 o’clock that evening I went 
to hear Rev. Veldtkamp. He also did 
not have ordinary services, but spoke 
briefly on Psalm 14:3. After church 
again to my daughter’s and home at 
9:30. : ‘ 

“That night I did not sleep well 
but felt fresh and hale the next 
morning. 

“May 13, Pentecost Monday—Nice

Our swimming and health instruct- 
or, Mr. Hyrle Ivy, took an interest- 
ing trip to Canada last July as the 
escort of three boys of his acquaint- 
ance. The party left Fort Wayne 
July 8 and journeyed north through 
the Straits of Mackinaw to the small 
town of Massey, Ontario, where they 
camped nearby. 

The first night in the wilderness 
was a new thrilling experience to the 
boys. It was the first time they had 
slept under the stars, and the night 
birds and animals in the underbrush 
were received with more than a little 
alarm by the green horns.’ Even 
though it was July and we in Fort 
Wayne were sweltering in the heat, 
the party slept in wool lined sleeping 
bags and it was quite a sensation to 
climb out of a warm bed to dress in 
the cold Canadian morning. 

Upon arising, the boys ate a hearty 
breakfast of bacon, eggs, hot choco- 
late, and fruit, prepared by the capa- 
ble hands of Mr. Ivy — and broke 
camp to journey to Lake La Cloche. 

Lake La Cloche is about six miles 
south of Massey and it was on an is- 
land in this lake that their permanent 
camp site was founded. The fishing in 
La Cloche Lake was excellent—as in 
most of the isolated Canadian lakes— 
and the party landed some good-sized 
fish. 

Activity at LaCloche Lake was not 
entirely confined to fishing, however. 


settlements. One day Mr. Ivy and the 
boys visited an Indian village, where 
they saw an Indian woman with her 
papoose and watched an 83-year-old 
Indian man pitch hay with a crude 
hand-made hay fork. 

On another trip the boys visited the 


prison camp containing 2,000 German 
prisoners of war. The prisoners were 
heavily guarded—two sets of elec- 
frically charged wire fences sur- 
rounded the camp and twenty-five 
machine gun towers kept careful 
watch over the prisoners. 

Mr. Ivy could see the prisoners in 
the camp with the aid of field glasses, 
but the soldiers told him that cameras 
and field glasses were prohibited.

These precautions were taken to keep 
anyone from plotting a way of liber- 
ating the prisoners. The boys talked 
with the guards and traded them out 
of some souvenirs which had been 
taken from the German prisoners. 
One day the party drove some 
thirty miles over a rough road of 
poles to fish in a virgin lake, far back 
in the wilderness. The road was so 
winding and treacherous that one of 
the boys got sick and gave up hope 
of returning home alive. The short- 
comings of the trip were more than 
offset, however, by the excellent fish- 
ing encountered at this lake where no 
human being had fished before. 
Several times Mr. Ivy and the boys 
hiked back to Massey for supplies, 
and the boys lost no time in finding 
out the few ice cream and soft drink

weather and cool. At 9 o’clock I went 
to Koepelkerk where a short service 
was held of one-half hour conducted 
by Rev. Bos. At 10 o’elock Rev. Veldt- 
kamp spoke at another church and I 
went there. 

“J stayed alone that afternoon in 
my office, I was visited by some 
friends, but ceuld not serve any re- 
freshments except cigars to the men; 
the women had to do without. I lis- 
tened to the news over the radio from 
London, and the same news. was re- 
peated in the Dutch language at 5:20 
that afternoon. Here in Friesland 
everything is already taken by the 
Germans, as also the entire east. Be- 
yond the waterline (dikes) everything 
is still Netherlands. Here in Fries- 
land the Germans are very kind. 
What they want they buy and pay 
for with Holland money. Steadily the 
number of soldiers increases ‘and 
everything is done promptly accord- 
ing to their desire. Last Saturday 
the banks paid only small sums of 
money to the employes. 

“Tyesday, May 14—We arose at 
6:30, had a quiet night and the 
weather was nice. When I came 
downstairs, a couple of neighbors al- 
ready were busy talking. No news 
over the radio. A minute later the 
neighbors disappeared quickly and 
when I went outdoors they informed 
me that a man had told them to go 
into the house at once and stay there. 
According to rumor, there were a 
considerable number of English sol- 
diers outside of the city who were 
ready to meet the Germans at the 
Groninger Etraatweg to chase them 
back and heavy fighting was expected. 

“J did not hear or see anything and 
could not believe that, because I know 
that the English are not that quick— 
and where would they come from? 
We soon found out that I was right, 
and everybody went his way. That 
noon we ate again at my daughter’s. 
After dinner, I went home again. The 
radio doesn’t give much news and 
among all kinds of rumors our desire 
to know something about our dear 
ones grew apace. To my great sur- 
prise we again received a newspaper 
but all it told us was how we were 
to behave ourselves and what we 
could and could not do. 

“That evening when I went again 
to my daughter’s, I was told that the 
Netherlands had surrendered. How 
badly I felt no one will realize, and 
still I felt better also. The shedding 
of blood had-at least come to an end 
and we were very anxious to hear 
now about our dear ones. Where 
could they be? Are they wounded? 
The queen and ministers had gone to 
England and the high command 
thought it advisable to bring all this 
killing and murdering to an end. 

“In regard to our grandchildren I 
committed everything to the hand of 
God. He knows what is good for us. 
We at least can now retire without 
being afraid of getting bombed: 

“Wednesday, May 15—We arose 
early that morning; had to set all 
the clocks 1 hour and 40 minutes 
ahead, so we are now on German 
time. I went out for a walk with the 
dog and conversed with the neigh- 
bors. In general, the feeling is very 
tense. All we can do is wait. Today 
Amsterdam and The Hague are taken. 
In this province all the means of 
travel are again normal and we can 
use the telephone throughout the city 
and province. 

“All are anxious to hear about 
their dear ones who are in the army 
and many mothers and women are 
weeping, waiting to hear from them. 
At 6 o’clock I ate my supper at my 
daughter’s. We were gladdened by 
the arrival of her hired girl, because 
we can now stay at home. 

“We hope that we soon may hear 
from our boys also, and we are put- 
ting everything in the hands of God.” 

(A more recent message from the 
old mar revealed that his grand- 
children and some other boys were 
all well, although some of them had 
been in a fierce battle).

The University of Washing- 
ton is located there, and was visited 
by the tourists. 

Next Miss Gross took a boat to 
Victoria Island, off British Columbia. 
The Empress Hotel, where she stop- 
ped, has the charming atmosphere of 
the whole island, which is the setting 
for the famous Burtchart Gardens. 

She then traveled to Vancouver, 
Lake Louise, and in the Canadian 
Rockies. A fresh snowfall made the 
lake especially beautiful, for the 
glacier nearby was pure white. 

The entire trip took two weeks.

At a convention held in New Or- 
leans, February, 1937, the executive 
committee of the Department of Sec- 
ondary School Principals approved 
and authorized the Nation Council of 
the National Honor Societies to estab- 
lish a revolving scholarship fund. This 
fund is created with the hope that 
every chapter of the National Honor 
Society will put forth special efforts 
each year to assist one or more of 
its members to complete the first year 
of higher education. At present the 
fund will provide approximately forty 
scholarships of two hundred dollars 
each. Through the establishment of 





this fund the National Honor Society 
is serving a two-fold purpose—first, 
by encouragement through recogni- 
tion of ability and effort, and second, 
by furnishing financial aid to worthy 
members for the purpese of attain-

Did you ever stop to think how our 
school song came to be written? 
Maybe you have and maybe you 
haven’t. During a recent interview 
with Mr. Merton Kimes, the author 
of the words to the song and many 
other poems as well, it was found 
that some of the following are reas- 
ons for the song being written as it 
is. 

Living out in the country, Mr. 
Kimes noticed as he drove back and 
forth to school, what an important 
part the St. Joseph River played in 
the life and appearance of the school. 
So majestically does she stand by 
the river bank, that she should not 
only be upheld by the honor and 
pride of every loyal Redskin, but also 
be the main ideal of their dreams and 
ambitions. 

The chorus indicates that in her 
halls are the fondest memories of the 
golden days of spring. Just stop and 
think this over for a minute.

This is the last of three articles on John Powers’ 
models. 


Mr. Powers does the best he can, but he cannot pull 
rabbits out of hats—we mean jobs from advertisers— 
just like that. His models must sell themselves and 
must manage to support themselves on a weekly budget 
until their ship comes in. Here is a typical budget. 


_ Most of the models live in a “Women Only” hotel in _ 

the East Sixties. The cost is $15 a week. Professional 
hair-do’s are imperative at least twice a week. There 
goes $4. Stockings—models do a lot of gadding about— 
cost $4 a week. Food, $8. Cosmetics—and woe to the 
girl who uses cheap ones—are $3. Incidentals add $3_ 
The total is $37, This does not include clothes, doctor 
bills, hats or shoes because of the ‘assumption that no 
aspirant would be silly enough to invade New York with- 
out sufficient clothes. 

Now, let’s turn: to the bright side! 

While a successful show girl is paid $20 to $40 a week, 
a successful Powers Model makes $150 to $200 a week. 
What’s more, a Powers Model receives $10 an hour 
from the time she enters the studio until she leaves. 
Of course, all the girls do not make this much. In gen- 
eral they are divided into three brackets, the lowest being 
the $80 a week girls. This is not clear profit for there 
is the agency’s fee, transportation, and the like. 

Nowadays, Mr. Powers gets the bulk of his discoveries 
from colleges, preparatory schools, and convents because 
he likes girls of the college type in appearance, speech, 
diction, and cultural background. The parents of these 
girls have learned that it is no more indecent being a 
Powers Model than it is to be a JunioryLeaguer. The 
majority of Mr. Powers’ girls are young ladies who. 
would be easily mistaken for very rich debutantes, if it 
were not for their excellent behavior. — 

The John Robert Powers Publications, Inc. office is run 
in a business-like manner. It is called Publications be- 
cause once a year Mr. Powers issues a book containing 
the pictures of his girls and because, instead of acting 
as an agent who collects the.money due his clients, Mr. 
Powers is satisfied to let the girls collect their pay direct 
from the photographers and then pay John Robert a com- 
mission. This arrangement he calls the Honor System 
and it saves him much bookkeeping. 

In his sixteenth year of business, Mr. Powers has cer- 
tain rules he adheres to religiously. He employs no 
scouts and he has no mailing list. He attends no com- 
mencement exercises or fashion shows for he is perfectly 
content to have prospective clients come to see him. 

Although there is some jealousy between the girls, 
they are able to suppress their emotions and go out of 
their way to be nice and polite toward each other. This 
is the result of careful upbringing and the close super- 
vision of Mr. Powers. o 

And there you have the tale of the modern show girl.

By 18-0 Score 


Win Establishes North Side 
As Top Team 
In State 


Indian Squad Has Posses- 
sion Of Ball Three Quar- 
ters Of Playing Time 











The North Side Redskins won rough 
shod over a tough Cathedral of In- 
dianapolis squad by a score of 18 to 0 
and established themselves as the No. 
1 team in the state. A crowd of 
2,000 people witnessed the massacre 
and they in turn learned why North 
Side is the most powerful team in the 
state. North intercepted four of the 
nine passes which Cathedral tried and 
the Indianapolis attack was never 
started. 

The three North Side backs, Bob 
Cowan, Bob Young, and Mike Bojin- 
off, went directly through the line; 
and the Redskins were in possession 
of the ball three quarters of the time 
played. The score really does not in- 
dicate how badly the Redskins wal- 
loped the Cathedral boys. The Red- 
skins scored twice with Cowan going 
over from the 4- and the 6-yard lines 
and the third touchdown came from a 
poor Indianapolis punt. 

North kicked to Cathedral and the 
Indianapolis boys were forced to punt. 
The Redskins took the ball on the 27- 
yard line. In exactly eleven running 
plays Cowan went over from the 4- 
yard line and made the score 6 to 0 
with a little less than eight minutes 
gone. Cathedral took the ball and 
again met a strong defense and after 
three downs was forced to punt. The 
Redskins again started a drive but 
Ranley fumbled and their drive was 
stopped. Two long gains were nulli- 
fied by penalties, and the half ended 
with the Redskins still leading 6 to 0. 

North Side again showed superior- 
ity by taking the ball away from 
Cathedral before they gained 4 yards. 
They advanced to North’s 44- but 
were quickly repulsed when Cowan 
intercepted McColley’s pass and come 
back to the 50- before he was stopped. 
Cowan then punted out of bounds on 
the 8-yard line. Cathedral, trying to 
catch the Redskin safety man off bal- 
ance, elected to kick quick but it was 
hurried and it landed only 10 yards 
above the line of scrimmage. Instead 
of bouncing towards North’s goal, it 
bounced backward towards the Irish 
goal. Virgel Lombard, starting on the 
5-yard line grabbed the ball and car- 
ried it over for the second score. 
Cowan missed the kick and the score 
was 12 to 0. 

Cowan again intercepted a pass on 
Cathedral’s 43-. A short time later, 


Cowan carried the ball over the goal’ 


from 6 yards out. The Redskins tried 
a pass for extra point but it was 
dropped and the score read 18 to 0. 
The Redskins took the ball on Cathe- 
dral’s 36- but the game ended before 
the Indians had a chance to move. 
North made 14 first downs to two 
first downs for Cathedral. North made 
244 yards rushing while Cathedral 
made but 24 yards on the ground. The 
Redskins tried but three passes and 
one was completed for 11 yards. 
Cathedral completed three for a total 
of 46 yards, two fell incomplete, and 
four were intercepted. Cathedral re- 
covered their own fumble and one 
committed by the Redskins.

Twelve hundred social science stu- 
dents will choose state and county 
officials in a student ballot to be held 
in their classes next Tuesday. Mr. 
Merton Kimes, head of the social sci- 
ence department, will direct the elec- 
tion, which will be held according to 
Indiana election laws. Voting instruc- 
tions will be given, voting booths pro- 
vided, and election officers chosen. 

The following explanatory state- 
ment has been issued by Mr, Kimes 
relative to the elections: 

“Next Tuesday the people of our 
democratic form of government will 
select their officers and pass upon im- 
portant issues. Momentous questions 
dealing with present and future poli- 
cies have aroused the American peo- 
ple to a high pitch of interest and 
activity. A free press and freedom of 
speech have exerted tremendous pow- 
er in helping them to realize clearly 
the great responsibility for good gov- 
ernment which rests upon them. 

*“The intense struggle for votes by 

party leaders and candidates belies 
any claim that our government is a 
government of a small minority far 
removed from the actual voters. Our 
democratic government was founded 
upon two basic principles—the great- 
est good to the greatest number, and 
the fact that all just governments de- 
rive their powers from the consent of 
the governed. Party leaders recognize 
these principles in carrying their de- 
bates and discussions to an informed 
and alert electorate. Free and open 
discussions of candidates and issues, 
without fear or force is the democratic 
way of life. 


“The Social Science Department of 
North. Side High School recognizes 
and stresses the value of current his- 
tory teaching as an important part of 
all social science studies, Presidential 
election years afford splendid oppor- 
tunity to our students to study politi- 
eal affairs and national problems 
during the campaign, and reach the 
highest peak of interest in a regular 
election on election day. 


“We have prepared state and coun- 
ty ballots, and the Australian system 
of voting will be provided for some 
twelve hundred students. Voting _in- 
structions will be given, voting booths 
provided, election officers chosen, and 
so far as possible, Indiana election 
laws will be strictly observed. 

“We sincerely hope our students 
will accept this project in the spirit 
in which it is presented. We are not 
interested merely in election returns, 
though granting that is important. 

“We want to emphasize citizenship 
through the ballot as both a privilege 
and a duty. We want to emphasize the 
importance of major political parties 
as the agencies through which our 
democracy is able to function. We 
want our young people to understand 
that the’future hope of democracy in 
great measure depends upon an en- 
lightened and intelligent people exer- 
cising the greatest of wisdom and 
vision at the polls. We want young 
Americans to know that eternal: vig- 
ilance in the exercise of the ballot 
promotes political virtues and good 
citizenship, and guarantees ‘the bless- 
ings of liberty to ourselves and our 
posterity’.”

BANDLEADER OF YEAR—GLENN MILLER 
Ask any ten North Siders, “What is your favorite 
orchestra?”, and nine out of ten of them will reply, 


-“Glenn Miller's!” This is usually the case all over the 


United States. Not only that, but Glenn Miller is also the 
“juke box” king. All you North Siders know what a “juke 
box” is, don’t you? No? Well, it’s that overworked 
music machine with the “stop and go lights” which 
stands in Sandy’s. Everywhere, these juke boxes are 
proving that Glenn Miller’s band is the band of the year. 

One spring day in 1936, bandleader Ray Noble em- 
barked on a vacation to his native England, and turned 
over his baton to his arranger and young tromboneist, 
Glenn Miller. This was the starting point in the career 
of the leader of this band of today; for at that time he 
realized that he wanted to organize his own band, and 
with that band play the type of music of which he had 
dreamed. Most of all, he wanted versatility in his band. 
This is evidenced today in six of his outstanding record- 
ings. “Moonlight Serenade”, his theme, introduced the 
band’s sweet style. The “golden” saxophone quality that 
everyone loves to hear is obtained by having a lead clar- 
inet in the upper register play in unison with a fourth 
saxophone. Then there are the two tunes “Beautiful 
Ohio’ ’and “Missouri Waltz” which he rediscovered and 
recorded in a tempo that brings memories to the oldest of 
waltzers, and yet sounds new and inviting to moderns. 

Glenn is a Westerner from way back. Born in Clarinda, 
Towa, he and his family moved to a farm in Nebraska 
forty miles from a railroad. On this farm, he earned 
money for his first trombone lessons by milking cows. 
He attended high school in Colorado where the family 
moved next. After proving his worth in a high school 
band, he was able to get a job in various jazz bands, in- 
cluding one at Colorado University, where he studied for 
two years. He played in Ben Pollack’s great band for a 
while, and then in New York with Red Nichols’ famous 
Five Pennies. 

Tt was about this time that he began to experiment 
with arrangements with brass, at first, then reeds, and 
finally, the entire band .Ié was in the capacity of ar- 
ranger-trombonist that he later joined Ray Noble’s band 
when that Britisher organized his first American group. 

“I don’t want to be ‘King of Swing’ or anything else”, 
Glenn Miller said not long ago. “I’d rather have a repu- 
tation as one of the best all-round bands.”

Only eighteen basketball games 
will be played after the 1941-42 sea- 
son it was announced by the Indiana 
High School Athletic Association in 
its annual meeting last week.

_|tremehdous supply of natural re 
sources notwithstanding the fact that 
for many years these resources have 
been wasted. We haven’t found a 
means to put some of our resources 
to use, as yet. 

_| Much of our natural resources has 

been wasted in past years through 

carelessness. Nearly half the origi- 
nal soil fertility of the nation has been 

Jost. Unnecessary forest fires are 

responsible for the loss of many of 

the original forests. Now no more 
than one-tenth of the virgin forests 
of the United States are remaining. 

Animal life has been greatly reduced. 

| Many animals which were once plen- 

tiful are now extinct. It is well to 
remember, wise use is proper; waste 
is not. 

There is still time to save our re- 
maining- resources from waste, to 
utilize them more wisely, and to re- 
build those which it is possible for 
man to replace. Many steps have 
been made in recent years to bring 
about this conservation. American 
forests are being replaced, and much 
research has been made on saving the 
soil of the nation. Techniques of con- 
servation are well developed. 

Much progress has been made in 
the development of conservation tech- 
nique, through the establishment of 
agricultural colleges, forest services, 
the department of agriculture, and 
state, regional, and national conser- 
vation and planning agencies. The 
government has done and is still do- 
ing a great deal towards the conser- 
vation of our natural resources. 

But notwithstanding the work the 
government and many various organi- 
zations have done toward conserva- 
tion, the thoughtlessness of an indi- 
vidual can ruin this good work in a 
short time. It is the individual that 
makes America either prosperous or 
bankrupt. If each person would do 
his share towards saving our natural 
resources, it wouldn’t take as long to 
replace them. The only way to pre- 
vent carelessness is by educating the 
people to this fact. Therefore, the so- 
lution of this whole problem lies in 
the schools.

Large Enrollment New Dishes Purchased 


At Indiana Tech 


Many States And Nations 
_ Represented In Tech 
Student Body 


The enrollment at Indiana Techni- 
cal College for the fall term totaled 
433 as compared with 389 a year ago, 
an increase of 44 students. Indiana 
is represented -by 75, 34 being from 
Fort Wayne. Ohio has 89; New York, 

; Pennsylvania, 26; New Jersey, 18; 
Michigan, 17; Illinois, 16, and Ken- 
tucky, 16. Nearly all of the states 
are represented, and there are stu- 
dents from foreign countries as fol- 
lows: Canada, 9; Hawaii, 4; Mexico, 
1; Puerto Rico, 5; Cuba, 5; Columbia, 
2; Peru, 2; and the Philippines, 1. 

The enrollment by departments is; 
as follows: Aeronautical, 130, Me- 
chanical, 110; Radio, 60; Chemical, 55; 
Electrical, 53; and Civil, 25; the Aero-| 
nautical Department having wrested 
first place from the mechanical during 
the past year. 

President Keene is coordinator of 
the CAA Pilot Training Program 
which now includes the secondary, or 
restricted, as well as the primary 
phase. Under the secondary training 
program the ground school course in- 
cludes 145 hours of instruction in the 
laboratories and classrooms of the col- 
lege under Tech instructors, the cur- 
riculum being as follows: ~ Aerody- 
namics and aircraft, Civil Air Regu- 
lations, engines, instruments, meteor- 
ology, navigation, parachutes, and air- 
craft radio. Ten students are enrolled 
for this course and thirty for the pre- 
liminary. Pilot training is given at 
the Municipal Airport under the su- 
pervision of the Pierce Flying Service 
and the Inter-City Flying Service, 

A continued heavy demand persists 
for well-qualified technical men and 
engineers and the college has had 
more positions referred to it the past 
nine months than there were grad- 
uates available. ‘

Determines Future 
Economic Security 


There is no other country in the 
world today that has such great re- 
sources or that has established such 
a high standard of living as the 
United States. But the trouble in this 
country is that we have not provided 
ways of making these resources avail- 
able to everyone. This is shown in 
the fact that approximately one-third 
of our population is underprivileged. 

Generations ago when our fore- 
fathers settled in this land, if life in 
one community became unsettled the 
people could always move westward 
to new frontiers. But as this is no 
ionger possible the problems of today 
must be met squarely and not left 
behind. Machinery has gradually re- 
placed man power and since the de- 
pression in 1930 the problem of un- 
employment has not been improved. 

One of the foremost ways of build- 
ing economic security is through the 
schools. The question is asked, “In 
what ways can this be accomplished?” 
The answer is that modern life cannot 
be built upon ignorance. While going 
to school a pupil is provided with a 
clear understanding of the nature of 
the world he lives in. There is a grow- 
ing demand for skilled workers in 
place of the “brawny type”, and so 
consequently a pupil must pass 
through high school and graduate in 
order to obtain a position. 

The vocational guidance and train- 
ing in school today teaches a pupil the 
various ways of making a living. But 
the ability to learn does not guaran- 
tee economic security. Knowledge of 
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spending wisely is also needed. 
Through units on advertising and 
other such courses and information 


pupils learn how to spend wisely for 
food, clothing, recreation, and other 
needs. 

People must be educated in order 
to understand the complex economic 
problems of today and to vote intelli- 
gently. The school provides the 
background for these in the courses 
on social science, and vocations. 

The problems now confronting our 
nation are a challenge and not a 
cause for despair. By working as 
our forefathers did and by using the 
abundant resources at our command 
we can develop the new frontiers 
which are waiting.

Riley of South Bend, a tough foe 
of the Redskins, will attempt to de- 
feat North Side this evening in the 
last game of the current season, to 
be held in this city.

Idling around: the track room the 
other night after school, I noticed that 
Coach Chambers had a framed-picture 
on his desk. Thinking it to be a pic- 
ture of one of Chambers’ favorite run- 
ners, I picked it up to find an article 
titled, “Jim Thorpe, Now Lecturer, 
Advocates Track for Youth.” 

Now I realized the significance of 
this article being framed and having 
the honor of sitting on the desk of 
one of Indiana’s best track and cross 
country coaches. 

Taking several’ minutes time out to 
read this item written about probably 
the greatest athlete in the United 
States sport history, I find Mr. Thorpe 

tating, “There is nothing better than 

track for co-ordination of mind, 
body, and soul.” Every sports-minded 
youth in the country should take heed 
of this, especially since it comes from 
such a great man in the world of 
sports. 

He goes on to say, “It teaches tim- 
ing, judgment of distance, balance, and 
develops lung power. I am convinced 
that track work put me in position to 
make my football records. If I were 
coaching a football_team, I’d have the 
squad make four laps around the field 
before practice every day.” This 
; Statement should draw the attention 
of every boy out for football. 

Thorpe likes baseball, and he ad- 
vises youth to take this game up if 
one wishes to go into any sport pro- 
fessionally. He states that pro foot- 
ball is too hard on a fellow and one 
gets little out of it. 

Every night Thorpe would work out 
by running around the track several 
times, and in this way he got in trim. 
He said that he felt no signs of slow- 
ing up until he was thirty-three years 
old, but this he said was because he 
lacked exercise in his later years. 

“Tt is the food for other sports,” is 
the statement of Thorpe, who won 
everything in sight at the 1912 Olym- 
pies and then had his honors stripped 
from him because his history carried 
a faint odor of professionalism, said 
about the sport of track.

Was Not Legalized Until 1863 


Most high school students have the misleading idea that 
Thanksgiving has been an institution since the Pilgrims landed 
in America. Contrary to public belief, however, is the fact that 
Thanksgiving was not set up as an actual precedent until 1863, 


when President Abraham Lincoln set 
aside the last Thursday in November 
as a time which “should be solemnly 
reverently and gratefully acknowledg- 
ed.” ; 

The first celebration of Thanksgiv- 
ing was proclaimed by Governor Wil- 
liam Bradford of the Massachusetts 
Colony. In 1621 he called together the 
early settlers at Plymouth for the pur- 
pose of.offering thanks to God for the 
preservation of their lives, food to 
sustain them, and clothing for their 
bodies. Governor Bradford continued 
to call, periodically, seasons of thanks- 
giving. 

Days of fasting and prayer were 
recommended at intervals throughout 
the long struggle of the Revolution- 
ary War, At its conclusion, President 


; Washington issued a proclamation 


naming Thursday, November 26, as a 
day for the citizens of the new nation 
to thank God for their new, free gov- 
ernment. at 











Not until 1815 was the festival 
again reviewed on a national scale, 
when President Madison, at the close 
of the War with England, urged the 
people to offer thanks. Neither of 
these presidents, however, intended 
the occasion to be an annual one. 

A New England woman, Sarah 
Josepha Hale, persistently labored to 


build up favorable sentiment for the ; 


observance of a National Thanksgiv- 
ing Day. Miss Hale wrote numerous 
editorials stressing that subject and 
she approached many former presi- 


dents about it. It was not until she| 


appealed to Mr. Lincoln in 1863 that 
she was sympathetically received. 

Upon the continued delivery of 
Lincoln’s proclamation for the celebra- 
tion of Thanksgiving, the nation final- 
ly became conscious that a precedent 
was being set. Now the people ob- 
serve that feast day annually without 
stopping to think of the years it took 
for it to be actually established.

An all-city team has been selected 
by the Northerner sports writers since 
the grid season has ended.

The backfield is really a well-bal- 
anced affair, led by Bob Cowan, prob- 
ably the most outstanding halfback 
of the state and all-city halfback for 
the past two seasons.

“One drop of phenolphthalein and 
one gram of calcium oxide into a test 
tube one-half full of water—this is 
not a chemist at the Dupont Chemical 
Company, but a home chemist making 
a red solution to use as blood in a 
play. 

Being a home chemist is both fun 
and adventurous. Even home chem- 
ists can make important discoveries. 
For instance, a young man, or in 
‘other words a mere boy, while ex- 
perimenting during the lunch hour, 
discovered aniline dyes. 

The home chemist can also make 
money. One way is by.putting on a 
magic show. This can be done by 
looking in your chemistry manual in 
the chapter on magic. The chemicals 
you use cost little and the enjoyment 
and adventure are worth giving the 
show. Another way to make money is 
when friends have plays, and they 
need artificial blood or any colored 
liquid you can make it; then sell 
it to them. 

Two things a home chemist should 
have near him whén he works are 
running water and a source of heat. 
You can also add chemicals to your 
set from your medicine cabinet or 
from your cupboard. 

Even though no dangerous chem- 
icals are put in these sets you should 
follow the directions in your chemis- 
try book as you might mix two chem- 
icals together that just don’t mix. 

In the winter time when you can’t 
play outside, a chemistry set will fur- 
nish plenty of pleasure. By mixing a 
half spoonful of potassium nitrate in 
water and then writing with this 
solution on unglazed paper, you can 
make a spark follow your writing 


when the lights are out it makes a 
mysterious appearance. 

If you don’t like the brand of soap 
you use, you can make your own by 
putting two measures of sodium car- 
bonate and three measures of calcium 
oxide into a test tube filled with one- 
third water and boil for two minutes. 
Allow it to settle and pour off the 
clear liquid and pour into another 
test tube. Add a lump of butter about 
the size of a pea and heat the liquid 
again for two minutes. The result is 
liquid soap. 

One of my main problems is my 
little sister. When I am working she 
comes upstairs and starts asking 
questions about, why I put this into 





that or that into this. To counteract 
this I promise her I will show her 
some magic. By hiding chemicals in 
the test tube I can pour in water and 
I will have a different color every 
time. This quiets her for awhile but 
soon she begins to wonder why the 
water turns different colors. So she 
watches quietly for another few min- 
utes when she asks that if it is the 
same electricity in the water why 
does it change a, different color every 
time? 

I have already mixed the wrong 
chemicals and obtained some bad 
smelly mixtures. I have been so dis- 
gusted that I tell her I have hidden 
chemicals in the tube, since the odor 
is so bad that I have to leave. My 
mother came up to call me and smell- 
ing the mixture made me keep away 
from my chemicals for a week. 

Such is the life of a home chemist. 
It has its great moments when you 
think you have discovered something, 
and it has its disappointing moments 
when you get the wrong mixture or

Reitz Of Evansville Nearest 
Threat To Reds Mythical 
Championship 


The mighty North Side Redskins of 
Fort Wayne finished their football 
schedule last Friday night undefeated 
and thereby laid the strongest claim 
to the Indiana mythical state cham- 
pionship. The only ‘eleven that has a 
chance of pushing the Redskins for 
this honor is the Reitz of Evansville 
team.

9. When the going is tough don’t be- 
come confused. Keep calm and 
self-possessed. 

Remember at all times basketball is 

a game of skill which necessitates 

mental and physical alertness.

It is a game 

in which team work is of vital im- 

portance. Basketball games are won 

because of team work and never be- 

cause of one individual player.

In Control Of Tuberculosis 





ent of all tuberculosis is first acquired 






in childhood,” stated a bulletin published by the Indiana State 
Board of Health. An early diagnosis in high school students is of 
great importance, because more people die or are left crippled 





any other age. Of the communicable 
diseases, tuberculosis is second only 
to pneumonia as the greatest cause 
of deaths. This chronic disease is 
probably a greater cause of human 
suffering, both physical and financial, 
than any other disease. 

This bulletin says, “In order that a 
human being may become infected 
with tuberculosis, he must be exposed 
to the germs of the disease by rather 
close contact, and the infecting dose 
must be, as a rule, frequently ap- 
plied. Children are not born into the 
world with this disease, but contract 
it after birth. Practically all adults 
are infected to some extent, and most 
people never. know it. The natural ten- 
dency of the body is to resist and con- 
trol this infection, and if given a rea- 
sonable chance, renders the disease 
harmless throughout life.” 

The contact of tubercular parents 
with the young children is probably 
the greatest source of infection. 
Therefore, it is unwise to let tubercu- 
lar adults live with children. 

Another source of contamination is 
milk. Often cattle suffer from this 
disease; likewise the milk they give 
is infected. The one sure way to avoid 
contracting tuberculosis by this meth- 
od, is to buy only the milk which has 
been pasteurized, and is from tuber- 
culin tested cows. 

Various ways of conveying the tu- 
berculin germs from the lungs of one 
person to the nose or mouth of an- 
other are by sneezing, coughing, kiss-

ing, spitting, and many other ways. If 
the people infected with this disease 
would use a handkerchief when they 
have to cough or sneeze, it would help 
to stop the rapid chain of infection. 
If the infected people fail to do this, 
they are a menace to all with whom 
they may come in contact. 

The coughing of bright red blood, 
or blood-streaked sputum or germs 
in the sputum, loss of weight, and 
afternoon fever, are some of the ordi- 
nary symptoms by which tuberculosis 
may be recognized; however, when 
these symptoms appear, it is usually 
too late in the course of the disease to 
save the patient. 

Efforts must be concentrated on 
children of both pre-school and school 
age if tuberculosis is to be kept under 
control. A regular physical examina- 
tion is necessary, and all physical de- 
facts should be corrected as soon as 
possible. A special examination for 
evidence of tuberculosis should be giv- 
en to all children known to have been 
exposed to the disease. The earlier the 
traces of tuberculosis are found the 
better are the patient’s chances of re- 
covery. 

Plenty of fresh air, sunshine and 
the right kind of food is the best cure 
for tuberculosis. 

“Tuberculosis,” quotes this bulletin, 
“is a fearful thing only when it is 
where we do not know it to be.” If you 
have reason to believe that your 
health isn’t what it ought to be, go to 
your physician and find out why.

You, as a pupil of North 
Side, come to school every day ex- 
pecting to find the building warm, 
if it is cold outside, and the rooms 
clean and swept. The fact that you 
threw paper wads all during study 
period, or tore notes up into little 
pieces and scattered them all over the 
floor never occurs to you. The work 
of cleaning up a school of sixteen 
hundred pupils is no easy job by any 
means. 

The throwing of paper everywhere 
except in the wastebasket, eating 
lunches in The Northerner room, 
smearing lipstick on the walls or 
writing on them with a pencil or pen 
is only making the custodians work 
harder. The next time you do one of 
these things put yourself in the place 
of one of the custodians. 

Our janitors work not only in the 
winter but also during the summer. 
The work in the winter is more dif- 
ficult, but during the summer the 
desks and woodwork have to be re- 
finished, numerous repair jobs have 
to be done, windows have to be 
washed, lawns have to be kept up, 
and the gym floors have to be re- 
painted. : 

During the year many brooms, 
brushes, and dusters are used. The 
average amount of heat used on a 
cold day is about $12 but as much as 
$25 worth has been used. Water 
bills run about $80 a year, and light 
bills about $254 a year. Approxi- 
mately 375,000 paper towels are used, 
and it takes about six days to wash 
all the windows. Now that you know 
all the hard work the custodians have 
to do and some of the expense con- 
nected with it, won’t all of you here 
at North Side try to co-operate with 
our custodians more than you have in 
the past?

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Girls’ Basketball 
Rules Formulated 


Several Changes Made In 
1940 Net Regula- 
tions 


The game of basketball for girls 
is played by two teams of six players 
each, Three forwards and three 
guards comprise a team. One forward 
from each team acts as center, that 
is, she takes the ball from the center 
ring, alternating with the center of 
the other team, after each basket. The 
ball is passed from one player to an- 
other, the purpose of each team be- 
ing to get the ball into its own bas- 
ket, and, at the same time, to pre- 
vent the other team from getting 
possession of the ball or scoring. A 
goal made from the field counts two 
points. A goal made from the charity 
line counts one point. 

The major rule changes for the 1940 
season are as follows: 

1. After landing, a pivot may be 
executed on either foot. 

2. A team is allowed three “Time 
Outs” at the request of the captain. 

8. “Tie ball” is called when two 
players of opposing teams place one 
or both hands on the ball at the same 
time. 

4. No “tossed ball” shall be taken 
nearer than three feet to the end line 
or side line. 

8. On fouling the center throw, the 
ball is awarded again to the same 
center only if a foul is made prior 
to her release of the ball. 

6. A player leaving the game for 
reason other than disqualification may 
re-enter twice only, She may not 
return during the remainder of the 
same quarter but must wait until a 
subsequent quarter before making re- 
entry. 

7. A two-step stop is permitted 
a player only when receiving the ball 
on the run; it is not allowed when 
the ball bounces to her. 

8. Interfering with the progress of 
the ball on its flight to the basket and 
attempting to disconcert the player 
throwing the ball during a free-throw 
have been made technical fouls. 

One hundred points is given to each 
girl who makes the team, providing 
she plays in two-thirds of the sched- 
uled games. If she fails to make the 
team but attends all required prac- 
tices, she will be accredited with twen- 
ty-five points,

Pembroke College, Providence, R. I., 
is offering scholarships to high school 
students. 

The scholarships offered to girls of 
North Side are two University Schol- 
arships of $450 each, one Alumnae 
Fund scholarship of $500, and a lim- 
iied number of smaller scholarships, 
varying in amounts from $100 to $200. 
Recipients of the larger scholarships 
are expected to live in Metcalf Hall 
or Miller’s Hall (minimum room and 
board, $500.) 

Selection will be based on an out- 
standing school record together with 
intellectual interests and good habits, 
both in work and play. A high rating 
on the compulsory April Scholastic 
Aptitude Test of the College Entrance 
Examination Board, and evidence of 
sufficient financial resources to sup- 
plement the scholarship aid are 
needed. 

All scholarships are for one year 
only. However, a girl, maintaining 
during a given year of her college 
course an “academic average placing 
her in the upper tenth of her class, 
will receive the following year a tui- 
tion scholarship of $450. If she stands 
in the second tenth she will receive 
$300, and if she stands in the third 
tenth she will receive $200. 

Formal application should be made 
on a blank which will be supplied 
upon request by the Office of the Dean, 
Pembroke College. 

This blank must be filled out and} 
returned not later than March 1,|

Courage Of France 
Shown Jn A Letter 
From French Girl 








French courage and the difficulties 
with which the people of France have 
to contend are shown in a letter writ- 
ten by a 16-year-old girl of that 
country. In regard to the situation, 
she says, “The vacations are finished 
and I am returning to class, We have 
not begun to work yet, because the 
government is starting a large mea- 
sure of reforms in the assignments. 
I have not had any chance for school- 
ing because the school which I had 
gained entrance to, was suppressed. 

“Tn the other domains Marshal Pe- 
tain has installed some great reforms. 
The time of frivolity, of letting things 
go is finished in France, and methodi- 
cally we are going to return to our 
old traditions. What do you think of 
France in the United States? I should 
like so much that they still have a 
good opinion of our poor murdered 
country. 

“The reforms touch our young peo- 
ple very much. They are going to have 
open air gymnastics at the schools in 
the afternoon, as you have. That will 
be very useful to our physical devel- 
opment, 

“The material life (I cannot hide it 
from you) is becoming very difficult. 
But the French have a very great 
spirit of adaptability. Already we 
have much courage to spend the win- 
ter which will be hard. 

“I do not think that the war has 
changed your American life; try to 
appreciate your good fortune.”

According to one German legend, 
Martin Luther was explaining to his 
wife and children the beauty of a 


| snow-covered forest, under a glitter- 


ing star-besprinkled sky on one 
Christmas Eve, when he was suddenly 
struck wit han idea, Going out into 
the garden he cut off a small fir tree 
and took it into the nursery where he 
decorated it with candles, 

A faméus German engraving repre- 
sents Luther and his family grouped 
about the first Christmas tree. 

There is another German legend 
which names St. Winfrid the founder 
of the Christmas tree custom. It is 
said that St. Winfrid, in the midst of 
a great crowd of converts, hewed 
down a giant oak which had been 
used in Druidie worship. When the 
tree was half hewn, a great wind 
passed over the forest, gripped the 
tree, sending it in a crashing heap 
backward. Everything in its path was 
ruined except a slender fir tree; which 
remained standing. Because of this 
seeming miracle, St. Winfrid decreed 
that the fir be known as the holy tree 
of the ‘Christ Child. 

Scandinavia has a myth that speaks 
of a “service tree” which is supposed 
to have sprung from the blood drench- 
ed soil where two lovers had been 
killed by violence. On certain nights 
in the Christmas season, mysterious 
lights were seen flaming in its 
branches, which no wind could ex- 
tinguish. 

In the thirteenth century, the 
French are said to have seen a gi- 
gantic tree, the branches of which 
were covered with candles, some 
standing erect and some upside down. 
A vision of a child with a halo around 
its head appeared at the top of the 
tree. The Pope, when called upon to 
explain this extraordinary tree said 
it represented mankind. The child was 
the Savior, and the candles were 
meant to indicate good and bad human 
beings. 

This custom was most developed in 
Germany. The tree was referred to as 
an accepted feature of the Christmas 
season in 1608 in an authentic Ger- 
man manuscript. This custom was 
confined to the regions along the 
Rhine for about two hundred years, 
then it suddenly spread all over Ger- 
many. 

From Germany the custom of deco- 
rating the fir tree with candles and 
covering it with gifts spread every- 
where. When Queen Victoria married 
the German Prince Albert the custom 
was introduced into England as a 
regular Christmas institution. The 
tree was known in England before 
this time, but it was, only after then 
that it became a regular English 
custom. 

When the German army celebrated 
Christmas, with the tree, at Notre 
Dame, in 1870, the French decided to 
adopt the custom. 

The United States borrowed the 
idea along with others from the Ger- 
man immigrants.

Christmas Carols Expresing Joy, Peace, And Good-WW'ill 


Of Yuletide Season Contain Very Interesting Backgrounds 








As sure as Christmas comes oneal 
every year, so do people sing Christ- 
mas carols. The world over, during 
the Advent season, these carols;-old 
and new alike, re-echo their joyous 
strains throughout the Christian 
world. We all sing Christmas carols 
just about as naturally as we talk 
every day, because they are something 
that has become a part of us since we 
were old enough to remember. 


As we sing these beautiful hymns 
of praise to Christ, the new-born King, 
do we all know what their background 
may contain? Do we know where the 
melodies originated, who wrote the 
words, and all about the carols? Do 
you know what a carol is and how it 
got that name? 

A caro] is a song of praise usually 
sung at Christmas and Easter time. 
Originally, they were songs accom- 
panied by dancing. The word carol is 
said to have been derived from “cho- 
rus” or “earrolla” which meant a 
garland, circle or coronet, (ring 
dance). Long ago, cribs representing 
the manger of the Christ child, were 
set up in the churches as a center 
piece for the dances. The words to 
many of the most famous Latin 
Christmas hymns were written to 
dance tunes. 

These Christmas hymns are called 
Wiegenlieder in German, Noel in 
French, and carols in English. The 
third council of Toledo in 589, forbade 
dancing in churches on vigils of saint’s 
days, and in the following year, secu- 
lar dances in churches were forbidden 
by the council of Auxerre. Institutions 
of the crib, said to have been origi- 
nated by Saint Francis of Assise, to} 
inculeate the doctrine of incarnation, 
have long been in disuse, but in the 
West Riding of Yorkshire, the chil- 
dren who go around carol-singing still 
carry milly-boxes containing figures 
representing the Virgin and the child. 

That carol-singing early became a 
pretext for asking of alms is obvious 
from the Anglo-Norman carol pre- 
served in the British museum, “Sieg- 
neurs On Entenday a Nus”, which is 
little more than a drinking song. 

The famous cherry-tree carol, “Jo- 
seph Was an Old Man,” is based on an 
old legend related in Coventry mys- 
tery plays. “I Saw Three Ships Come 
Sailing In”, and “The Camel and the; 
Crane” both preserve curious legends. 
During the eighteenth century, 
Charles Wesley’s “Hark How All The 
Welkin Rings”, better known as 
“Hark, The Herald Angels Sing” be- 
came very famous and popular. The 
music to this was written by Felix 
Mendelssohn Bartholdy in 1840. 

Some more of the better known 
carols and their composers were: “An- 
gels From the Realms of Glory”, by 
Albert Lowe, in 1876; “While Shep- 
herds Watched Their Flocks By 
Night”, based on melody written by 
G. W. Fink in 1842; and “It Came 
Upon a Midnight Clear”, written in 
1850 by Richard S. Willis. 


it may not seem like it, 

Town of Bethlehem” is an American 
Christmas carol, written by Lewis H. 
Redner in 1868. 

“Adeste Fideles” or in English “O, 
Come All Ye Faithful” was taken from 
John F. Wade’s “Cantus Diverse” in 
1751. “God Rest Ye Merry Gentlemen” 
is an old traditional melody, as well as 
traditional words. “Joy to the World” 
was taken from T. Hawkes “Collection 
of Tunes’, in 1833. “The First Noel, 
the Angels Did Say”, and “Away In a 
Manger” are both traditional Christ- 
mas carols. 

Philips Brooks, the writer of the 
words to “O, Little Town of Bethle- 
hem,” was born in 1835, in Boston, 
Massachusetts. He was also a famous 
American preacher and pulpit orator. 
The grave of Brooks is in Mount 
Auburn Cemetery at Watertown, Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Brooks received the inspiration for 
writing in the company of several 
companions in Palestine. As the party 
was traveling on horse-back, they had 
a full and beautiful view of the en- 
tire countryside round about. 

On this very dark night, as the 
party was traveling toward Bethle- 
hem, they ascended a hill just this 
side of the town. The city was not 
lighted up, yet everything was so

the everlasting light seemed to shine 
in the dark streets. This scene in- 
spired Brooks so much that he im- 
mediately set about writing the beau- 
tiful lines of this world-renowned 
Christmas carol. 

Some more Christmas carols of to- 
day, some not quite as well known 
as the aforementioned ones are as 
follows: “The Joyful Morn Is Break- 
ing,” the words of which were written 
by Benjamin Gough, in 1873, and the 
music by Edward J. Hopkins; “See, | 
Amid the Winter’s Snow,” the words 
being written by Edward Caswall, in 
1851, and the music by John Goss, in 


Distant Shrine,” the words by William 
Chatterton Dix, in 1867, and the mu- 
sic by Charles Steggall, also in 1876. 

“Good News From Heaven the An- 
gels Bring,” the words having been 
written by Martin Luther in 1535 and 





by Samuel A. Ward in 1882. 


“Stars All Bright Are Beaming,” 
written by Richard R. Chope and W. 
R. Holt; “In the Silence of the Night,” 
the words and music both being com- 
posed by A. Mary R. Dobson; “Come 
and Hear the Grand Old Story,” the 
words by Horatius Bonar in 1861, and 
the music by J. F. Ohl in 1886. 

“Good Christian Men, Rejoice,” 
translated from Latin by John Mason 
Neale in 1853 and the melody being a 
pre-Reformation melody; “There 
Dwelt in Old Judea,” the music com- 
posed by Robert Jackson, and the 
words being traditional; “When Christ 
Was Born of Mary Free,” the words 
being traditional also and the music! 
by J. F. Ohl in 1926. 

“Hark, How the Angels Sing,” the 
words by George H. Trabert, in 1923, 
and the music by J. F. Ohl, also in 
1923; “Come! Ye Lofty, Come! Ye 
Lowly,” by Arthur T. Gurney, in 1852, 
and the music by J. F. Ohl in 1926; 
end “While Shepherds Watched Their 
Flocks,” the words by Nahum Tate, 
in 1700, and the music by G. W. Fink 
in 1842. 

“Joy Fills Our Inmost Herats To- 
day,” by William Chatterton Dix in 
1865, and the music by Samuel Smith 
in 1874; “Sing, Sing for Christmas,” 
by J. H. Egan and W. W. Rousseau; 
“Child Jesus Come from Heaven to 
Earth,” music by J. F. Ohl in 1886, 
and the words from the Danish, Hans 
Christian Andersen; “’Tis Christmas 
Day,” by S. Archer Gibson and J. F. 
Christian Andersen, and “ ’Tis Christ- 
mas Day,” by S. Archer Gibson and 
J. F. Ohl in 1926. 

Last but not by far the least is 
probably the best known and most 
dearly loved Christmas carol of them 
all, “Silent Night, Holy Night.” The 
words to the famous old song were 
written by Joseph Moir in 1818. The 
music was composed by Franz Gru- 
ber also in 1818. The biggest share 
of us think that this is a German 
carol, but it is not. It is Austrian. 
Since Austria is near Germany, now 
a part of Germany, and the Austrians 
speak somewhat the same language, 
the German “Stille Nacht” is the 
original set of words to this song.

Rescuing, Strokes, Resusci- 
tation Is Taught In Class- 
es Every Thursday 





In the life saving classes, which 
are held every Thursday night, the 
girls discuss, demonstrate, analyze, 
and practice the fundamental prin- 
ciples and adaptation of strokes in 
| life saving. 

Highlighting the first few instruc- 
tions will be approach stroking, 
standard and inverted scissors, shal- 
low arm pull, shallow arm pull com- 
bined with standard scissors, shallow 


arm pull combined with inverted 
scissors, swim on back, legs alone 
using inverted scissors or inverted 


breast stroke kick, and various types 
of surface dives. 

The girls will also learn the prac- 
tice form of carry (chin pull), elemen- 
tary form of carry (hair pull), and 
the types and uses of rescue equip- 
ment. 

Safety in and on the water and the 
ability to assist or rescue a person in 
danger of drowning are based funda- 
mentally upon knowledge and skill, 
Those characteristics are developed in 
the life saving class. The results have 
proved beneficial in many instances. 

At the end of the course an in- 
structor will come and give the girls 
a test which they must pass to ob- 
tain their junior or senior life say- 
ing certificate.

On January 6 comes the climax of 
the season’s festivities. On that night 
the children place their shoes filled 


with hay on the balconies that over- 
hang the street. On this night the 
Three Kings of the Orient, who 


brought gifts to the Christ Child, ride 
through the Spanish towns on their 
camels, leaving gifts and taking the 
hay. 

The Mexicans celebrate the same 
way as the South Americans, but they 
celebrate also, a posada. In imitation 
of the nine day journey of Mary and 
Joseph, they carry lighted candles and 
chant religious hymns. The procession 
: is headed by a pair who carry images 
of Mary and Joseph. At the ninth 
home they are admitted and proceed 
with an evening of gaiety. The next 
night the same procession gathers and 
they proceed to the same houses, but 
this time the ninth one is a different 
home. On the ninth night the host and 
hostess are presented with a baby on 
a pillow and are considered the god- 
father and godmother of the child. 

One of the most popular Mexican 
Christmas games is breaking with a 
club a large earthen jar filled with 
peanuts, sugar cane, oranges, gicamos, 
filberts, candies, and playthings. When 
one of the blindfolded children group- 
ed about the jar of pinati succeeds in 
breaking it there is a noisy scramble 
for the goodies. 

On* Christmas day each Mexican 
family celebrates by having a fish or 
turkey dinner, and the elders exchange 
gifts,

Emily P. Bissell introduced and directed the first Christmas 
Seal campaign of the United States in the year 1907. Miss Bissell 
derived her idea for the campaign from the successful plan of 
Einar Holboell, a Danish postal clerk. Holboell conceived a plan by

next year enough money had been 
raised to build the hospital. 


Jacob Riis, an American author, re- 
porter, and pioneer in the field of 
social service, urged the adoption of 
the Christmas Seal plan here. He 
wrote an article in “The Outlook,” 
part of it reading: 

“Nothing in all the world is better 
proved today than that tuberculosis is 
a preventable disease and therefore 
needless...yet it goes on year after 
year killing an army of a hundred- 
fifty thousand and desolating count- 
less homes in which half a million 
men and women are always dragging 
themselves to graves dug by this 
single enemy. Perhaps, I feel strongly 
about it, and no wonder. It killed six 
of my brothers and I guess I know. 
That was in the days when there was 
no hope for it. There is now.” 

He asked, “Why should not the 
idea be adopted here?” 

Of all who read the article, Miss 
Bissell was the only one who answered 
it. She resolved that a small open air 
hospital on the Brandywine would not 
be closed. Borrowing forty dollars to 
pay for printing, she designed a 
Christmas Seal and had fifty thousand 
of them printed. 

The campaign was a success. A to- 
tal of three thousand dollars was ob- 
tained by the end of the campaign. 

There was a nation-wide sale the 
next year. The Seal was designed by 
Howard Pyle, a famous Wilmington 
artist. Newspapers throughout the 
country cooperated and gave front 
page space to stories on the penny 
Seal campaign. 

The Seal was accepted as readily 





by the people of the United States as 
it was by those of Denmark ,and by 
the end of that year $135,000 had been 
raised. ; 

In 1904 the National Tuberculosis 
Association was organized by physi- 
cians and laymen. Their objective was 
the education of the people in the 
methods of combatting tuberculosis. 
These three points were emphasized: 
(1) tuberculosis is catching, (2) it is 
preventable, (3) if discovered in the 
early stages, it is curable. 

The sale of Christmas Seals was 
conducted in 1910 by the unified forces 
of the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion and the American Red Cross, arid 
the success of this movement was as- 
sured, 

However, ten years later the sale 
was conducted by the National Tuber- 
culosis Association alone under new 
arrangements. 

The crimson double-barred cross, 
the symbol of the world-wide fight 
against tuberculosis, is the trade 
mark of the National Tuberculosis 
Association. 

Nations, big and small, all over the 
world have adopted a Christmas Seal 
campaign of their own in an effort to 
stamp out tuberculosis. 

Medical and social research and the 
sponsoring of public health programs 
are some of the year-round activities 
financed by the money secured from 
the sale of Christmas Seals. 

Still, tuberculosis is not under con- 
trol, and although the death rate for 
the entire population has been cut 
more than two-thirds since the start 
of the campaign, more than a half 
million people are sick with tubercu- 
losis, and approximately one hundred- 
fifty thousand people in this country 
are developing tuberculosis and do not 
know it.

Students May Try 
For Scholarships 


Johns Hopkins University Is 
Offering Thirteen Awards 
To Boys 








Thirteen scholarships are offered by 
the Johns Hopkins University to 
young men of exceptional ability from 
schools outside of Maryland. Ten of 
these are awarded in the College of 
Arts and Sciences and three in the 
School of Engineering. The College of 
Arts and Sciences includes literature 
and languages, social sciences, natural 
sciences, and pre-medical studies; the 
School of Engineering, civil, chemical, 
electrical ,and mechanical engineering. 

These scholarships are honor 
awards and entitle the holders to free 
tuition. They are renewable from year 
to year if the holders maintain a high 
standard of scholarship. Since the an- 
nual tuition fee is $450, a scholarship 
is worth $1,800 to the student who 
holds it throughout his four year un- 
dergraduate course. It is required that 
all holders of Open Scholarships live 
in Alumni Memorial Hall. 

Scholastic achievement, character, 
and leadership in school activities are 
important factors in determining the 
recipient of the scholarship. No ex- 
amination is given, but a personal in- 
terview is required. Recommendations 
are made to the president of the Johns 
Hopkins University by a committee 
after they have considered the quali- 
fications of candidates recommended 
by the principals of the schools they 
have attended. 

Applications for scholarships must 
be in the hands of the Registrar of the 
University by April 1, 1941. Awards 
will be announced in May, 

Other grants, scholarships and cleri- 
cal assistantships are available to stu- 
dents in need of financial assistance 
who are eligible for admission. 

Catalogues and ‘illustrated booklets 
containing full information concern- 
ing the admission requirements, cur- 
ricula, and expenses of the College of 
Arts and Sciences, and the School of 
Engineering may be obtained from 
Miss Victoria Gross or by writing to 
the Johns Hopkins University.

Nature Is English Teacher’s 
Hobby; Has Interesting - 
Rock Collection 


“To beguile the time, 
Look like the time, bear welcome in 
* your eye, 
Your hand, your tongue, look like 
the innocent flower, 
But be the serpent under’t”.

These lines from Macbeth may 
look strange to you, but to students 
of Miss Mary Howard’s English 7 
classes they have been made as real, 
and as human as everyday conyersa- 
tion through her vivid interpreta- 
tions. Not only does Miss Howard 
teach Shakespeare’s work, but also 
those of other great masters of the 
English language, and all the rules 
and regulations for proper grammar, 
to both upper and lower classmen. 
All of her life she has wanted to fol- 
low the profession of her mother— 
teaching. Even as a small child she 
used to play at teaching. Though she 
has taught almost every subject, she 
prefers English and Latin—English 
first, because it deals with people, and 
Latin, second, because it deals with 
language. 

Of her early life Miss Howard 
says, “I was born at Romney, Indi- 
ana, a good many years ago. (My 
present home is at Lafayette, Indi- 
ana). There were always many books 
in our home; and my father read 
Scott’s novels to us before we could 
read. My father was a raiser of Ab- 
erdeen Angus cattle and an experi- 
menter with seed corn and wheat. 
When my mother made bread and 
cookies, she kept something to read or 
to memorize on the wall above her 
bread board”. 

Miss Howard attended the Indiana 
State Normal School at Terre Haute, 
and then the University of Wiscon- 
sin. She has attained her master of 
arts degree in the humanities. 
Though she has written a little, her 
strongest desire is to teach. She is 
also an adviser to the Junior Forensic 
League, and spends much of her time 
helping young public speakers to get 
the correct start.

Being quite diversified in her pref- 
erences, she also greatly enjoys can- 
ning fruit and making jelly. Though 
she is able to do very little of it, 
traveling is also high on the list of 
things she likes to do.

Some people might call a laboratory 
just another school room, but Dorothy 
Frie finds a lot of enjoyment in ex- 
perimenting among her test tubes. 

From her first high school year she 
has been interested in chemistry and 
physics. After taking these subjects in 
school, she decided to set up her own 
laboratory in the basement of her 
home. The lab was completed early 
this last summer and Dot takes a lot 
of pride in the bottles of chemicals 
neatly arranged on her hand made 
shelves.

The North Side Redskins emerged 
victorious in their second straight 
city series competition this season 
when they defeated the tough South 
Side Green Archer five, 39 to 32 ina 
very fast, interesting clash.

Jordan Conservatory of Music in Indi- 
anapolis and director of instrumental 
music at Rome City, will be the guest 
violin soloist at the music department 
concert next Wednesday at 8 o’clock. 
The North Side A Cappella Choir and 
the orchestra will also participate in 
the program. Robert Eldridge, who 
holds first chair in the concert band, 
will present a clarinet solo, “Primrose 
Polka” by Vandercook, accompanied 
by Florine Duff. The orchestra’s music 
will be the incidental music to the 
well known Shakespearean play “The 
Merchant of Venice”. ; 

Mr. Warble will play “Legende”, by 
Henri Wieniawske, accompanied by 
the orchestra. Mr. Warble received 
his later violin training from Hugh 
McGibeny, who is the head of the vio- 
lin department of the Jordan Conser- 
vatory. He also played in the Sym- 
phony. orchestra under the direction of 
Fabien Sevitzky. This selection is a 
composition in ternary form, and de- 
cidedly descriptive in character. To- 
gether with Viextemp’s “Reverie”, and 
Ernst’s “Elegy”, this “Legende” forms 
a trio of compositions, plaintive in 
character, which stands pre-eminent 
in violin literature. 

Henri Weiniawski, who was one of 
the greatest of all modern violin play- 
ers, was born at Lublin, Poland on 
July 10, 1835, and died at Moscow on 
April 2, 1880, He began his studies at 
the Conservatory at the age of eight. 
Three years later he was accepted as 
a pupil by Massart, who was head 
professor of violin playing at the in- 
stitution. He made many concert tours 
through Germany, Holland, Scandi- 
navia, and Russia with his younger 
brother, a talented pianist. In 1872 he 
visited the United States in company 
with Anton Rubinstein.

High School And College Life 
Was Filled With Fun 
Galore 





“My most thrilling moment,” young 
lady, “was when I accidentally almost 
killed myself.” With these words be- 
gan an interview with Mr. Rollo E. 
Mosher, social science instructor. The 
passing of his oral examination for 
his master’s degree was one of his 
most crucial moments. 

His first night at Bloomington, 
where he entered as a freshman at 
Indiana University, was another of his 
most thrilling moments. As he left his 
train, the first thing he did was to step 
into a water hole in the rough streets 
of Bloomington. Then he was met by 
Jay Bloom, who was a member of the 
All-American football team, and to- 
gether with a group of other freshmen 
boys, was shown the town. As they 
walked around the campus, Jay Bloom 
kept calling, “Sophomores out.” His 
purpose was to arouse the sophomores 
so they could rout the new “green” 
freshmen. However, nothing happened 
at that time. Later, as they were 
walking home, now unescorted, they 
were pursued by a group of college 
students. Seeing them, Mr. Mosher 
and company started to run for home 
as fast as they could. 

As a senior in high school, Mr. 
Mosher had to work his way through. 
Incidentally we may say he was presi- 
dent of his class. At this time he re- 
ceived an encouraging word from the 
township trustee who promised him 
that if he made good grades and was 
able to get a teacher’s license, he 
would give him a position. Rollo 
Mosher passed the test and with flying 
colors ‘too, and consequently received 
the job. He worked during the winter 
in a “little red school house” which 
had a total of twelve pupils in five 
grades. With the money he earned he 
was able to attend Indiana University 
for a year. The next year he taught in 
another “little red school house,” 
which one time had a total of thirteen 
pupils in four grades. It was at this 
“little red school house” on the last 
day of the school year that Mr. Mosher 
had the honor of playing the lead in 
the annual program. The character 
whose name he bore was Uncle Eph- 
mus from Titusville. ; 

Rollo E. Mosher served as principal 
of the Collins High School, located in 
the capital of the “onion district” in 
Whitley County, Indiana. Besides act- 
ing as principal, Mr. Mosher taught 
nine subjects, including botany, Latin, 
English, algebra, and plane geometry. 
The second year he was there, Miss 
Geneva. Burwell, now an English 
instructor at North Side, became a 
teacher of English and Latin. 

In 1913 Mr. Mosher attained his 
bachelor’s degree at Indiana Univer- 
sity. Then for two years, he was en- 
gaged as the principal in the high 
school at Worthington, Indiana. Later 
he attained his degree in law at Indi- 
ana University. During the years in 
which he served as principal of the 
high school and superintendent of 
schools of Whitley County, their bas- 
ketball team was crowned the District 
champions. 

Mr. Mosher came to Fort Wayne in 
1925. For two years he taught at Cen- 
tral High School, but with the open- 
ing of North Side he came here to 
teach. Thus he enjoys being one of the 
charter members of the faculty.

Time-Outs 





By Cornie Ervin 

Time-out may be declared under the 
following conditions: 

1. When a foul is called, the of- 
ficials’ signal for the foul being an 
automatic declaration of time-out. 

2. When an official suspends play 
for a substitution upon signal from 
the scorer. 

3. When ordered by an official be- 
cause of delay in obtaining a ball as 
when it lodges in the support of the 
basket or rolls under seats: 

4. When an official grants a play- 
er’s request for time-out, such re- 
quest being granted only when the 
ball is dead or in control of this play- 
er’s team. 

5. When an official suspends play 
because of injury to a player. 

6. When an official suspends play 
for the removal of a disqualified play- 
er. 

Note under 5 of the foregoing, play 
may be suspended only when the ball 
is dead or in control of the injured 
player’s team, or upon completion of 
a play by the opponents. 

Charged Time-Out 

When time-out is declared for a 
team (as provided in 4, 5 and 6) of 
the foregoing, a time-out shall be 
charged to that team for each minute 
or fraction thereof consumed, except 
that in case of injury or disqualifica- 
tion, no time-out shall be charged if 
the injured or disqualified player 
leaves the game within one minute 
and if no more than one additional 
thirty seconds is consumed in com- 
pleting the substitution. If time-out 
is accorded to both teams simultane- 
ously, a time-out shall be charged to 
each team. Five charged time-outs 
may be accorded to each team dur- 
ing regular playing time. One addi- 
tional time-out may be accorded to 
each team for the over time period 
of a tie game. After a team has used 
its allowed number of time-outs, it 
may be accorded additional time-outs 
at the expense of a technical foul for 
each such time-out.

Future! Going To Settle Down 


Social Science Teacher Sees Rad- 
ical Changes To Come In 
Education 





_ “My plans for the future are to get 


a wife and settle down.” These words 
spoken by “an old bachelor,” as he 
jokingly called himself, serve to intro- 
duce us to another of our faculty mem- 
bers, Mr. David Hartley, social science 
instructor. x ‘ ; 5 
Born on a farm near the small town 


of Arcadia, which is just north of 


Indianapolis, Mr. Hartley began his 
career as a teacher in the same one- 
room school in which he had received 
his primary education. Though his 
mother had been a teacher, he had not 
thought of entering that profession 


_ until his township trustee offered him 


a position. He worked his way through 
Ball State Teachers College at Muncie 
by clerking in a grocery store. He be- 
came principal of a consolidated town- 
ship school in Ohio during his fifth 
year as teacher there. After teaching 
at the high sthool in Knightstown, 
Ind., for one -half year, he came to 
North Side in 1936. 

He says of his students, “They are 
a fine group of boys and girls, but 
some of them have never been taught 
how to study or to behave in a class- 
room and resent being told.” 

“I like to play ping-pong with Mr. 
Herring, who incidentally beats me 
and makes me most unhappy.” This 
statement began a discussion of Mr. 
Hartley’s interests outside of teach- 
ing. He enjoys reading history and 
education books. He likes to travel 
when he has time, but he spends most 
of his vacations in summer school—as 
a matter of fact he has spent thirteen 
summers there. He enjoys eating the 
food from North Side’s cafeteria 
which he says “is ideal for an old 
bachelor.” One of his hobbies is read- 
ing the barometer and the humidifier 
which stand on his desk. A clock and a 
miniature replica of the Buddha of 
Japan also sit on his desk. He says he 
is a collector of greenbacks but that 
he has never gotten very far. 

Mr. Hartley says that he likes 
teaching in general, no one specific 
subject.

Bird Hikes, Nature Trips, Pro- 
grams Are Included In 
Service

“My work in the State Parks dur- 
ing the summer includes bird hikes, 
nature hikes and evening programs,” 
said Mr. Huward Michaud, biology 
instructor, upon being interviewed. 
“The lecture programs have been 
started in eight state parks. These 
parks are McCormick’s Creek, Turkey 
Run, Indiana Dunes, Pokagon, Brown, 
Cliffty Falls, Spring Mills, and Scha- 
kamak.” 

-Mr. Michaud is in charge of the 
guide service at McCormick Creek 
during the summer. The parks are 
open every day from June to Septem- 
ber. In two of the parks there are 
two naturalists working during th 
winter. = 

Mr. Michaud stated that over 8,000 
people visited MeCormick’s Creeks 
during the summer. These people at- 
tended regularly scheduled classes 
which are held from 9 to 12 o'clock 
in the morning and from 2 to 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 

“Junior,” a pet owl which is kept 
at MeCormick’s Creek, broadcast, over 
WLW last summer. Mr. Michaud 
‘explained that if a large black snake 
was placed near “Junior,” he would 
make a queer noise. This is what he 
meant by “Junior’s” talking. Also 
kept at the park are racoons, musk- 
rats, oppossums and snakes, The 
caretakers of the animals are all col- 
lege boys. A new animal pen, as large

as the state shelter, is being built just 
for the animals at McCormick's Creek. 

Mr. Michaud is at present planning 
a story for publication. He has re- 
cently had an article accepted by the 
American Biology Teacher Magazine 
on his field work in the state parks. 
There are twelve state parks in all 
and there are naturalists working in 
eight of the twelve. The work of the 
guides is not only to keep people from 
getting lost but also to point out some 
of the beautiful scenery and different 
birds. 

“Will you please tell us something 
about your bird banding, Mr. Mich- 
aud?” asked your interviewer. 

“Well, I haven’t been doing much 
of the work lately, but I'll tell you 
what I can,” was his reply. 

“Bird banding is done for the Bu- 
reau of Biological Survey which is 
connected with the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Birds are 
eaught with traps, a thing no one may 
do without a permit. A metal band, 
bearing a number and the words ‘No- 
tify Biological Survey,’ is fastened 
around the bird’s leg. Bird banding 
is done in order to tell how far birds 
fly, where they fly to and whether 
they remain in one place for a certain 
length of time. A man here in Fort 
Wayne found a blue jay recently that 
had been banded in 1936. * 

Mr. Michaud said that blue jays 
are known to stay in one place for 
as long as nine years. =

Taking the “Seminole” train out of

Chicago on December 19, 


we arrived in Miami seven hours late, due to the crowds of visitors 
all desiring to spend the holidays in the sunny South. While 
transferring at Jacksonville, Florida, our baggage, having been 


put on another Miami bound train’ 
by the porter was lost, but it arrived 
a few hours after we did. 

Arriving in Miami, I beheld crowds 
of sun-tanned people in summer 
clothes basking in the temperature of | 
84 degrees, palm trees, gorgeous 
colors, buildings and houses all in 
pastels, spotlessly clean. My grand- 
father met us at the station, and we 
drove the last eight miles to Coral 
Gables, where he lives. We unpacked 
immediately and got into summer 
clothes. - 

The next morning my grandfather 
took me around their garden to see) 
the hundreds of poinsettes, roses and 
croton bushes. I picked grapefruit 
and oranges, which we had for break- 
fast. Picking the fruit off the trees 
was my daily job. 

About noon we drove to Miami 
Beach for my first swim in the ocean. 
What a thrill to lie on the sand in 
the warm sun and to ride the waves. 
This is a trick which one must learn 
but it’s very simple when one has 
plenty of companions to show you how 
it is done. Everyone is very friendly. 
We called Miss Harvey at the Surf- 
side Hotel and invited her to have 
Christmas dinner with us at my 
grandmother’s. She accepted and we 
had a very lovely day. Going to the 
beach was almost a daily routine for 
me, and I spent several afternoons 
with Miss Harvey at the Surfside 
Beach. — 

To my surprise, there was much 
Christmas spirit in Miami and Coral 
Gables. Many beautiful trees were 
lighted with colored lights; statuettes, 
almost life size depicted the crib 
scene in some yards, and many other 
beautiful decorations gave Miami an 
atmosphere of Christmas. 

The Orange Bowl football game 
and parade were the outstanding 
events during the holidays. The week 
opened with a water pageant of fifty 
gaily decorated and brilliantly lighted 
yachts parading through Biscayne 
Bay to the singing of the Christmas 
carols. There was reverence and gai- 
ety in the throngs lining the shores. 
Twinkling stars, breeze-rustled palms, 
and soft voices of young carollers 
floated across the waters bringing a 
message of cheer and good-will to the 
hearts of thousands watching and 
listening. 

Monday night the Queen ofthe 
Orange Bowl was crowned by Mayor 
Orr. This act was followed by a style 
show. Twelve models from New York 
and twenty-five local beauties paraded 
the 1941 resort wear. 

Tuesday, New Year’s Eve, 250,000 
people viewed the King Orange Jam- 
boree Parade, consisting of 500 
marchers, seventy-three floats and 
thirty-three bands, which were mostly 
high school bands from all over the 
State of Florida. Ted Husing led the 
parade on a beautiful float, talking 
in the “mike” as he passed by. Then 
came the Sun Girl float, the Eclipse 
float, and the bands of the two com- 
peting football universities, George- 
town and Mississippi State, followed 
by the University of Miami band. 
There was the Hour Glass float, the 
Rainbow float, and floats from almost 
every city in Florida; the Orange 
Bowl Queen being in the last float 
of the parade. We stood two hours 
watching this parade. After that we 
started to do some New Year’s Eve 
celebrating ourselves, visiting several 
night clubs. As it neared midnight, 
we were given all sorts of noise mak- 
ers, horns, balloons, and hats. We 
danced until the “wee” hours and 
went home quite tired. 

New Year’s Day brought on the 
big game. I was very anxious to see 
this Orange Bowl game of which I 
had heard so much. We arrived just 
before 2 o’clock. The Queen was pres- 
ented to the teams, and six models 
acted as sponsors for each team. The 
Queen gave the football to the com- 
peting captains. Massed bands of 3,- 
000 musicians assembled on the field 
before the game started and played 
the national anthem. There were 
about 40,000 spectators to witness this 
thrilling game. Orchids were worn 
in place of the chrysanthemums that 
we wear here. We enjoyed the gay 
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colors, the gala mood, the bands that 
marched and drilled. Bobbye Vaughn, 
national champion drum majorette 
who has led two American Legion 
Convention parades, pranced ahead 
of the Mississippi State band, putting 
on a show with acrobatics and danc- 
ing that brought a roar of approval 
from the spectators and drowned out 
the music for a time. 7 

Celebreties were there. .Wendell 
Willkie nearly stole the half-time 
show when he marched across mid- 
field to the press box. Fred P. Snite, 
Jr., “The Boiler Kid,” was present 
in his special car. Joseph Kennedy, 
our former ambassador to Britain, 
was there, 

At half-time 400 players of the 
Miami area school bands marched and 
drilled and waltzed, and bade the old 
year farewell with “Auld Lang Syne.” 

Throughout the game the beautiful 
huge Orange Bowl trophy, a silver 
loving cup which held a peck of 
oranges, rested on the ground on the 
infield before Governor Cone, who pre- 
sented it to the captain of the win- 
ning Mississippi State team. The 
Queen, bearing her wand of authority 
and wearing her crown, made a pre- 
sentation speech to the captain. It 
was a very exciting day and very 
tired, we returned home for dinner. 

Later that evening we went to the 
Flagler Kennel Club to watch the 
Greyhound Dog Races. We won a few 
dollars betting, but it was not as 
thrilling as the horse races that we 
saw later. We returned home ex- 
hausted, and slept most of the next 
morning. 

The next day we drove to the beach 
for the afternoon. In the evening my 
mother and her friends decided to go 
to Cuba. We watched their boat leave 
the pier, waving until they were out 
of sight. 

I rested up for a few days while 
mother was gone, although we went 
to Tahiti Beach and the Venitian Pool, 
and to the Pan-American Airways to 
watch the big clipper ships land. 
These ships swoop out of the sky like 
big birds, landing gracefully on the 
water, where they wait to be towed 
up on a runway. It takes each ship 
about 30 minutes to land and be towed 
in. While we were there, one of the 
ships which was being towed in fell 
over on its side, breaking a pontoon 
and wing. 

The last day in Coral Gables we 
went to the horse races. Not being 
twenty-one years old, I was at first 
refused admittance, but my friends 
found a way to get me by and 
I saw my first horse race. We hur- 
ried home, changed to our winter 
clothes once more, and bade farewell 
to our friends and Florida. 

We boarded the new streamliner, 
“City of Miami” train and sped 
northward. We spent much time in 
the club car in comfortable easy 
chairs, reading popular magazines, 
and looking out of the large windows, 
watching cities go by. We slept one 
night on the train. By releasing a 
gadget at the sides of our seats so 
that the back inclined to a sleep-in- 
ducing angle, we settled down for a 
snooze. The darkness and the rhythm 
of the speeding wheels put us to 
sleep in no time. The next day we 
went through and around mountains, 
feeling the cold as we neared home.

Four schools are offering scholar- 
ships to North Side students. The 
schools are University of Chicago, 
Rockford College, University of 
Southern California, and Cornell Uni- 
versity. 

The University of Chicago offers 
four kinds of scholarships specially 
designated for high school students. 

Among these scholarships which are 
awarded upon application or examina- 
tion is a two-year honor entrance 
scholarship for men, awarded upon the 
basis of scholarship and leadership in 
high school and community activities. 

A one-year honor entrance scholar- 
ship for men and women is awarded 
upon application without examination, 
for excellence in scholarship. Applica- 
tion for honor entrance scholarships 
must be filed during the period from 
January 1 to April 1 for the year fol- 
lowing. 

Prize scholarships for men and wo- 
men, this scholarship is on the basis 
of competitive examination, and for 
excellence in the several abilities re- 
quired in high school and college 
work, aré awarded. No applications 
are required. 

An honor scholarship is awarded to 
students who have completed the first 
two years of high school work with 
high standing, and who are interested 
in entering the University at the be- 
ginning of their junior year with a 
view to completing the four-year Col- 
lege program. For information con- 
cerning the basis of award, and for 
application blanks, address the En- 
trance Counselor, The University of 
Chicago. 

Rockford College is offering a com- 
petitive scholarship in writing, cover- 
ing full tuition ($300), to an entering 
freshman for the year 1941-1942. Ap- 
plicants must be unable to meet the 
minimum cost at Rockford without 
such aid and they must rank in the 
upper third of their class. The one re- 
quirement is that a student must have 
at least three years of English. Each 
applicant will be required to show by 
performance his skill in writing. He 
will submit the paper written this 
year which, in his opinion, best repre- 
sents him and two papers written un- 
der supervision on topics sent out by 
the college. These will be judged. for 
structure, diction and imaginative 
power. 

Rockford College is offering many 
other scholarships among which are 
those covering art, biology, chemistry, 
French, German, history, Latin, math- 
ematics, music, physics, Spanish, and 
speech, 

The University of Southern Cali- 
fornia will award National Tuition 
Scholarships for the academic year 
1941-1942 to graduates of selected 
schools. Twenty-five national tuition 
scholarships will be awarded to high 
school graduates of accredited high 
schools. To be eligible for considera- 
tion, each candidate must rank in the 
upper tenth of his class in scholastic 
achievement and secure the recom- 
mendation of his prineipal. Not more 
than one candidate may be recom- 
mended from each school. 

Each scholarship is awarded for the 
year 1941-1942 and covers tuition 
only, in any of the following divisions 
of the university: (1) Harris College 
of Architecture and Fine Arts, (2) 
College of Commerce and Business 
Administration, (3) College of Engi- 
neering, (4) College of Letters, Arts, 
and Sciences (not including the School 
of Music, (5) College of Pharmacy, 
(6) College of Education, (7) School 
of Government, and (8) Los Angeles 
University of International Relations. 

Cornell University, College of En- 
gineering is offering more than the 
usual thirty awards of which the 
John McMullen Scholarship now carry 
variable stipends up to $400 a year 
throughout the four or five year 
course in the College of Engineering. 

Awards are based on character and 
general ability, as well as on aca- 
demic distinction. Application blanks 
have been distributed to high school 
principals and may be obtained from 
them.

To Flying Cadets 


Fort Hayes To Make $25,000 
Scholarships Available 
To Graduates 





To high school or college graduates 
of Ohio, Kentucky, West Virginia, and 
Indiana a $25,000 professional edu- 
cation plus more than $10,000 in earn- 
ings in little more than three years is 
offered for those qualifying for United 
States Army Flying Cadet scholar- 
ships. These scholarships are offered 
by the Fifth Corps Area Headquart- 
ters, Fort Hayes, Columbus, Ohio. 

Two hundred forty-five scholar- 
ships, leading to careers in aviation, 
radio, engineering, navigation, weath- 
er forecasting and allied fields, now 
are being awarded every month. 

In caleulating earnings of Flying 
Cadets, the following sums were in- 
cluded: the monthly pay of $75 drawn 
by cadets during their nine-month 
training course or a total of $675; 
dollar a day food allowance or $270; 
the monthly pay of flying second lieu- 
tenants, (including rental allowance 
of $40) which in three years total 
$8,838. To these sums may be added 
a bonus of $500 paid whenever the 
cadets returns to civilian life or a 
grand total of $10,283. 

Male American citizens at least 
twenty years old and not yet twenty- 
seven who are unmarried; physically 
fit and able to pass a scholastic exam- 
ination covering subjects on the cur- 
ricula of most high schools are able to 
apply. Two years of college exempt 
applicants from mental examination. 
At any Army Recruiting office fur- 
ther particulars may be obtained.

pany. This collection was started 
twelve years ago. It is arranged in 
four sections: Library, museum, gal- 
lery and archives. 

The library is divided into several 
subdivisions of literature. One sec- 
tion is devoted to books and pamph- 
lets relating to Lincoln. The most 
rare ‘of these books is “The Life and 
Speeches of Abraham Lincoln and 
Hannibal Hamlin,” there being but 
two other copies in existence. 

Another section of the library con- 
tains books and publications similar 
to those Lincoln is known to have 
read. The most interesting of these 
is an old Swiss Bible resembling the 
one used by the Lincoln family in 
Kentucky. 

In the library there is also a peri- 
edical section. Newspaper clippings 
are mounted on loose-leaf sheets and 
classified under any one of 3,000 Lin- 
coln subjects. 

The museum has among its exhi- 
bits the bronze statue of Lincoln by 
Paul Manship which stands at the 
entrance of the building. A plastic 
plaque, one of the two in existence, 
shows Lincoln’s body while it lay in 
state in the National Capital. There 
is also a white rose which was re- 
moved from the President’s coffin, and 
the campaign badges and buttons of 
Mr. Lincoln. A paper weight which 
stood on the President’s desk at the 
time of his assassination, and a min- 
iature book of 160 pages, containing 
the Gettysburg, Second Inaugural, A 
House Divided and Equality in a Re- 
public speeches are two other inter- 
esting relics. . 

There are also on display bronze 
casts of the left and right hands of 
Lincoln at the age of fifty-one, and 
a fifty-cent bill about half the size 
of our dollar bill which carries a pic- 
ture of Lincoln’s head. The head of 
“Honest Abe” modeled in bronze is 
mounted on a cross-section from ‘the 
tree standing on the grounds of the 
Lincoln home in Springfield, Mlinois. 
Another model of Lincoln’s head made 
out of United States bank notes re- 
deemed and macerated at the United 
States Treasury at Washington is val- 
ued at $7,000.

‘Display At Lincoln Life Shows 
Manuscripts, Statues, Pictures 


The Lincoln National Life Foundation was established for the 
purpose of gathering and organizing authentic facts about Lin- 
coln’s life and work. The Foundation’s collection of historical data 
is on the fourth floor of the Lincoln National Life Insurance Com- 











The gallery of Lincoln pictures 
numbers over 3,000 separate items. 
The collection includes rare subjects 
in woodcuts, engraving, lithographs, 
and etchings. Some of America’s best 
artists—Prunett Carter, Dean Corn- 
well, J. C. Leyendecker and Frederic 
Mizer have made oil paintings for the 
Foundation. One of the favorite moth- 
er and son paintings is “Lincoln at 
His Mother’s Knee,” by the late Leone 
Bracker. The most important picture 
in the collection is one presented to 
the Foundation by Robert Lincoln, ac- 
companied by a letter telling them to 
use the picture of his father as the 
insignia of the insurance company. 


The archives division contains over ' 


30,000 manuscripts. The largest col- 
lection of documents was gathered by 
Mrs. Caroline Hanks Hitchcock fifty 
years ago. Twelve hundred original 
Kentucky manuscripts collected by 
Samuel Haycroft date back to 1780. 
One of these manuscripts bears the 
signature of the President’s father. 

In the Richard Thompson collection 
there is a sixteen-page manuscript let- 
ter to the President, dated January 26, 
1863. There are twenty-five original 
writings of Lincoln which have been 
aéquired by the Foundation. One 
check endorsed by Lincoln on the day 
of his assassination is also being pre- 
served. 

No definite value has ever been 
placed on the whole collection, and it 
cannot even be estimated, it has been 
said.

Sales Method 


Is Announced 
By Principal 


Athletic Department, Par- 
ents, Few Others Get 
Prior Chance To Buy 


Scalping Warned Against; 
Other Tourney Sales 
Explained 





To enable students to have first 
chance at buying Sectional Tourna- 
ment tickets, M. H. Northrop, prin- 
cipal, has formulated regulations to 
govern their sale. His announcement 
follows: 

“Our experience of last year seems 
to indicate that the time has passed 
when there will be enough tournament 
tickets to satisfy the demand. This 
year the situation may be no worse 
but in all probability it will be no bet- 
ter—there will be more people wishing 
tickets than it will be possible to take 
care of with the limited number avail- 
able. This makes it necessary to de- 
vise some method whereby those who 
do get tickets are the ones who most 
deserve them. 

“We believe that high school basket- 
ball should be conducted for the bene- 
fit and the pleasure of the boys and 
girls of the school. If this is not so, 
then basketball has no place in a 
school. If our belief is correct, then 
the boys and girls of the school should 
have the first chance to purchase 
tickets for the tournament, an ex- 
ception being made in the case of 
those in the Athletic Department of 
the school and the parents of team 
members. Too often the crowds have 
been largely adults, with students un- 
able to secure tickets for the game 
which is.provided for and by them. 

“We do ask, however, that you play 
fair with us. Do not purchase tickets 
with the idea of re-selling them. You 
should be familiar with the following 
information from the Office of the In- 
ternal Revenue Department: ‘The In- 
diana High School Athletic Associa- 
tion, being classed as an educational 
organization, is able to sell through 
its members, the high school princi- 
pals of the state, tickets for a tour- 
nament, without having to pay a tax. 
The exemption is on file in the state 
office. However, should any person 
purchase a ticket from one of the 
principals of the state, and then re- 
sell it to someone else he would be 
violating a Federal law if he did not 
make arrangements for the payment 
of the Federal tax. Violators of the 
law would be subject to Federal prose- 
cution,’ 

Sectional Tournament 

“Until last year, we always had 
enough sectional tickets to supply all 
who wished them. In 1940, however, 
the demand on the part of other 
schools for tickets had grown to such 
an extent that it became necessary to 
divide tickets according to the enroll- 
ments of the schools. This means 
that this year we shall probably re- 
ceive about 700 tickets as our allot- 
ment. 

“From this allotment of tickets, the 
following should be set aside first: 

Athletic department, parents of 
team members, faculty workers, yell 
leaders, reserve squad, band. 

“All of the above tickets must be 
paid for at the regular price. 

“The remaining tickets should then 
be placed on sale, with preference 
being given to groups in the follow- 
ing order: * 

Students and teachers 
season tickets. 

Students and teachers with half- 
season tickets. 

Adults with season tickets. 

Students without season tickets. 

Adults without season tickets.

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To Believe War, Greed, 
Dishonesty Inevitable Is To 
Deny Hope Of Permanent Peace 


In the summer dusk of August 3, 1914, Sir Ed- 
win Grey stood at his window watching the street 
lamps being lighted and said: “The lamps are 
going out all over Europe; we shall not see them 
lit again in our lifetime.” 

A blackened world that creaked and sagged 
with spent forces, burned-out hates, and dazed, 
reeling senses believed on November 11, 1918, 
that the feeble glow of peace was returning. 

But in the twenty years that followed, there 
was not one moment that armed conflict was not 
raging somewhere in the world! The interim 
between two titantic struggles, as we are able to 
see it now, was a twenty years of bitter up- 
heaval, confusion, and groping for a light in the 
dark. 

Sir Edwin Grey saw clearly the downward 

th of man that August evening; and he was 
right. The lamps of peace and security, of moral 
honesty and right, that had been blown out so 
“forcibly, never lighted again. i 

Perhaps, when the turmoil has subsided and 
all forces, good and evil, have spent themselves, 
this great knowledge will have been gained: that 
there must be instituted among men a just rule 
based on all things proved to be right. To be- 
lieve war, greed, and dishonesty inevitable is to 
deny all hope for permanent peace. Our views 
must be broader and more unshaken. We must 
not wait for the lamps to be lighted; the fates, if 
such there are, say that the duty lies with us to 
preserve the flame of peaceful energy. Action 
alone accomplishes. 

November 11 need not be so black a milestone 
of remorse and regret. There is yet time to 
kindle our own warmth, to look ahead rather 
than back, and to take faith in ourselves and our 
goals.

Another bad practice is holding on 
to a car while on skates, Hitching a 
sled to a car can often prove fatal, 
because one may be hit by another 
ear, or overcome by carbon monoxide 
gas from the auto’s exhaust pipe. 
Through the courtesy of the police 
department and the park board, cer- 
tain hilly streets are blocked off so 


that students can go sledding without 


the danger of traffic. The park board 
has also provided shelter and warmth 
for skaters in the city parks. In 
Franke Park they have provided a 
bob sled and a skating rink. Officials 
test the ice and see if it is safe. 

The cold weather presents difficul- 
ties to the driver such as steamed-up 
windows, signalling hampered by 
closed windows, and the impossibility 
of stopping quickly on icy streets. 

Icy sidewalks are a hazard to pedes- 







trians, especially for older people to 
whom a fall is often fatal. Therefore 
ashes or sand should be put on slip- 
pery parts of the sidewalk. Although 
this might spoil some kid’s fun it is 
likely to save a person’s life. 

At this time of year auto accidents 
and traffic deaths increase. This is 
not altogether due to the bad weather, 
but somewhat to the carelessness of 
drivers and pedestrians. The traffic de- 
partment has done much to help lessen 
accidents by putting sand on the 
streets and by having a reserve sup- 
ply at bad corners. The AAA has re- 
ports of the condition of the roads in 
the surrounding area for the courtesy 
and safety of motorists. 

If boys and girls skate or go sled- 
ding and slide on the places set aside 
for those purposes, and if the drivers 
are more careful, everybody will have 
a pleasant and happy winter with few 
accidents and traffic deaths.

Washington Was “Purest Figure In History;” 
Had Perfect Formula or Mixing “Work, Play 





On February 22, 1732, in Bridge’s 
Creek, Maryland, overlooking the 
Potomac, George Washington was 
born. 


George Washington’s family back- 
ground was very great. Two mem- 
bers of his family were knighted un- 
der the Stuarts on his father’s side. 
His father, Augustine Washington, 
died at the age of 49 years. Mary 
Washington, his mother, was 88 years 
old when she died, just twelve years 
before George. George Washington’s 
mother had a good background also. 
His father had married twice, the 
first giving him four children, of 
whom two died. To his second wife 
came six children of whom George 
was the oldest. 

George Washington, in 1760, may 
be deseribed as being “as straight as 
an Indian, measuring six feet two 
inches in his stockings, and weighing 
175 pounds when he took his seat in 





the House of Burgesses in 1759. His 
frame is padded with well-developed 
muscles. His bones and joints are 
large, as are his feet and hands. He 
is wide-shouldered, but has not a deep 
or round chest, is neat waisted, but 
is broad across the hips, and has 
rather long legs and arms, His head 
is well shaped though not large, but 
is gracefully poised on a superb neck; 
a large and straight {rather than 
prominent nose; blue-gray penetrat- 
ing eyes, overhung by a heavy brow. 
His face is long rather than broad, 
with high round’ cheek bones, and 
terminates in a good firm chin. He 
has a clear though rather a colorless 
pale ckin, which burns with the sun. 
His, mouth is large and generally 
firmly closed, but which from time 
to time discloses some defective teeth. 
His features are regular and placid, 
with all the muscles of his face un- 
der perfect control, though flexible 








!and expressive of deep feeling when 
moved by emotions. His voice is 
agreeable rather than strong. His 
movements and gestures are graceful, 
his walk majestic, and he is a splen- 
did horseman.” Such was the descrip- 
tion given by George Mercer who 
painted his portrait. Washington had 
been 311 very little throughout his en- 
tire life. His death occurred as the 
result of a severe cold, which he re- 
ceived while riding a horse in the 
rain, and cold wind. 

Washington had a very poor edu- 
cation. He received most of his edu- 
cation from one book, “Young Man’s 
Companion.” He attended a second 
school in Fredericksburg for a little 
while, but not long enough to learn 
much more. At the end of his brief 
school days, he was a good “cipherer”, 
a bad speller, and a still worse gram-/| 
marian.

Washington Was 
Purest¥Figure 


(Continued from page 1) 

Sunday was always the day he 
wrote his personal letters. He en- 
tertained his numerous friends, went 
fox hunting, and many other such 
odd jobs on this day. Religious toler- 
ance was not a part of Washington’s 
character. 

Washington loved many of the 
fairer sex. He married Mary Phil- 
ipse, January, 1759. Very little is 
known about her. She was described 
as “not possessing much sense, though 
a perfect lady, and remarkably well 
calculated for her position.” She died 
a few years after their marriage. He 
later married Mrs. Daniel Parke 
Custis. 

Movnt Vernon was given to George 
Washington in 1754. He enlarged it 
several times and improved the 
grounds. After he had increased his 
property so much he decided to divide 
it ‘into sections, “Mansion House 
Farm,” “River Farm,” “Union 
Farm,” “Muddy Hole Farm,” each of 
which should have an overseer who 
would report to Washington. He 
started his own “one-crop” system. 
In 1792 he grew five thousand bushels 
of wheat. 

He had about three hundred work- 
ers on Mount Vernon, a blacksmith’s 
shop, carpenters, and gardeners. A 
water mill was used to produce fine 
flour. The estate had its own shoe- 
maker, and a staff of trained weavers. 

One of the most important features 
of the estate was its fishery, for the 
catch, salted down, largely served in 
place of meat for the negroes’ food. 

In 1793 there were fifty-four 
draught horses on the estate. He had 
two jackasses, one was named “Royal 
Gift,” because it was received from 
the King of Spain. He had a total of 
317 head of cattle. a 

When he died, besides his wife’s 
real estate and the Mount Vernon 
property, he possessed 51,395 acres, 
exclusive of town property. ‘Wash- 
ington is perhaps, the greatest land- 
holder in America.” He had also in- 
vested in many businesses. 

Washington took very personal 
care of his negro slaves. He hired a 
special doctor for the care of them. 
The slaves became very attached to 
their master. 

He usually entered the social life 
at the crossroads in taverns with 
many of his friends. He became a 
visitor at many great Virginian 
houses. When Washington came into 
possession of Mount Vernon, he of- 
fered the same welcome as he had re- 
ceived before. In two months of 1768 
Washington had company to dinner, 
or to spend the night, on twenty-nine 
days, and dined or visited away from 
home on seven. Washington always 
had company for dinner even during 
the War when the officers ate with 
him. 

The President had a custom of giv- 
ing a public dinner once a week to as 
many as the table would seat. The 
dining day for company was Thurs-

day; the hour was always four o'clock 
in the afternoon. His rule was to 
allow five minutes for the variations 
of clocks and watches and then go 
to the table. 

Bradbury gives the menu of a din- 
ner at which he was present. “There 
was an elegant variety of roast beef, 
veal, turkey, ducks, fowls, hams, pud- 
dings, jellies, oranges, apples, nuts, 
almonds, figs, raisins, and a variety 
of wines and punch.” 

Washington always enjoyed a good 
joke. He even joked about his dying. 
He had an extreme fondness of aft- 
ernoon tea. and at Mount Vernon tea 
was served every afternoon. Wash- 
ington was also very fond of picnics, 
launchings, barbecues, clambakes, and 
turtle dinners, A distinct weakness 
of his was dancing. When President, 
he was a constant attendant at the 
regular “Dancing Assemblies,” and 
when at Mount Vernon, he frequently 
went ten miles to Alexandria to at- 
tend dances. 

A marked trait of Washington’s 
character was his particularity about 
his clothes. With his increase in years 
his taste in clothes became softened 
and more sober. Washington’s laun- 
dry bill was always very large. His 
barber was in constant need. 

As for food, Washington had a 
great appetite. He was very fond of 
honey and nuts. 

He was very fond of horses, and at 
the age of seventeen he owned his 
own horse. Riding to the hounds at 
Mount Vernon, hunting and fishing 
were some of his favorite pastimes. 
He took a great fancy at cards and 
billards. He attended many theater 
parties and he loved the circus. 

Washington’s library contained 
many books including novels of the 
day and books on military science 
and agriculture. He also read the 
daily papers, 

George Washington was a friend 
to everybody, even the Indians. He 
had military friends also, for he made 
friends with all the generals, General 
Greene being his closest. 

George Washington died December 
14, 1799. On December 18, the fune- 
ral possession wound its way to the 
vault on the Mount Vernon estate. 
The general’s horse, together with his 
saddle and pistols, was led by his 
groom and preceded the body. A deep 
sorrow settled upon the nation. The 
British ships lowered their flags to 
half-mast. The French draped their 
standards with crepe.

Sacrifice Of Mount Vernon 


By Rev. Howard J. Brown 
Just recently I stood on the front veranda of George Washing- 


ton’s home in Mt. Vernon. I could see the rolling green lawn as it 
dipped down to the broad waters of the Potomac. I thought it was 
the most delightful spot in which to live that I had ever seen. I 


thought that if I ever owned a place, 
like that wild horses couldn’t pull 
me away from it. 

Then I remembered that George 
Washington must have. stood just 
where I was standing. He must have 
seen the attractive picture spread out 
before him, too. He must have felt 
that he, too, would have liked to have 
spent the rest of his days in that 
peaceful beauty. But he didn’t. He 
left it all and took the command of 
that ill-fed, poorly-clothed, insuffici- 
ently armed Continental Army. I re- 
membered the hard winter at Valley 
Forge—I remembered the Christmas 
Eve when he crossed the Delaware. 
Why did he leave this for that? 

Then it dawned on me! In new re- 
spect I bowed my head in admiration. 
No wonder he was “first in the hearts 
of his countrymen.” He had achieved 
that highest pinnacle of character— 
he had done what he didn’t have to 
do. That is the finest test of charact- 
er that a man ever faces—to do what 
he knows he ought to do when he 
doesn’t have to do it. There wasn’t 
any power that coufd make him leave 
all this for the hardships of the army. 
No one could have paid him enough 





to make him sacrifice as he did; no 
pressure could have been brought to 
bear; no coercion could have moved 
him. He did what no one could have 
made him do. 

We need character like that now. 
We need it in our personal lives. 
Small credit to us that we are “good” 
when there is the pressure of our 
families, and our friends and even 
“the law” to make us walk the nar- 
row path. The test will come to us 
when we are away somewhere where 
no one knows us and we can flout the 
moral laws and not be caught. Then 
some of you are away at college or 
out in the business world in the next 
year or so we will really be able to 
tell of what stuff’ you are made. 

We need that character in public 
life, too. We need Americans who 
will not have to be forced to be good 
citizens. 

This Washington’s birthday will be 
forever meaningful for some of us if 
we will continually test our charact- 
ers by seeing if we have what it takes 
to do what we know we ought to do 
when we don’t have to do it.

first Boy Scout rally at the Crystal ‘Palace in London, England, in 
‘1909. When the girls came to this rally clamoring to be made| 


Scouts like their brothers, he gave their request serious considera- 


tion. The organization of the Girl 
Guides was the result. Later the 


friendship of Lord Baden Powell and 


Juliette Low resulted in Girl Scouting 
in the United States. Miss Low was 
born in Savannah, Georgia, a few 
months before the ‘Civil War and or- 
ganized her first troop in that city. - 

Many people are under the impres- 
sion that the Girl Scouts is just an- 
other club, but there is much more to 
scouting than that. It is lots of fun, 
but there is quite a bit of work, only 
it is all so very interesting that I have 
never been able fo tell where the one 
left off and the other began. 

The Junior organization of the Girl 
Scouts is the Brownies, which I joined 
when I was about seven years old. 
My mother thought it was so inter- 
esting that she became a leader, and 
-when I was ten, she organized Girl 
Scout Troop 40-of which I am still a 
member. There are three age groups 
in Seouting. The Junior organization 
of Brownies, then Girl Scouts, and 
finally the Senior Girl Scouts. 

There are eighty-five active Girl 
Scout troops in Fort Wayne, and they 
have accomplished much of which to 
be proud. By having a spring and fall 
cookie sale, they have been able to 
pay for all the improvements at their 


camp on Dewart Lake. The site of the} 


camp was donated by Ella J. Logan. 








Now they are planning to build a Lit- 
tle House on a plot of ground located 
in the south portion of the city to be 
used by all the Girl Scout troops in 
the city. Practically. all of the troop

One of the big. aims of Girl Seout- 
ing is to promote national and inter- 
national friendship. In previous years, 
scouts from foreign countries have 
visited here, and we have sent scouts 
to foreign countries.

Ash 
Hawk, a freshman, amazed specta- 
tors by winning the half-mile, going 
away, in the excellent time of 2:956. 
Bob Herber won the mile run in the 
fair time of 4:40, with Dave Saylor 
following a close second.

Question Of Students 


The question of whether attendance 
at assemblies should be compulsory 
has been discussed very much at 
North Side. .The answers to this in 
the minds of the students to whom I 
have spoken and in my own mind is 
“yes”.

He might wish after a few minutes 
that he were in the assembly; he 
might not wor kat all; or he would do 
his work poorly. 

Attendance at assemblies has been 
compulsory at North Side until now. 
Why, or by: whom the question that 
this should be changed has been raised, 
I do not know. In my estimation, much 
discussion has been caused by those 
students who try to “skip” assemblies. 
Skipping asemblies shows an utter 
lack of school spirit. Programs in the 
auditorium are presented for the good 
of the whole school and those students 
who have school spirit and loyalty to 
North Side will attend the assemblies. 

Yes, attendance at assemblies should 
be compulsory. Possibly, after stress- 
ing the importance of this, those stu- 
dents who are so lacking in school 
spirit, will come to realize that the 
assemblies do hold something for

This beloved saint’s birthplace is unknown, but is thought to 


be somewhere in Scotland. 


At the age of sixteen he was cap- 
tured by pirates from Ireland and 


was carried to that island, where for 


six years he tended the flocks of an 
Ulster chieftan. During those years 
of slavery he became a devoted 
Christian and after his escape to 


France, entered monastic life. 


He went as a missionary to Ire- 
land in 432, and for the rest of his 
life worked zealously in various parts 
of the island. His work was so mirac- 
ulous that he became known as the 
saint who “found Ireland all heathen 
and left it all Christian.” On the 
“Emerald Isle” he founded over 300 


churches and personally baptized over 


120,000 people. 





There are many legends about him, 
one of which is that he so charmed 
the snakes of Ireland by his music 
that they followed him to the sea- 
shore where they were driven into 
the water and drowned. 


This story, as most of the others 
told about him, is only a legend. 


Very little is known about his life 
as he left only an autobiography 
written in crude Latin which empha- 
sizes his work, not his life, 

There is an ancient stone chair on 
the rock of Cashel an da four-sided 
iron bell in the Museum of Arts and 
Sciences which are accredited to 
Saint Patrick.

‘Narrates Her “Geaching Career 


Believes Latin Contributes To

Miss Loraine Foster also owns a live 
cat an da dog.

She says that she 
especially enjoys young people of high 
school age because of their frankness, 
sincerity, and earnest questioning 
spirit. Further proof of her concern in 
the problems of youth is her interest 
in the Polar-Y, of which she is an ad- 
viser. She likes the Girl Reserve or- 
ganization because “it is a character 
building organization with a definite 
Christian committment.”

Miss Keller then shook 
hands with the people on the platform 
and bowed to the audience.

Winners of the regional at Muncie 
defeating Newcastle 39 to 31 in the 
final game, the Burris Owls earned 
their place in the super-regional to- 
morrow in their home town.

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Peedad’ Campbell 
Has Great Record 


Starred On Shelbyville And 
I. U. Teams; Success 
Marks Coaching Period 


Coach Alfred Campbell is coaching 
his seventh year at Kokomo, and he 
has had remarkable success since he 
started his coaching career. He has 
won six sectionals and six regionals 
since he has been with the Cats, 
losing out only in 1937 when he was 
upset by a dark horse. This is his 
third regional victory in a row but he 
has never conquered in the super 
regional meets. 

Coach Campbell was graduated 
from Shelbyville where he had quite 
a bit of success in his playing period, 
being on the varsity squad three 
years. He'played three years on the 
varsity squad of Indiana University 
with Branch McCracken, who now 
heads the Indiana U. boys. 

In 1931-32, he was the leading de- 
fensive player in the Big Ten Confer- 
ence. He is five feet four, and the 
students call him “Peedad” Campbell 
because he is so short, He is married 
but he does not have any children, 

He coached two years at Stines- 
ville, where he had such a fine record 
that he was immediately transferred 
to Kokomo, where he has been ever 
since. 

He came to Kokomo in the fall of 
1935 and he has a very enviable’ 
record. He is also director of health 
education in the school system. The 
football coach is Raymond Frobaugh; 
track coach, Walter Cross, and the 
baseball coach, Bill Smith.

Auburn Shown Way Out In 
Initial Game Against 
Indians, 40 To 16 


Bob Young Sprains Ankle 
In Final Contest 
Against Cubs 


Entering the super-regionals for the 
first time since the change from a 
sixteen team state finals to the four 
team super-regionals and a four-team 
final came after the Redskins went 
to the state finals in 1933, the North 
Siders are ready to put up a good 
battle to win the super-regional at 
Muncie. Burris of Muncie will be the 
victim of Red and White in the sec- 
ond game tomorrow when the state’s 
leading teams will be reduced to but 
four powerful fives. 

The winning of the Regional at Fort 
Wayne last week was the first for 
North Side after their state semi-final 
team in 1933. This honor adds to the 
laurels won by the Redskins this year 
which includes the mythical state foot- 
ball championship, city championship 
in football and basketball, and the 
Fort Wayne sectional championship. 

By handing Pierceton a 30-to-23 de- 
feat by hitting in the final period, 
the Redskins won the Regional after 
coming back from a 9-to-2 disadvan- 
tage at the end of the first quarter. 
This gave North Side the place in the 
super-regional against the favorite 
Burris of Muncie team, that has been 
picked before the tourney as having 
one of the best chances to win state. 

Auburn was taken out of the tour- 
ney by the Redskins in the second aft- 
ernoon game in the Regionals last 
Saturday, by a 40-to-16 score when the 
Red Devils failed to find their bas- 
ketball eye during the contest. North 
Side came through the sectionals by 
defeating Huntertown, Woodburn and 
Columbia City, and then downed the 
Central Tigers in the final game, 
40 to 31. 

The Redskins were caught in a 
slump in the latter part of the regu- 
lar season and ended their season 
with five losses out of twenty starts. 
Four of the losses were on the oppon- 
ents’ courts and their final two games 
they lost on these foreign courts, Bob 
and George Nulf coach North Side’s 
football and basketball squads and Bob 
has held this position since 1935. 

Most of the players are in good 
condition with the exception of Bob 
Young, who suffered a sprained ankle 
in the final regional game last week- 
end. The team comprised of Bob 
Cowan, Bob Young, Jim Hinga, Corny 
Ervin, Jim Harrison and Byron Popp, 
co-operate as a whole and have ex- 
cellent team work. These boys all 
helped to make up the state cham- 
pionship football team.

Other pictures range in size from one- 
half inch to five inches square. Some 
of the larger pictures have short bi- 
ographies of the leaders telling how 
they got started and what they are 
best noted for. 

For two years, Lila has been cutting 
pictures out of magazines and news- 
‘papers, sending for booklets and past- 
ing them in her scrapbook. She now 
has about 100 pictures and 15 auto- 
graphs. Lila can tell you anything you 
want to know about hep talk. When 
she talks it she knows what she is 
talking about even if the rest of us 
don’t, because she sent for a glossary 
of swing language. But there are some 
words even Lila doesn’t get any sense 
out of. 

Lila not only collects pictures of 
band leaders but she goes to see them 
when they appear in person here in 
town. She hasn’t missed a perfor- 
mance of each new band that’s been 
to Fort Wayne for two years. 

Lila not only likes swing—she plays 
it, and can beat a mean tempo on the 
piano and saxophone herself. Who 
knows in a few years swing fans like 
her self may be saving her pictures 
and begging her for her autograph. 
At least that is what we hope. 








Food For Thought 


There is one harmful thing about 
the procedure of our modern high 
school debating;—that the students 
may not choose the side of a question 
to which they are most inclined. Now 
there are some attempts at argument 
to defend the system of placing the 
would-be “eloquent defender of convic- 
tion” on either or both sides of the 
proposed question, regardless of what 
his own off hand or even deeply rooted 
opinions on the subject may be; but 
these arguments evade the true pur- 
pose of debate training. 

That true and primary purpose is 
not the development of a poised and 
powerful manner of speaking ‘(it is true 
this will come about nearly as well 
under the present system); it is not 
the establishment of a two-faced atti- 
tude (this will come about only under 
the present trend of ignoring the de- 
bators own beliefs), and it should not 
be the fostering or argumentation 
merely for the sake of argument, (this 
is a disease of the high school debating 
of today; how often will a high school 
debator shout in a loud gusto against 
a principal, theory, or reform in which 
he thoroughly believes!) 

The true purposes of debating should 
be, and I believe were originally meant 
to be to instill in the rising generation 
a desire to express to the world the 
truth as one is given to see the truth 
and to foment in hopeful youth the 
resolution to take and meet all oppo- 
sition to its own sacred beliefs in a 
sportsmanlike, and civil, and rational 
manner. Surely*these two latter rea- 
sons are the much worthier objectives; 
and these can be accomplished only by 
allowing the student to determine the 
side to which he is morally bound by 
reason of conscience and conviction, 
and by then encouraging him to go 
forth and sway the world, advancing 
his inner decisions with all the ver- 
dure, cleverness, and splendid elo- 
quence of which he is capable! 


School Operetta Will 
Be “Rosamunde”-- 
Written By Schubert 


North Side’s music department has 
selected “Rosamunde” as this year’s 
operetta. This operetta was written 
by Franz Peter Schubert. Some of 
us are not well acquainted with this 
great composer. 

He was a. German musician to 
whom the world owes a debt of grati- 
tude, because he composed some of 
the world’s greatest songs. Schubert 
was born in Vienna in 1797 to a mu- 
sical family. At home he learned the 
fundamentals of piano and vi 
playing. Later he studied under the 
best musicians of his time. His com- 
posing began at the age of fourteen. 

Franz Schubert was long hampered 
by poverty and lack of public recog- 
nition of his genius. He had to de- 
vote much precious time to the 
drudgery of teaching, and none of 
his compositions were published until 
1821. Schubert’s death at the age of 
thirty-one, was the result of over- 
work, a bitter struggle with poverty, 
and disappointment. 

He left to posterity over 600 songs, 
nine symphonies, two of which are 
famous, instrumental pieces for piano 
and violin, masses, choruses, operas, 
and an oratorio. 

Everyone should see this operetta 
of Schubert's, if they want to hear 
one of his best pieces of work.

Several Schools 
Offer Scholarships 


| National College Of Educa- 


tion, Heidelberg Among 
Those Listed 


Among numerous scholarships to be 
offered to the June graduates will be 
several sponsored by the N: ational Col- 
lege of Education, the Heidelberg Col- 
lege, and the University of Chicago. 

Those offered by the National Col- 
lege of Education include a few par- 
tial honorary scholarships of one hun- 
dred dollars each to be given to high- 
ranking girls graduating this June 
from a four year standard course of 
high school work. This honorary schol- 
arship is intended for girls of superior 
ability who deserve help in meeting 
educational expenses. 

Competitive Alumni Scholarships, 
Non- Competitive Scholarships, and 
Charles E. Miller Scholarships are all 
included in the schedule of scholar- 
ships for Heidelberg College. In the 
Competitive Alumni Scholarships all 
contestants must be high school grad- 
uates or students graduating in June 
who ranked in the upper half of their 
classes. A scholarship of one half tu- 
ition will be given for first place and 
a scholarship of one fourth tuition for 
second place. Ten scholarships of one 
half tuition each and ten scholarships 
of one fourth tuition each will be 
awarded, based on high school record, 
character, qualities of leadership, 
need, and an interview with the Schol- 
arship Committee of the College in the 
Non-Competitive Scholarships. 

For Charles E. Miller Scholarships 
the applicants will be judged on char- 
acter and social mindedness, scholastic 
standing in high school, recommenda- 
tion of high school principal, and 
probable future usefulness in the 
world. Two scholarships will be award- 
ed, each paying $450. 

The twenty-ninth annual competi- 
tive scholarship examination of the 
University of Chicago for testing the 
ability of students in clear and critical 
thinking, the understanding of words 
and the ability to deal with numbers 
and quantitative relations will be held 
on April 5. This is open to all students 
graduating in June.

Squad Is The Most Powerful 
That North Side Has 
Ever Produced 


North Side’s 1941 track squad has 
the toughest schedule of any team in 
the history of the school, it was an- 
nounced by Coach Rolla P. Chambers. 

The Northerners launched their 
campaign last February 15, in a dual 
meet with the freshmen of Bowling 
Green State Unversity of Ohio.

Incidentally, the Hammond lads com- 
posed the top team around the state 
last year and were favorites to win the 
State crown, but lost out to Froebel in 
an upset, =F 

If the results of these two meets 
are to be taken seriously, North Side 
might be headed for three state titles, 
football, basketball, and track, which 
would be the first time such a thing 
ever happened to any school. 

Coach Chambers stated that this 
year’s aggregation probably will be 
the most powerful ever produced at 
North Side. Only a few boys were lost 
by graduation last year, and according 
to the way thinks look now, they can 
be replaced with even better material. 

The first really important meet for 
the Chambersmen will be the Gary Re- 
lays, or State Indoor Meet, ,at the 
Notre Dame fieldhouse on March 29. 
The Redskins walked off with third 
place laurels last year, and Coach 
Chambers expects them to do much 
better this year. 

Their last indoor meet will be with 
the cadets of Culver; always a tough 
team to beat. 

The first outdoor meet is scheduled 
to be held here, with Horace Mann of 
Gary, one of the best in the state, as 
their opponents. Three days later, the 
North Siders meet what should be 
their easiest foe, Garrett. The thinlies 
warm up for the most important meets 
by running in, first, the Southport Re- 
lays, and then ,taking on a good Mish- 
awaka squad, here. 

The Redskins’ first important out- 
door meet comes on May 3, in the 
form of the Kokomo Relays. The win- 
ners of this meet usually come out on 
top when the Sectional and State 
meets are run off. Three days later, 
Kokomo comes here, and four days 
after that comes the NIC meet at East 
Chicago, in which such teams as those 
from Gary and Hammond compete. 

Finally, on May 17, comes the Sec- 
tionals, here, and then on May 24, the

State meet at Indianapolis. The final 
meet of the 1941 season will be the 
City meet, May 28.

Young Is Out Entire Game; 
Cowan Injures Leg In 
Final Quarter 





The North Side Redskins, hit hard 
by injuries and fate, put up one of the 
gamest battles they could before they 
bowed out to Kokomo in the final 
game of the Super-Regional tourney 
at Muncie last Saturday night. The 
Wildcat squad defeated the Red and 
White by a 41-to-32 score. 

The Redskins put all they had into 
the game and it was not until the 
fourth quarter that things really be- 
gan to look black for them. Bob Cow- 
an, undoubtedly North Side’s best in- 
dividual star, fell to the floor as he 
suffered cramps in his leg. Six minutes 
remained in the final quarter but the 
team could not hold up against the 
strong Wildcat squad. 

When Bob Cowan fell, the entire 
gymnasium was hushed for they had 
been witnessing one of the most out- 
standing players the Muncie field- 
house had ever seen. After Bob left 
the game, North Side’s team did their 
best to stay in the running, but they 
just couldn’t cope with the power the 
Wildcats of Kokomo possessed. 

North Side did accomplish one out- 
standing aim and that was to defeat 
the Burris Owls who were favored 
and picked as the team to defeat 
throughout season play. The Owls 
really played ball and made the Red- 
skins press before they came out on 
the long end of a 46-to-40 score. It 
was Bob Cowan’s outstanding play 
that kept the Redskins in the game 
throughout. He was hot and no one 
was able to stop his accuracy. 

That afternoon game was too much 
for the Red and White, and when they 
met big Campbell, they were unable to 
block his deadly accurate shots. The 
sad part of it all is that Campbell’s 
birthday makes him ineligible to play 
in tomorrow’s tournament. He scored 
a grand total of 17 points and-he-was 
under that basket just enough to grab 
those rebounds. His name spelled de- 
feat to the Redskins of Fort Wayne, 
but it might have been changed had 
Cowan not had his spell in the final 
quarter. 

Fate really was the little fellow 
who hindered the Redskins for he 
made Bob Young, first string guard, 
unable to play because of a bum ankle. 
Then in the fatal fourth frame, Cowan 
went down and that was the end of 
the Redskins. The team tried vainly to 
carry on but they were unable to do 
so. 

The Red and White came from be- 
hind twice early in the game and once 
in the last quarter but each time the 
Kokomo lads spurted and regained 
the lead. Kokomo stepped into a 3-to-0 
lead at the beginning of the game, 
but with Harrison hitting, the Red- 
skins fought back to overtake them 
7 to 5. As the quarter ended, the score 
was tied at 9-all and the game ap- 
peared to be a hotly contested game. 

North Side stepped into a brief 
lead at the start of the second period, 
but the Kokomo lads could not be out- 
done and they again led 16 to 15 short- 
ly before the half gun sounded. Before 
the final moment of the half had tick- 
ed away, Bobbie Cowan and Jim Har- 
vison had connected to give the Red- 
skins a 19-to-16 lead. 

As the third period started, the Red- 
skins really started to go, and they 
ran their lead to 23 to 16 in the 
opening minutes. It is hard to believe 
but within four minutes of the period, 
the Wildcats had caught up with them 
at 26-all. Then still going, they ran 
their lead to 31 to 26 before the Red- 
skins could get set. Kay Short and Jim 
Hinga then connected to capture four 
points for the Red and White. This 
cut the Wildcat’s margin to but one 
point, 31 to 30 as the final quarter 
started. 

Again the Red and White rallied to 
drive into the lead at 32 to 31. Bob 
Cowan was the boy who connected on 
a push shot to capture the lead for 
the Fort Wayne boys, and it looked as 
though they were at least beginning 
to go. Here Hankins scored to give 
Kokomo a lead which they never re- 
linquished. Then seconds later, Bob 
Cowan fell, the crowd fell silent, and 
Cowan was rolling around on the floor 
with a case of cramps. Cowan went 
out of the game and Campbell scored, 
and Bob came back into the game im- 
mediately. - 

Campbell again hit and Bob Cowan 
went down for the last time as he 
ended his basketball career. Coach 
Bob Nulf worked on Cowan in an ef- 
fort to pull him out of it, and Bob 
stayed in the game even though he 
Was in great pain. North took nine 
more shots but all were hurried and 
the Red and White knew they were 
eliminated by the Kokomo Wildcats. 

Kokomo took 74 shots to score 19 
goals. They made three out of six 
fouls. North Side converted 13 out of 
58 shots and six out of 11 fouls. Jim 
Harrison was high scorer for North

Nevertheless, the pupil must think of 
these things. 

It is not only an offense to the 
school but an offense to the pupil 
himself. For example, if a person 
ruins a desk, it adds to the expenses 
of running the school, and the school 
is run by taxes paid by - parents. 
Moreover, the more taxes the parents 
have to pay the less money the pupils 
will have to spend.

Miss Katharine Rothenber- 
ger Has Interesting Ex- 
periences In Europe

The story of her childhood reads 
like a fairy tale. Who? Why, that of 
Miss Katharine Rothenberger, social 
science instructor, of course. Though 
her home was in the small town of 
Syracuse, Indiana, she spent many of 


her earlier days in the south in 


Georgia and New Orleans, attending 
the Madri Gras. : 

Her father was a great admirer of 
Theodore Roosevelt; and, one event- 
ful. day she accompanied her father 
on an excursion to see the great 
Teddy. After she had waited a very 
long time in line to shake hands with 
him, imagine her feelings when he 
laid his hand on her head and said in 
his deep guttural voice, “Well, God 
bless you, little red-head.” She im- 
mediately burst into tears, for her 
red-hair was the dismay of her young 
life. 

An only chjld, Miss Rothenberger 
often accompanied her father on deer 
hunting trips, but she never really 
carried a gun. Once while she and 
several of her boy cousins were shoot- 
ing at cans along the river, a rabbit 
ran along the ridge. In fun, she 
raised her rifle and shot at it. Not 
realizing the accuracy of her aim, she 
was shocked when it fell dead. She 
immediately burst into tears once 
again, and has not since that day 
shot a gun, 

The greatest thrill of her youth oc- 
curred when she received a pony on 
her seventh birthday. Later she 
owned a saddle horse. Her mother 
had some ferns which she kept on the 
back porch. One day the temptation 
proved too great for the horse and he 
took a bite of the ferns. Miss Roth- 
enberger and the horse lived in dis- 
grace for a whole week after. The 
horse had a brilliant mind and it 
could open its own stable door. But 
the horse also had a wanderlust spirit 
and it was not unusual for the Roth- 
enberger family to be awakened at 
1 or 2 o'clock in the night by the 
jingling of the telephone bell. It 
would always be some neighbor, ten 
or twelve miles distant, saying that 
Katharine Rothenberger’s horse was 
in their yard. Miss Rothenberger 
also owned a yellow cat, and it was 
a common sight around the town to 
see Miss Rothenberger followed by 
her cat and her horse. 

Miss Rothenberger received her 
college education at Wittenberg and 
DePauw. While there, she majored in 
history and English. She played a 
violin in the orchestra and also held 
the surface dive championship while 
she was at DePauw. She had the dis- 
tinction of being president of the 
student body when she was a senior. 
She has done graduate work at Indi- 
ana University and Cambridge in 
England. 

Miss Rothenberger has crossed the 
Atlantic four times. The first three 
of her voyages were uneventful, but 
—oh—the last one. The boat she was 
one, the Il de France, ran into two 
hurricanes. The fact that she became 
seasick made her furious. At night 
as the ship was heaving, she kept 
hearing a bang, bang, plop. When 
she asked the stewardess the cause, 
she was told not to pay any atten- 
tion. Later she called the stewardess 
in and told her that she had figured 
out that the tail-end of the ship was 
out of water, and that the noise was 
caused by the rudder knocking. The 
stewardess told her that she talked 
too much and not to get everybody 
excited. 

During her first sojourn in Europe, 
she held an exchange position in Eng- 
land, teaching in a girls high school. 
She believes that she is the only 
American teacher ever permitted to 
teach United States History in an 
English school. Before starting the 
@@orse she had to submit an outline 
of what she was going to teach. She 
omitted the Revolutionary War in 
order to avoid complications. She 
found that she would have to teach a 
lot of geography to the English for 
they have no conception of the size 
of the United States. On learning that 
one is from the United States, they 
are likely to ask, “Do you know my 
sister in San Francisco?” 

While visiting in Germany, Miss 
Rothenberger decided to look up her 
ancestry at Rothenberg ob der Tau- 
ber, a medieval town. She learned that 
one of her ancestors had gone on the 
crusades and brought back a drop of 
Christ’s blood. This drop of blood was 
enclosed in crystal and placed in the 
center of the cross on top of the 
church, While she was there, the 
priest climbed up and brought the 
crystal down to show her. 

One of her most thrilling moments 
cecurred while she was in. Austria. 
Since she had great trouble in trans- 
lating the German spoken to her, she 
hadn’t declared all of the money she 
had with her. She thought that she 
only had to declare her foreign money, 
and consequently she did not tell about 
the $175 in American money which 
she had. When they discovered this, 
they arrested her. They would not 
have discovered the money if she had 
not decided to fly to Budapest, for in 
Austria only the very rich and spies 
fly. Since she obviously did not be- 
long to the very rich, they concluded 
that she was a spy and searched her 
bags, there discovering the $175 
undeclared money. After explaining 
the cause she was allowed to fly to 
Budapest, but was told to be sure to

Now that three-quarters of a highly’ 
successful athletic season are over, 
North Side’s attention will be turned 
to track. Considering the fact that 
almost all of last year’s team was 
made up of sophomores and juniors, 
this year’s aggregation is potentially 
much more powerful. 

The Northerners first real test con- 
fronts them tomorrow in the form of 
the State Indoor meet at Notre Dame. 
This meet is sponsored by Gary and 
offers only the stiffest competition. 
Last year’s meet wound up with Ham- 
mond walking off with first, Froebel 
with second, and North Side with third 
‘place honors. According to Coach 
Chambers and his Chambersmen, the 
positions willbe reversed this year. 
Their story needn’t be taken as idle 
talk because it can be backed up by 
the showing they gave against Ham- 
mond in their last meet. 

The North Side squad has been con- 
siderably bolstered with the appear- 
ance of powerful Bob Cowan’ and 
“Long John” Hinga. There is no need 
of going into Cowan’s fine cinder rec- 
ord: but a few words might be said 
about Hinga. Jim came out for track 
for the first time last year and showed 
up so well in the quarter-mile that he 
was immediately placed on the var- 
sity. One of the faster boys in the 
state last season, he is sure to take 





plenty of firsts this year. 

Two other boys who can be used to 
good advantage are Bob Young and 
Kay Short. Both are good shot-put- 
ters and will prove valuable assets to 
the team. Because of his game foot, 
Young probably will not be out for a 
few weeks, but Short should do pretty 
well for himself and the squad. 

Cornie Ervin is another boy who 
ought’ to maké plenty of poitits’ this’ 
season, Although he had an off season 
in 1940, he should be at top form in 
his broad jumping this year. 

With this added talent, North Side’s 
already fine team will be the team to 
watch around the state. I should like 
to correct Mr. Ben Tenny’s statement 
to the effect that although Bob Cowan 
will win the 100-, 220-, and 440-yard 
dashes, North Side will still lose the 
state meet in May. 

Cowan probably will not run the 100- 





yard dash. Coach Chambers expects 
him to run the 220-, 440-, and the mile 
relay. Mike Bojinoff, who placed sixth 
in each’ of the hurdle events in last 
year’s finals, has shown an improve- 
ment that exceeds even Coach Cham- 
bers’ fondest dreams. Tom Brown has 
already shown himself to be a great 
high jumper, surpassing even last 
year’s Paul Baumgardner, who took 
third at State. Jim Snook, who last 
year couldn’t do a thing, is collecting 
firsts and seconds easily in the quar- 
ter-mile and the high hurdles this sea- 
son. Last year’s distance runners 
don’t compare with Bob Herber in the 
mile, and Ash Hawk and Bill Heller 
in the half-mile. 

Dick Shannon, Dick Biggs, Bob 
Douglass, Jack Carpenter, Wayne 
Meek, Dave Saylor, and the others on 





the squad have shown considerable 
improvement over last year. All of 
these boys will play a great part in 
tomorrow’s affair. 

The boys who will probably com- 
pete tomorrow are as follows: Dick 
Shannon and Dick Biggs in the 60- 
yard dash; Bob Cowan, Jim Hinga, 
and Jim Snook in the 440-yard dash; 
Ash Hawk, Bill Heller, and Don 
Swager in the half-mile; Bob Herber 
and Dave Saylor in the mile run; Mike 
Bojinoff, Al Fraser, and Freeman 
Longardner in the low hurdles; and 
Bojinoff and Jim Snook in the high 
sticks. The half-mile relay will be 
composed of Dick Biggs, Dick Shan- 
non, Bob Douglass, and Mike Bojinoff, 
while Jim Snook, Jim Hinga, Al Fra- 
ser, and Bob Cowan will make up the 
mile relay.

Obscure History Of Easter 
Told; Norwegian Background 


On the first Sunday after the 
full moon that matures upon or 


paschal full moon, which is the 
next after the twenty-first of 


March, churches will be overflowing with men, and maidens all 
dressed up in their brand new Easter bonnets, flowered prints and 


bright corsages commemorating the? 
Resurrection of Christ. 

The celebration, as we now know it, 
was started in Norway as the begin- 
ning of a season of celebration for 
the return of spring. 

The term Easter is derived from 
“Ostara,” meaning the divinity of the 
spring season. : 

The Norsemen regarded this time 
as a season of new birth. From the 
celebration of that time arose the sym- 
bols of the Easter rabbits, prolific 
reproduction of species, and the color- 
ing of Easter eggs, whose colors were 
like those of the Northern Lights: 
red, blue, green and yellow; and the 
dawnipg lights of the Baster sun. 

At Easter the hearth fire was kin- 
dled afresh. Easter bonfires were 
lighted on the hills. Around these 
purifying fires gathered young men 
and women who desired marriage dur- 
ing the coming year. They either dan- 
ced around the fires three times or 
jumped over the flame three times. 





The modern way of celebrating 
Easter is more fun for the youngsters 
than for the adults, probably since 
they wake up early in the morning to 
hunt the eggs they helped to color 
the night before. After breakfast they 
dress in their new clothes and with 
the family go off to church. The rest 
of the day is spent in stuffing them- 
selves as full of candy and Easter 
eggs as is humanly possjble. 

Girls spend wetks worrying about 
what they will wear on Easter Sun- 
day, and then when they have decided 
that vital question, worry until Easter 
about the probability of having clear 
weather. 

The religious side of Easter is not 
wholly neglected, however. Many 
times during Holy Week and the days 
directly preceding Easter, the story 
of Christ’s Resurrection is told and 
read. Many morning watch services 
are held on Easter Sunday to bring 
the thought of Christ’s Resurrection 
closer to us.

Age Of 18

The words of this patriotic poem 
came from the pen of Mr. Merton G. 
Kimes, economics instructor and head 
of the social science department. Mr. 
Kimes also was the writer of our 
school song. 

Born on a farm in DeKalb County, 
he attended the district school. His 
high school days were spent in Spen- 
cerville High School. He began teach- 
ing in a country school when he was 
but eighteen years old. He taught here 
for six years. He received his higher 
education at International Business 
College and Michigan State Normal 
College. At the latter, he was named 
as one of the six best tennis players 
on the campus. He was also a member 
of the debating team. 

Mr. Kimes took post graduate work 
at Michigan University at Ann Arbor 
and the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. He attained his master’s de- 
gree at Indiana University. He was 
elected a member of Phi Delta Kappa, 
a national honorary educational fra- 
ternity. 

Like most of today’s students, Mr. 
Kimes had no definite goal in his 
youth. As he says, “Like Topsy, I just 
grew up.” He has always been a lover 
of good books. He bought his first 
book with lion heads clipped from the 
wrappers of Lion’s Head Coffee. The 
book was Dickens “A Tale of Two 
Cities,” which was entirely above him, 
he says. 

Mr. Kimes has traveled extensively, 
both in the East and the West. He has 
spent four summers in California. Of 
all the sights he has seen he believes 
that the big trees in Sequoia Park 
were the most impressive. He took 
thirty-nine steps around one named 
General Grant, which would make it 
approximately one hundred fifteen feet 
in circumference. Though much praise 
has been heaped on the California 
school system, Mr. Kimes after study- 
ing it, believes that our public school 
system is as fine as any to be found. 
Mr. Kimes also says, “There are no 
prettier girls in Hollywood than in 
North Side, the only difference being 
North Side girls just haven’t discoy- 
ered it yet.” 

Mr. Kimes owns a farm and here he 
often finds opportunity for recreation- 
al outlets in the summer. He “some- 
times enjoys being around horses and 
cows because they can’t talk back!” 
His alma mater is Indiana University 
and he is very proud of this fact, be 
lieving the University to be one of the 
best institutions in the Middle-west. 

Mr. Kimes has always been inter- 
ested in human relationships, social 
welfare, and civic interests. He has 
taught English, botany, physics, and 
all social sciences since the start of 
his teaching career. However, he 
taught only economics since he start- 
ed teaching in Fort Wayne high 
schools. All of his teaching has been 
done within the boundaries of Allen 
County. 

Mr. Kimes believes in showing every 
courtesy possible to students. He 
treats them more as colleagues than 
as students. He feels that he receives 
as much “help and inspiration from 
pupils as I am able to give them. Their 
optimism and enthusiasm adds to my 
joy and helps me over the hard, rough 
places. I believe this generation of 
youth to be the best ever.” Z 

His philosophy of life was expresse 
in the following words: “Live and let 
live. Give the other fellow the same 
as you would ask for yourself. Hard 
work interspersed with enjoyable rec- 
reation has been my. saving grace. I 
have found service to others for which 
I do not always receive financial re- 
ward brings the greatest happiness.”

“T joined the Navy 
To see the world, 
And what did I see?

After graduating from the 
Navy Training School, he was sent 
to the Boat Yards at Bremerton, 
Washington. There he boarded the 
USS Mississippi.

= California, for 
the first round of 
water travel. 
From there they 
floated down to 
Hawaii. You 
know, that warm, 
sunny isle that is 
fairly swarming 
with palm trees, 
pineapples— and 
little brown girls 
in grass skirts. 
According to Mr. 
Boosinger, he ac- 
tually became bored with these wrig- 
gling, ukelele strumming gals—at 
least after he had seen them half a 
dozen times. 

For nearly six months the boat was 
in Lahaina Rhodes and Pearl Harbor. 
| Shore leaves, however, were rather 
infrequent. Life was more than just 
a round of girls, drink, and song. The 
sailors had work to do.

At last he received a 
drink, but it proved to be extremely 
bitter. 

After what seemed an eternity to 
him, the guards again brought him on 
deck.

The bayonets 
and guns flashed in the fading light. 
Truly the scene was one of beauty. 
Yet think of the death and destruc- 
tion which these implements can 
bring!

Math Teacher Has Distinction. 
Of Living In Same House 
All Of Life 


Miss Venette Sites has the distinc- 
tion of having lived on the same lot 
ever since she was born. This may 
give you the idea that she is a stay-at- 
home who has never traveled out of 
her own back yard, but that is all 
wrong. . 

After being graduated from Central 
High School, she attended Smith Col- 
lege at Northampton, Massachusetts 
for four delightful years. This was a 
broadening experience for her, as most 
of the Smith girls were from the East 
and their views differed slightly from 
hers. It happened that her best friends 
were from the East and this proved to 
be somewhat of a disadvantage after 
college. 

The next year after graduation 
from Smith College, Miss Sites attend- 
ed Michigan University, which con- 
trasted in many ways to Smith. 

At Smith all the students were in 
bed at 10 o’clock. There were no soror- 
ities and there was much interest in 
girls’ athletics, hiking, horseback rid- 
ing, basketball, etc, all of which she 
loved. 

The neighboring boys’ colleges gave 
them social life, but it was on a re- 
stricted scale. The life was healthful 
and wholesome. ~ 

At Michigan University she was 
just as happy but in a different way. 
There were so many more parties, 
dances, and very little interest in girls’ 
athletics, and much more formality in 
dress. 

At Smith the students learned to 
know and love the president—saw him 
every day in chapel. At University of 
Michigan Miss Sites didn’t see the 
president until she received her M. A. 
degree in mathematics. 

Since teaching, she has had summer 
courses at Chicago and Columbia Uni- 
versities. She enjoyed the work both 
places, but she thinks of them only as 
best for graduate work. 

One of her most interesting sum- 
mers was spent in 1914 in Europe. It 
was the time of the first World War 
and she saw soldiers from many coun- 
tries; at one time passing within a 
mile of the firing line. “We saw train 
loads of wounded soldiers and many 
of the tragedies of war.” She says one 
has to be near the horrors of war to 
realize what war means. 

Miss Sites has taught in three 
schools. One was in Bay City, Michi- 
gan, and at Central, and North Side. 
North Siders should be glad to hear 
that North Side is her favorite. She 
has a warm spot in her heart for Cen- 
tral but she likes the faculty and stu- 
dents of North Side and the spirit 
that we have here. There seems to be 
a wise sense of proportion at North 
Side. We do not go off on a tangent, 
she says. 

Basketball was one of Miss Sites’ 
favorite sports. She played in high 
school and college and coached a team 
the first three years that she taught. 
Her other hobbies are reading, travel- 
ing, and doing the things that one can 
do out-of-doors. 


Milestones In Music 


Another great composer with whom 
many of us are familiar is Johann Se- 
bastian Bach, the first of the great 
German musicians. Bach was born in 
1685 and lived until 1750. He is un- 
equalled as a composer of organ and 
choral music. Bach has been called the 
“master of masters”, because his 
works inspired so many of the famous 
musicians who followed him—among 
them Mozart, Beethoven, Mendelssohn, 
Schumann, Chopin, Liszt, Rubinstein, 
and Wagner. 

Bach was trained in music from 
early childhood and came from a fam- 
ily distinguished in music for many 
generations. His first paying position 
was that of violinist at the court at 
Weimar, when he was eighteen years 
old. 

“After that, Bach held several organ 
and choir positions until 1723. In that 
year he became music director in the 
principal churches at Leipsig, where 
he remained until his death. Eleven of 
his twenty children were musicians. 

Bach’s “Saint Matthew Passion”, 
“Mass in B Minor”, and “Saint John 
Passion” are the greatest choral pieces 
ever written. “The Well-tempered 
Clavichord” is a book of instruction of 
great value. He has brought out a new 
system of fingering, which has had 
great influence on modern piano play-

Ash Hawk Suffers First De- 
feat In High School 
Competition 


Making their first outdoor appear- 
ance of the year, North Side’s tal- 
ented group of cinder pounders chalk- 
ed up their fifth consecutive victory 
of their current campaign last Satur- 
day at the expense of South Side by 
a score of 66 to 49. The Redskins 
were paced by Bob Cowan, who scored 
twenty points, and Mike Bojinoff, who 
scored ten. 

The Chambersmen finished ahead as 
was expected, but did not look up to 
par in some of their usually strong 
events. For example, Ash Hawk, 
freshman half miler, received his first 
high school defeat when South Side’s 
Gus Feistkorn beat him out in a thrill- 
ing stretch duel with a time of 2:03.2. 
Hawk has run nearly three seconds 
better than that in practice. Tom 
Brown, North Side’s ace high jumper, 
was handed his first defeat of the 
season by the Archer’s small but 
mighty sophomore, Kilpatrick. The 
height was only 5 feet 10 inches, but 
Brown had quite a bit of trouble on 
his takeoffs and slipped several times. 
Tom finished with a second. 

Bob Cowan outdid himself by win- 
ning four out of five individual events 
and then running as anchor man on 
the first place half-mile relay team. 
Cowan first won the 100-yard dash in 
10.8 with Dick Shannon following in 
third place. He next won the 440- 
yard dash in the excellent time of 
51.9. He was the only Redskin to 
score in this event. Taking only two 
jumps, he won the broad jump with a 
leap of 21 feet % inch. Al Fraser 
followed Wuttke of South Side in 
third place. Bob’s last individual win 
came in the 220-yard dash which he 
won easily in 24.0 with Dick Biggs 
pressing Parry of South Side for 
third position. He also entered the 
high jump but did not-place. 

Mike Bojinoff, probably the state’s 
best hurdler, wrapped up his seventh 
and eighth consecutive hurdle victor- 
ies during the meet. He first took the 
high sticks in 16.0, with Jim Snook 
following a close second, and then cap- 
tured the lows in 24.4, with Freemon 
Longardner taking a third. Lon- 
gardner seemed headed for a second 
place, but caught his foot on the last 
hurdle, fell headlong, then scrambled 
up in time to follow Oppenlander to 
a third place. 

Bob Herber protected his unblem- 
ished record with an easy win in the 
fine time of 4:44.1. He was closely 
followed by Dave Saylor, who was 
many yards ahead of Deal, South 
Side’s first man. These boys have 
been running one-two all season and 
should continue in this order for the 
duration of the year. 

North Side’s mile relay team com- 
posed of Snook, Saylor, Hinga, and 
Longardner lost a tough race to 
South Side’s strong team anchored 
by the speedy Gus Feistkorn. The 
race was a dead heat at the three- 
quarter mark when Longardner and 
Feistkorn took over. The two stayed 
neck and neck until they rounded the 
last turn where Feistkorn, well known 
for his strong finishes, pulled out 
ahead of the North Sider and won by 
about seven yards. 

South Side’s half-mile relay got a 
tough break when their first and sec- 
ond men fumbled the baton. At this 
point, North Side was behind by about 
three yards and was enabled to gain 
nearly forty yards on the Archers 
when the fumbled baton flipped over 
the fence. The Redskin team, com- 
posed of Biggs, Shannon, Bojinoff, 
and Cowan, was in no danger from 
that point on and the boys were able 
to coast in. At that, the time was 
fair and it is probable that the Red- 
skins would have won even though 
the Archers had remained in the race. 

Chuck Close of South Side set a 
very good mark in the shotput when 
he put it out a distance of 48 feet 
3 inches. Kay Short showed up much 
better in this, his second contest of 
the year. He put the shot about 44% 
feet which was good enough for a sec- 
ond place.

Mr. *fohn Mertes Seems To 


Be An Gaeal 


Business Teacher Rode Stage 
Coach, Train To And From 
School Every Day

“Country boy goes to city and 5 


makes good.” This might be said of 
many of North Side’s teachers and 
particularly so of Mr. John A. Mertes, 
business instructor. He lived in a lit- 
tle country town in Wisconsin which 
had but three hundred population. 
Since he was the oldest. boy in the 
family, all of the farm chores devolv- 
ed upon him. 

’ As the school in his home town in- 
cluded only the first nine grades, he 
was compelled to finish his secondary 
education in the high school at Hart- 
ford, Wisconsin. Every Monday 
morning he would ride the stage 
coach four miles to the railroad sta- 
tion. Then he would take a train nine 
miles to a town which was only eight 
miles from his home. Every Friday 
night he had to return the same way 
and if the roads were bad, he was 
forced to walk the four miles to his 
home. 

During his youth, he worked as a 
lineman, a butcher, a laborer in an 
automobile factory, and a chauffeur 
for a traveling man. When he was 
twenty-one, he was inducted into the 
army and sent to Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. For two months as part of his 
army training, he studied in the 
Sweeney Auto School learning to. be 
a mechanic. Despite the changes and 
improvements which have been made 
in automobiles, Mr. Mertes claims 
that he “can still take a car apart and 
put it back together and guarantees 
that it will run.” 

He has always been interested in 
mechanical things, and has “tinkered 
around a lot with automobile and 
airplane motors.” From Kansas City 
he was transferred to Camp John- 
ston, Florida. During the time that 
he was here, the armistice was signed. 
Shortly after this he suffered a bro- 
ken leg in a fall and was confined to 
a hospital bed for a long time. During 
the weeks he spent in bed, he worked 
on a bookkeeping course. Later he re- 
ceived a disability discharge from the 
army. 

He was then sent by the Federal 
Bureau for Vocational Rehabilitation 
to the Whitewater State Teachers 
College in Wisconsin for a year’s 
business course. When he changed his 
objective and decided to become a 
teacher, he was awarded two more 
years college education. He had not 
even as yet thought of being a teach- 
er, but when the head of the commer- 
cial department at the college sug- 
gested it, he decided that it was a 
good idea, and so he began to train 
for a profession as a teacher. 

He spent several summers studying 
at the Indiana State Teacher’s Col- 
lege and from there he received his 
bachelor of science degree. He has 
taught at three high schools, Bosse of 
Evansville, Roosevelt in East Chicago 
and North Side, which he claims is 
by far the finest. Mr. Mertes has 
taught at North Side for twelve and 
one-half years and is credited with 
having started the used book store. 
He has also now been placed in 
charge of the rental book system. Be- 
sides teaching business, he has also 
had some practical experience in this 
field. He once owned and operated a 
meat market, he has worked in a 
bank, operated as receiver of business 
failures, and now spends his summers 
working as bookkeeper at Lake Wa- 
wasee. 

Mr. Mertes greatly enjoys hunting 
and fishing. He says that since he has 
never caught any big fish he can tell 
no fish stories. Unlike many teachers 
at North Side, he has not done exten- 
sive traveling. On the whole his life 
story is the story of any hard-work- 
ing American citizen.

Redskins Defeat 
Garrett Thinlies

North Siders Take Eleven 
Firsts, Including Both 
Relays 








The North Side Redskin thinlies, 
state indoor champions, and one of 
the leading teams in the state in out- 
door competition, paced the Garrett 
Railroaders for their third consecu- 
tive outdoor victory here last Tues- 
day evening, 88 to 29.

Girl Finds Coin Collecting 
cA Very Interesting Hobby

“At least, she’s never broke,” 
Suzanne Buckner collected coins. 


I thought when someone told me 
Upon further probing about this 


unusual hobby I discovered that it is fascinating and easily be- 


comes a habit. 

About two years ago a friend of 
Suzy’s mother gave Sue a coin board 
and a few coins with which to begin 
her collection. Since then those few 
coins have become a part of a collec- 
tion numbering over 150, which is 
worth about $50. 

Perhaps you’re wondering what a 
coin board is. Sue told me that it is a 
sheet of card board eleven inches by 
fourteen inches, covered with felt 
cloth which has little pockets in it for 
the coins. There is a board for each 
type of coin with the date that it was 
first made and the date of the last coin 
in that series. Underneath each pocket 
is a date. The coin that corresponds 
to that date is inserted into the pocket. 

Sue collects Lincoln head pennies 
which were first made in 1909 and are 
still being coined, Washington head 
quarters, first made in 1932, and Mer- 
cury head dimes first coined in 1916. 
Of the coins that are now being 
made, Suzy collects Indian head pen- 
nies (1856-1909); Buffalo nickels 
(1913-1938); Morgan quarters (1892- 
1905); Liberty standing quarters 
(1916-1930); and Morgan dimes (1892- 
1916.) 

There are a few coins that collec- 
tors would give almost anything to 
have. A 1913 Liberty head nickel is 
one of these. There were only six 
coined and there are no more than five 
in circulation if there are that many. 
There were only 24 Morgan head 


dimes coined in the year 1894 at the 
San Francisco mint. If any of you find 
an 1856 Indian head penny see Suzy 
and I’m sure you can get rid of it. 

There are only three mints in the 
United States that coin money—Phila- 
delphia, Denver, and San Francisco. 
Some of the old quarters say New 
Orleans on them but there is no longer 
a mint there. 

Coin collectors are rather scarce in 
Fort Wayne; therefore Suzy does most 
of her trading with friends out of the 
city. Her cousins buy and sell with 


Sue. 


One night some friends came over 
to play bridge with Dr. and Mrs. 
Buckner. It so happened that the man 
was a coin collector and he and Suzy 
became so interested in coins that 
there was no bridge played that eve- 
ning. 

Sue is afraid that people think she 
is a little strange when she scruti- 
nizes every coin in her purse before 
handing it over the counter. That is 
just one of the inconveniences of being 
a coin collector, she says. 

Only ten more Lincoln head pen- 
nies are needed to fill her board; then 
she can frame it and hang it on her 
wall. Don’t ever think that you can 
charge exhorbitant prices for a coin 
though, because the motto of all coin 
collectors is “Never pay more than the 
face value for any coin unless it is 
very rare.”

Grobey of Muncie Central set 
a new Muncie Relay record of 4:35.0, 
last week. However, North Side’s 
lanky harrier has not been forced to 
do his utmost in any of the former 
meets, and has run several of the dis- 
tances around 4:38, though he was not 
under pressure when he did so. 

Unless he has a bad day tomorrow, 
Tom Brown appears to have an excel- 
lent chance to cop top honors in the 
high jump. He is, without a doubt, the 
best high jumper in the state, but 
whether or not he will be up to par re- 
mains to be seen. 

Coach Chambers expects to try a 
new 
lay comprised of Dick Biggs, Bob 
Douglass, Mike Bojinoff or Freemon 
Longardner, and Di Shannon. In 
thus changing this set-up, he will be 
permitted to enter Cowan in the 
broad jump, where he will have a 
good chance to take first or second. 
Since this is a big meet, no boys shall 
be allowed to enter more than three 
events. 

One strange thing about this par- 
ticular meet is that relays count only 
five points, the same as the individual 
races. In almost all other meets, the 
winning relay receives ten marks. 
Since this will be the case, one good 
man will probably be able to get as 
many or more points in two individual 
events as eight men could get in two 
relays. This will eliminate the worry 
of trying to pick out the best men for 
a relay because of the increased num- | 
ber of points. 

Taking the fact that all the afore- 
mentioned athletes will be present, 
along with the knowledge that some 
of the boys who have been hitherto 
unknown will doubtless show up at 
their best tomorrow, the Chambers-

To Lead Twenty-Team 
Field 
Cowan Paces Pack With 
Five Wins; Bojinoff Sec- 
ond With Three 


Setting five new: marks, North 
Side’s record breaking Redskins 
copped their eighth consecutive vic- 
tory and their second relays triumph 
by piling up 72 points to pull ‘away 
from a field of 20 other schools at the 
Southport Relays last Saturday after- 
noon. 

The Chambersmen were again led 
by Bob Cowan, who competed in five 
winning events, and Mike Bojinoff, 
who ran in three. In displacing last 
year’s champions, Tech of Indianap- 
olis, the North Siders brought home 
nearly $100 worth of medals and 
trophies: Twenty-six medals were re- 
ceived by the Redskins, 24 of which 
were for first places. All five of 
North Side’s relays were awarded 
first place cups and trophies. 

To begin the meet, the 100-yard 
dash eliminations were run off. Two 
entries were permitted each school 
and both of the Redskin dashmen, 
Bob Cowan and Dick Shannon, placed 
first in their respective races. Mike 
Bojinoff was the only Northern hurd- 
ler entered in the high sticks and he 
garnered a first in his preliminary 
race. Dave Saylor was entered in 
the mile run and looked pretty good 
in capturing second position. 

The first relay of the day was run 
off in the form of the shuttle relay. 
This relay is made up of four low 
hurdlers running over a string of 
hurdles 100 yards in length. Two 
boys are stationed at each end of the 
distance. The starting man runs his 
string of hurdles and taps the second 
man on the back as he passes him. 
This tap serves as a starter for the 
second hurdler who runs his string 
and in turn taps the third man to 
start him, etc. The relay team was 
made up of Al Fraser, Bob Cowan, 
Freemon Longardner, and Mike Bo- 
jinoff. These boys easily won their 
elimination heat by about twenty 
yards, 

Dick Biggs, Dick Shannon, Mike 
Bojinoff, and Bob Cowan formed the 
combination that broke the half-mile 
relay record. This quartet sped the 
distance in 1:34.5, about 2 seconds 
better than the former mark. 

The finals of the 100-yard dash was 
run and Bob Cowan set a new South- 
port record when he clicked the watch 
at 10.3. Dick Shannon took over 
fourth position for the Redskins. In- 
cidentally, Cowan took just one jump 
to set a new broad jump record of 
20 feet, 7 inches. a 

Mike Bojinoff had tough luck in the 
finals of the high hurdles when he 
was given the softest lane to run on. 
Mike couldn’t seem to get his footing 
on the soft cinders and knocked over 
two hurdles, He probably could have 
set a new record had he had a decent 
lane but as it was he ran the string 
in the excellent time of 16.1. 

The Redskins could probably have 
set a record in the medley relay (220, 
440, 880, mile) if they had been given 
any competition whatsoever, but as it 
was, Bob Herber, the anchor man, 
had a lead of about twenty yards to 
begin with and had no difficulty in- 
creasing it to over thirty to win in a 
breéze. The boys ran in this order: 
Dick Biggs in the 220, Jim Hinga in 
the 440, Ash Hawk ran the half-mile, 
and Herber finished up. 

The “special event” of the after- 
noon was the freshman half-mile re- 
lay which one of the Indianapolis 
teams was favored to win. The North 
Side boys proved to be record-setters 
though when they set a new fresh- 
man mark of 1:42.6. Ash Hawk 
started this event and was even with 
the others when he handed the baton 
to Frank Staley. Staley held his own 
and was faced with one of the most 
frequent problems of a trackman. 
His man was in the outside lane and 
to get to him he had to either lose 
ground and go behind®one of his ri- 
vals or make the boy go behind him. 
Young Staley handled his end like a 
veteran by paying no attention to the 
other runner and cutting straight 
through to the third man, Lemmel. 
Lemme! lost a little ground due to the 
fact that he was in the outside lane 
and had to run out of his way to get 
to Freemon Longardner, the anchor 
man. It was Longardner who really 
put the race on ice for the Redskins. 
Running a beautiful race, he made up 
the lost yardage and came in 10 yards 
ahead of his nearest competitor. 

The final race of the shuttle relay 
was the next on the list. Al Fraser 
got off to a flying start and gave Bob 
Cowan about a yard lead on their 
nearest rival. Cowan had increased 
the lead to nearly five when he sent 
Longardner on his way. Freemon, 
obviously tired from the previous 880 
relay, faltered when he lost his step 
on the way to the first hurdle. He 
was forced to nearly stop before 
finally gaining the proper form and 
though this lost several yards, was

On Thursday morning, having taken 
my father to work, mother, sis, and I 
started out to my grandmother's 
home at Monroeville. This school, the 
Jefferson Township school, is situated 
about half way between Fort Wayne 
and Monroeville.

At the end of the room as one en- 
ters, are lockers, where everything 
including books, wraps, and anything 
else which the children may bring to 
school, such as baseballs, bats, kites, 
and so forth are kept.

Fate Plays Important Role 
In Life Of Miss Gertrude Zook 





Teacher Loves To Travel, Has 
Been In Europe, Canada, All 
Around In U. §S, 





Effervescent vitality and an amaz- 
ing ability to accomplish things are 
two epithets which might well be 
credited to this member of the faculty, 


Miss Gertrude Zook, art instructor. | 


She is such a tiny bit of a thing that 
one wonders how she can accomplish 
all that she does. Her lack of stature 
has been both a liability and an asset 
all her life. 

As she was the only small member 
in a family of three boys and two 
girls, she was plagued with the name 
“Midget.” Her size also enabled her 
to take the part of a small child in 
amateur productions of the commun- 
ity of Valparaiso, played in the opera 
house or a church, 

It seems that every time something 
exciting was about to happen to her, 
Fate would step in in the form of ill- 
ness to precent it. Once during her 
early childhood, which she spent in 
Valparaiso, she was asked to take 
part in a production at College Hill, 
which is now Valparaiso University. 
However, she was prevented from 
making this appearance by a sore 
throat. Another time, when she re- 
ceived her first invitation to a party, 
Fate again prevented her from at- 
tending it. 

This time scarlet fever was the 
villain. During her confinement, how- 
ever, she learned who Santa Claus 
really was, for the hiding of Christ- 
mas gifts could not long be concealed 
from the inquisitive little girl. 

Another oddity about Miss Zook, 
besides her size, is the fact that she 
was not named until she started to 
school. During her infancy, each of 
her aunts promised her mother gifts 
if she would name her daughter after 
ker. Mrs. Zook finally narrowed the 
list down to two names, Gertrude and 
Amanda. As she was unable to decide 
which name she preferred, she de- 
cided to leave it up to her daughter. 

When Miss Zook entered school, she 
chose to be called Gertrude and con- 
sequently Amanda became her middle 
name. Up until the time of her choice, 
after, and even to this time, Miss 
Zook was called “Lula”. This name 
was bestowed on her by her brother 
who could not distinctly pronounce 
her name. 

When the Zook family moved to 
Fort Wayne, the teachers in Hoagland 
School could not decide where to place 
this little girl. She seemed to have so 
much more knowledge than the aver- 
age student that they could not decide 
in which grade she belonged. She fi- 
nally ended up, skipping many grades. 
Her unusual knowledge was due prob- 
ably to the fact that she had gained 
a much more diversified education in 
Valparaiso than could be obtained 
here and also because she had read 
so extensively in her father’s library. 

When she entered the old Fort 
Wayne High School, she had just 
turned thirteen! 

After her graduation from high 
school, Miss Zook, because of her ex- 
treme youth, remained at home a 
year. While here, she studied at the 
Fort Wayne Normal. She gained her 
first experience as a teacher by sub- 
stituting for her sister, who was a 
teacher at Adams school. Her first 
real position was as a general assist- 
ant at the Nebraska School. 

Here every day she would line up 
sixty-four children to take physical 
education. While this group were so 
employed she would teach reading to 
another group of students seated on 
the stairs. / 

Later she taught at the Miner 
School. While she was here, she was 
asked if she would not like to study 
art, for her artistic ability had been 
noted in that she had decorated all of 
the blackboards in the school. For the 
next three summers, she studied art 
at Northwestern. During this time 
she taught at the Miner and Bloom- 
ingdale Schools. 

Later she attended Columbia Unt-

versity, where she attained her bache- 
lor of arts degree. For a while after 
this, she taught at Hoagland School. 
Later she returned to Columbia Uni- 
versity and acquired her master of 
arts degree. 

. After this, she began teaching at 
North Side. During the time that she 
has been teaching here, Miss Zook has 
spent two summers studying at the 
Art Institute in Chicago. 

Miss Zook’s father was employed 
by a railroad. Perhaps that is why she 
has been so severely bitten by the 
travel bug. She has an ardent love for 
travel and has done a great deal of it. 
Her earliest trips, as she remembers 
them, were to Chicago, which was 
about forty miles from Valparaiso. 

Upon her graduation from high 
school, she received twenty-five dol- 
lars from her father.

100-Yard Dash, Bojin- 
off Wins Hurdles 








North Side’s scalp collecting Red- 
skins continued their win streak last 
Saturday when they tucked away 
their tenth consecutive victory by 
copping the toughest meet of the year, 
the Kokomo Relays, with a total of 
39% points to Hammond’s 37. South 
Side placed third with 29 markers, 
and Central tied for tenth with five. 

The Chambersmen were once more 
paced by Bob Cowan, senior star, and 
Mike Bojinoff, crack junior hurdler. 
Cowan ran the fastest time of the 
year and sprinted the best race of his 
career when he stopped the watch at 
10.1 in the 100-yard dash. Bob also 
placed second in the finals of the 200- 
yard low hurdles, and leaped well over 
21 feet to take third in the’ broad 
jump. 

Bojinoff placed first in his elimina- 
tion race of the low hurdles, along 
with Cowan who won his heat. A 
few minutes later, Mike equaled the 
relays record by running a 23.4 in 
the finals of that event. Both he and 
Cowan have the fastest times of the 
1941 season chalked up in the lows.

Going after their twelfth straight 
victory, North Side’s heavy scoring 
tracksters make their first appear- 
ance in the tough NIC competition 
tomorrow at East Chicago.

Dick Biggs and Al Fraser have 
been looking good in the broad jump 
and may be able to take places. Kay 
Short got off his best heave of the 
season in the meet against Kokomo 
last Tuesday when he put the shot 
46 feet. If he can do. this well to- 
morrow, he should be a contender for 
third or fourth place, or even better. 

Hammond has one sure first place 
and that will be in the broad jump 
with Chase Edwards being the tough- 
est in the state. One other possibility 
will be in the pole vault. One of their 
boys tied for first with Carr of Hor- 
ace Mann, and may be able to repeat. 

Of course, there’s always that 
chance of an upset, but with all their 
power and experience, the Redskins 
should bring back another winning 
trophy to be placed along side their 
fast growing collection. 
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The Kokomo Relays are over, and 
the Red and White really carried their 
colors high.

Mrs. Charles Houser “Makes 
Mexican Collection A Hobby 





To go to a foreign country and bring back a collection that is 


truly typical of that country is 


a difficult task because so many 


things are made solely to attract the tourist. Mrs. Charles Houser 
has succeeded very well in obtaining a collection typical of Mexico. 


In her collection, which was shown 


recently at a Helicon meeting, is There were laquered plates 


reflected the dress of the people. There 
is a serape, which is a kind of rug 
with a hole in the middle, that she 
bought right off a small Mexican 
boy’s back. It has a background the 
color of natural wool, with an orange 
and black design. A gray, rather 
heavy sombrero, ornamented with 
beads shows what headgear the Mexi- 
can man wears. 


In a white muslin blouse smocked 
in black, Mrs. Houser counted seventy 
small tucks to the inch in the smock- 
ing. There was also a blouse embroi- 
dered with large red flowers. The de- 
sign in the belt that a Mexican girl 
wears tells the locality in which she 
lives. There were two belts of this 
kind in the collection, Beside these 
articles of apparel, she has two dolls, 
a boy and a girl, dressed as Mexican 
boys and girls dress. 

Mrs. Houser’s collection also tells 
of the work of the Mexican people. 
There were baskets made by the bas- 
ket weavers, woven out of fine fibers 
as well as the cheaper fibers. There 
were baskets of conservative design 
and baskets of full color. Bracelets 
were also displayed as samples of the 
work of the weavers.

chairs made by wood carvers. The 
seats of the chairs are made of straw 
by the youngest children. The wood 
of the chair is not planed, but is mere- 
ly whittled down and painted. If a 
wood carver is very clever, he can 
make ornate chessmen as those in 
Mrs. Houser’s collection. 

Shoemakers fashion shoes of all 
kinds made from fibers similar to 
straw. In the collection were one pair 
of men’s shoes and several pairs of 
women’s shoes. 

A beater for hot chocolate was most 
interesting. It was carved from just 
one piece of wood, and was made so 
that rings of wood could go up and 
down one central piece of wood. The 
motion of the rings makes the froth 
on the chocolate. 

When the Mexican man works at 
night, he uses a lamp like the one in 
the collection. It is made of a Camp- 
bell’s soup can, and a Coca-Cola bottle 
top. Tin cans are very precious in 
Mexico for they have few canned 
foods. 

And so by not going merely into 
the curio shops, but by investigating 
the work and play of Mexico, Mrs. 
Houser has come back with a most in- 
teresting and informative collection.

Mr. Dodane’s Midwest School of 
Commercial Art believes in intensive 
training of the talented student who 
passes the first two weeks of prelim- 
inary teaching and wishes to special- 
ize in one phase of commercial art.

Redskins Paced By Cowan, 
Bojinoff, Hawk In Their 
Twelfth Victory 








Paced by Bob Cowan, Mike Boji- 
noff and Ash Hawk, North Side’s 
first appearance in NIC competition 
was an impressive one, as they cap- 
tured nine first places, two seconds, 
two thirds, and a fourth to score 
683-5 points and displace the for- 
mer champions, Hammond, who end- 
ed up with a total of 50 marks, just 
two ahead of Horace Mann of Gary. 
The occasion marked the Redskins’ 
twelfth consecutive victory in twelve 
starts. 

Bob Cowan, in equaling the century 
record and breaking those in the 220 
and quarter-mile, set the best times 
made throughout the state this sea- 
son. Bob sprinted the 100-yard dash 
in 10 seconds flat, the best time of 
his four year career, in his semi- 
final heat. Cowan’s record in the 220 
was also made in a semi-final run, 
when he ran that distance in the ex- 
ceptional time of 21.6. Bob beat the 
former quarter time by 3-10 of a sec- 
ond by striding the horseshoe shaped 
track in 51.1 to win easily. 

Mike Bojinoff won his preliminary 
hurdle races easily and came with- 
in 1-10 of a second of tying the low 
hurdle record, although he just trot- 
ted across the finish line. However, 
he cracked his knee on one of the 
hurdles in another race and couldn’t 
break any records in the finals of 
these events. Still he ran the highs 
in 15.8 and the lows in 23.7 in the 
final races, both of which are good 
times. Mike also ran on the second- 
place half-mile relay team. 

Kay Short had the honor of being 
the first Redskin to score in NIC com- 
petition. Short put the shot around 
the 45-foot mark, which was good 
enough for a third place and three 
points. At this point, the Hammond 
squad was ahead with a score of 15 
to 3 by virtue of a first and third in 
the broad jump and a first and a 
fourth in the shot. 

The Chambersmen took charge of 
the situation though, when Cowan 
and Bojinoff captured four firsts in 
rapid succession to raise the score to 
23 to 20 in North Side’s favor. Ham- 
mond took second in the 220 and fifth 
in the low hurdles. 

Jim Hinga learned something new 
about running the 440 when he found 
himself boxed in on three different 
occasions. (“Boxed in” refers to sev- 
eral men apparently teaming togeth- 
er and running at strategic points 
around a more powerful man, so that 
he can do nothing but keep his posi- 
tion.) Jim was in about fourth or 
fifth place when the time came for 
his final stretch drive. He had been 
boxed once before but had gotten out 
of it, and now he moved up again 
but was hemmed in for the third 
time. This time Hinga seemed to get 
desperate and apparently was going 
to get out regardless of what hap- 
pened. He did so, and bowled over 
two of his would-be conquerers but 
didn’t have sufficient time to pass the 
first man. However, he did wind up 
with a close second. 

Cowan followed up Hinga’s second 
with his record-breaking run which 
was the end of his competition for 
the day, since no man could run in 
more than three events. The score 
now stood with the Red leading 32 to 
25. 

Prior to the mile runs, Coach 
Chambers had told Bob Herber and 
Ash Hawk to take it easy if they 
were ahead in case they were to run 
the half-mile. Herber was the first 
harrier to carry the Redskin colors 
and had it very easy as was indicat- 
ed by the time of 4:44.0, which is 
rather slow for Herber. Bob won eas- 
ily by about forty yards. Hawk also 
had «it rather easy in his race. Ash 
followed the leaders until the last lap 
where he easily outdistanced the rest 
of the field. He finished with a 4:45.5, 
quite a contrast to the first mile he 
ran about three weeks ago, a 4:34.6. 
‘These two wins added ten more points 
to the North Side total, while Ham- 
mond was able to garner only one 
mark. ! 

The quarter-mile came next and 
was followed by the half-mile. Hawk 
complained of not feeling very well 
but decided to run any how. Exactly 
2:04.8 after the race had started Ash 
romped home with his second win of 
the meet. Dave Saylor was the other 
entry for the North Siders and added 
three more points to the Red total. 
Hammond scored only two points in 
this event. 

The next-to-the-last running event 
was the mile relay. The winning Red- 
skin quartet was made up of Bill Hel- 
Jer, Freemon Longardner, Jim Snook 
and Jim Hinga. Heller led off for the 
North Siders and was in second place 
when he handed the baton to Long- 
ardner. Longardner was about 15 
yards behind with nearly 50 yards 
remaining in his run when he put on

All of the 
boys did as expected, and the Fort 
Wayne boys had a grand total of 
68.6 points.

Plan Traffic 
Safety Drive 


Program To Be Directed By| 
Mayor Baals, Merle J. Ab- 
bett, Custer Dunifon 


Novel Idea Submitted At 
First Meeting; 850 Stt- 
dents To Participate 











Plans for a traffic safety campaign, 
to be held during the months of May 
and June, are being completed by 
Lieut. Custer Dunifon, representa- 
tives of Fort Wayne high schools, 
Superintendent Merle J. Abbett, and 
Mayor Harry W. Baals, North Side 
was represented by Mr. Milton H. 
Northrop, John Rousseau, and Sheila 
Schomp. 

At the first meeting Thursday, May 
8, Lieutenant Custer Dunifon sub- 
mitted a novel idea in which approxi- 
mately 850 high school students will 
participate. Each student will be ex- 
pected to call about eighty citizens 
and remind them of the safety contest 


which Fort Wayne entered with South; 


Bend, Gary, and Evansville, on May 
1. The purpose of the call is to urge 
them to be careful. Central, South 
Side, North Side, Concordia, and Cen- 
tral Catholic will compete in the tele- 
phone solicitation. 

Mayor Baals commended the traf- 
fic department for its fine work in 
the past. He said all the cities en- 
tered in the contest were on an equal 
basis, as yet, because they did not 
have any fatalities. 

Lieut. Dunifon stated that from 
1935 to 1941 the personnel in the 
traffic division had been increased 
from one officer to twenty-three. He 
also said that in one year three to 
six children are killed, and 125 to 175 
children injured. In 1940 fifty-four 
children were injured but none killed. 
This year twenty-three have been in- 
jured and none killed. He stressed 
earefulness at all times and said he 
expects the cooperation of principals, 
teachers, and children. 

The chief concern of the traffic de- 
partment is the motorist. More than 
8,110 people have been killed by care- 
less driving this year alone. 

Mr. James T. White, city traffic en- 
gineer, criticized people between the 
ages of seventeen and twenty. He 
said more than 11 per cent of the 
drivers involved in all types of traf- 
fic accidents last year were between 
those ages. 

The Rev. John Frawley, from Cen- 
tral Catholic, said they organized a 
safety class at their school. He felt 
if a pupil knew more of the danger 
of carelessness in driving and walk- 
ing, they would be less apt to be- 
come involved in accidents. They con- 
duct an observation tour twice a year 
to see what car owners and pe- 
destrians are doing wrong. 

Mr. Charles B. Bowen, chairman of 
the board of safety; Mr. George 
Waldrop, director of the safety com- 
mittee in city utilities, and Mr. Eldon 
Campbell, Westinghouse radio studio, 
stressed their willingness to be of 
assistance to the traffic department.

These scholarships lead to careers 
as military or commercial pilots, 
radio experts, aerial navigators, 
aeronautical engineers, photograph- 
ers, weather forecasters, or allied 
specialists.

Will Prohibit 
National Meets 


Students Will Not Be Allow- 
ed To Travel Out Of State 
i For Tourneys 








Limitations Affect Speech, 
Music, Journalism Par- 
ticipants 





North Side High School students 
will not be permitted, in the future, 
to participate in any national contest 
which involves the travel of the stu- 
dent, or in district, state, or inter- 
state contests without the approval of 
the state committee. All contests, ex- 
cept athletic events, in which there are 
more than two schools involved, must 
be approved by the Indiana State 
Committee of the North Central As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 

In the past, various groups of 
North Side students have been per- 
mitted to enter contests in which they 
pare traveled to numerous cities 

oughout the country. This new 

i will affect speech students and 

~ x Cappella Choir members who have 
entered national contests in previous 
years. These students will not be per- 
mitted to enter any national contests 
or other contests which will involve 
traveling, except with the approval 
of the State Committee. The Indiana 
Committee has met and voted against 
out-of-state contests but has not act- 
ed on state contests as yet. 

The A Cappella Choir was entered 
in a national choir contest in St. 
Louis, Missouri, about two years ago. 
This was a contest which involved the 
traveling of this choir and also the 
entry of more than two schools. The 
objectives of this new ruling will pre- 
vent such a trip as this. Numerous 
speech contests in which North Side 
students have taken part will in the 
future be ruled illegal, unless the 
State Committee sanctions such ac- 
tion. 

~~ Journalism iitionad contests prob- 
ably will not be affected as the papers 
are mailed in and student travel is 
not invelved. ° 

The purpose of the North Central 
Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools is to bring about a better 
acquaintance, to consider common ed- 
ucational problems, and to promote 
the physical, intellectual, and moral 
well -being of students. This organiza- 
tion in the past has allowed such trips 
as have been designated, but in the 
future such educational trips will 
have to meet their approval.

In regaining their crown, the 
Chambersmen qualified ten active 
men along with two alternates for the 
mile relay.

Although a stiff wind blew over the 
field during the meet, five new marks 
were chalked up and another equalled. 
Ash Hawk featured the meet by cap- 
turing the mile run in the sensational 
time of 4:28.9 and followed that ex- 
hibition by taking second in the half- 
mile with an unofficial time of 1:58.0. 

One of the city writers stated that 
Gus Feistkorn proved himself one of 
the best half-milers this state has 
ever seen because he broke the for- 
stional record by clocking a 

5 However, he seemed to over- 
look the fact that Hawk, only a fresh- 
man, had already broken the mile 
record by a full second and was only 
one short stride behind the South- 
erner when they crossed the finish 
line. Had he been in no other com- 
petition, Hawk could probably have 
run a full second better. In winning 
the mile, Ash broke his own frosh 
record of 4:34.6 established about one 
month ago. 

Mike Bojinoff accounted for an- 
other of the Redskin records by skim- 
ming over the low barriers in 23.4 to 
break the former mark of 23.9 made 
by Ray Flickinger, North Side, in 
1939. The last mark erased by the| 
Chambersmen was that of 3:26.9 in 
the mile relay, set by North Side’s 
Gooley, Heiber, Archer, and Cowan 
last year. This year’s mark of 3:26, 
set by Dave Saylor, Jim Snook, Jim 
Hinga, and Bob Cowan, is the best 
ever made in Indiana. The Red now 
have the first and second fastest mile 
relay times chalked up by any prep 
team in this state. Last year, Cowan 
was unofficially timed in 48.9 and this 
year his time was 49.0. 

The other two records were marked 
up by two Archers, Feistkorn in the 
half and Close in the shot. Feist- 
korn’s 1:57.9 beat the former record 
five years ago and Close’s put of 49 
feet, 10% inches outdistanced the for- 
mer record of 48 feet, 8 inches set by 
Hire of North Side in 1933. 

In the high hurdles, the first event 
of the afternoon, Mike Bojinoff won 
his preliminary heat easily as did 
Freemon Longardner in his race. 
Longardner pulled a surprise in the 
finals by leadfng the field to the last

apolis. They will have gone through 
an entire season without dropping a 
single big meet, plus hanging up an 
undefeated record, No other team has 


ever been able to achieve that perfec-| . 


tion, so the Redskins have a double 
purpose in attempting to cinch the 
state crown tomorrow. 

During the Sectionals, the Cham- 
bersmen qualified ten men, including 
the mile relay. Bob Cowan, Ash Hawk, 
and Mike Bojinoff should be able to 
mark, up at least 25 points among 
them ,and totaling those points up 
with the marks that should be garner- 
ed by the remainder of the squad, the 
title should be in the Redskins’ hands 
by the time the meet is over. 

Looking over some of the other sup- 
posedly powerful squads, we find that 
Hammond has lost some of their pres- 
tige with the ineligibility of Chase Ed- 
wards, the state’s best broad jumper 
and Hammond’s mainstay on the half- 
mile relay. This loss took about fifteen 
points off their tentative total at 
State. 

Froebel of Gary, last year’s cham- 
pion, qualified two men and one relay 
so they are practically eliminated 
from the race. Horace Mann of Gary 
qualified seven men in nine events, 
but was able to come through with a 
relay so they, too, are rather unstable. 
This scribe picks South Side for run- 
nerup position, although Tech of In- 
dianapolis is favored. The Archers 
qualified seven men in_ individual 
events and the half-mile relay thereby 
making them a very definite threat. 

For the first time this season, 
Coach Chambers appears rather wor- 
ried as to the final outcome tomorrow. 
As he told the tracksters in a meeting 
held last Tuesday, many boys are just 
reaching their peaks throughout the 
state and are sure to score some up- 
sets. He cited the example of North 
Side’s Mike Bojinoff who was not even 
heard of last year but who defeated 
some of the state’s best hurdlers even 
though he didn’t place in the finals. 
He also stated that the Redskins must 
be in top form to come back to Fort 
Wayne with the winning trophy. 

Several outstanding marks were 
turned in during the Fort Wayne Sec- 
tional. Probably the most outstanding 
individual mark was that hung up by 
South Side’s Gus Feistkorn in the 
half-mile run. Feistkorn equalled the 
state record when he clocked a time 
1:57.9. Ash Hawk, next in line, was 
timed as second best of the state in 
running a 1:58.0. The first four men 
set times better than the others set 
up throughout the state. The next best 
time was that of 2:00.5 made by Fra- 
ley of Hammond Clark. 

Hawk ran his mile over nine sec- 
onds better than any other harrier in 
the sectional meet chalking up a 
4:28.9, the best of the season. Rod- 
ney Grobey of Muncie Central had the 
second best time of 4:38.0. 

Mike Bojinoff’s 23.4 in the low hur- 
dles was second to the 23.2 turned in 
by Frees of Crawfordsville last Sat- 
urday. Mike has an injured knee which 
may hamper him in the State Meet 
tomorrow. Because he hit several of 
the high hurdles, his time was very 
slow as compared to those he has turn- 
ed in previously. His time was 16.1. 
North Side’s mile quartet greatly 
‘outshined any other times made in the 
same event. This team, made up of 
Dave Saylor, Jim Snook, Jim Hinga, 
and Bob Cowan, broke all existing 
xecords when they set a new Sectional 
and State record of 3:26.0. They 
should take a first at the State Meet, 
but whether they set a new official 
record depends on how tired Cowan is 
after running the 220 and 440-yard 
dashes. The next fastest times were 
well over 3:30.0. 

Tom Brown and Dick Kilpatrick of 
South Side were responsible for turn- 
ing in the best performance of 6 feet, 
1% inch last Saturday.

Mr. Everett L. ennington 
Has Gnteresting Life History

Teacher Joins Army During His 
Junior Year In 
College

“At a very early age I entered this 
world at Spiceland, Indiana”. Thus 
Mr. Everett L. Pennington, mathe- 
matics instructor, began his life story. 
He continued, “I attended both gram- 
mar and high schools at Spiceland. 
The high school was then called the 
Spiceland Academy and was much the 
same as it was when founded by the 
Quakers.” 

It was in this same high school, 
but several years later, that one of 
Mr. Pennington’s most embarrassing 
moments occured. It was after he had 
begun his teaching career and one of 
the students in his class happened to 
be the son of one of his former class- 
mates. 

It seems that Mr. Pennington and 
his classmate had engaged in some 
pranks during their youth and this 
student decided to tell the class obout 
one of these, much to the dismay of 
Mr. Pennington. 

This is the tale as Mr. Pennington 
related it to me: “One cold eeyning, 
my classmate and I decided to put the 
class flags on top of the school build- 
ing. Despite the sleet and consequent 
ice and hazardous climb, we succeed- 
ed in our endeavor. However, the next 
morning, tha principal seemed to 
know where to look for the guilty per- 
sons, for he called my classmate and 
I into his office, where we confessed 
our crime. 

“He decided. that since we had 
put the flags up there, we should be 
the ones to retrieve them. However, 
he wanted to make sure that neither 
of us would be injured in climbing 
about on the slippery roof, so he said 
that the one who went out onto the 
roof should wear a rope around his 
waist and that the other one should 
hold one end to prevent the first one’s 
falling. 

“But the principal failed to desig- 
nate where he wanted the one holding 
the rope to stand and so he remained 
on the ground. Luckily though, no mis- 
hap occurred.” 

As he lived in a small town, Mr. 
Pennington spent much of his youth 
rambling around in woods and hills, 
He worked part of the time in a 
window shade factory. He attended 
Earlham College every year or two, 
working between years to make up 
expenses. During his college days, he 
played football and also continued 
getting into mischief. Though his 
pranks were many, he could remember 
only one during the time I talked to 
him, and to quote him, “It stinks!” 

It happened during his sophomore 
year in college. The freshman class 
was having a party in the girls’ gym- 
nasium when several boys of the soph- 
omore class decided to be mean. (Mr. 
Pennington would not admit being a 
member of this group, but I have my 
ideas!) ~ 

This group of boys went out into 
the country and bought four skunks. 
After they had returned, they threw 
them over the transom into the girls’ 
gymnasium. Of course, there followed 
a huge cleaning bill. 

The fame of this episode seems to 
have lasted for several years, for it 
was said that one day, a street car, 
the conductor of which was partially 
asleep, ran over a skunk. As soon as 
the odor reached his nostrils, the con- 
ductor sang out, “Earlham College.” 

Mr. Pennington joined the army 
during his junior year in college. He 
became a member of the 309 Engin- 
eer’s Division at Camp Taylor, Louis- 
ville, Kentucky. He later attended the 
Officers Training School. He received 
a commission as second lieutenant at 
Waco, Texas. Here he trained re- 
placement troops. He, himself, landed 
in France the last part of September, 
1918, and become.a member of the 
92nd division. 

After the signing of the Armistice 
on November 11, Mr. Pennington re- 
mained abroad until February, 1919. 
When he returned he stayed at Camp 
Upton on Long Island, New York, 
until October. When he returned to 
Richmond to sign up for college once 
more, he met Lieutenant Collins, who 
is now teaching at DeVilbiss High 
School in Toledo, and he roomed with 
him. 

Mr. Pennington has continued his 
activities begun during the World 
War I, and today he is commander 
of the Jim Eby Post No. 857 of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars and cap- 
tain of infantry of the Indiana State 
Guard. He also acted as drum major 
of the Drum and Bugle Corps which 
won the state championship for three 
successive years. 

“Teaching school was the last thing 
on earth I wanted to do,” claimed Mr. 
Pennington. However, when he finish- 
ed college in the middle of the year, 
he was offered a position in a three- 
year high school in the hills of Vir- 
ginia. 

After completing the half-year, he 
was asked to accept a position teach- 
ing in the Spiceland High School. At 
first he taught history, because the 
coach taught mathematics. However, 
upon the acquisition of a new coach 
who taught history, he was transfer- 
red to teaching mathematics and has 
been engaged in such work ever since. 
He taught at Spiceland High School 


for six years and came to North Side . 


when it opened in 1927. Since he be- 
gan teaching he has acquired his mas- 
ter’s degree from Indiana University. 

For relaxation, Mr. Pennington 
read enormous stacks of detective 
stories. It has been said that all great 
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Everett ,L. Pennington 





men read detective stories to relax 
their mind and Mr. Pennington of- 
fers this as his alibi for his hobby. 

Mr. Pennington likes classes when 
pupils really want to work, but he 
says that he has little patience with 
students who go to school because 
they have nothing better to do. 

He suggests this word of advice to 
the underclassmen, “Begin today to 
make that record that you promised 
yourself to achieve, for it is today’s 
record which counts in the end.” 

Incidentally, Mr. Pennington says 
that he is sending his daughter, Betty, 
to Earlham College to build up a bet- 
ter reputation for the Pennington 
family, after all of his mischievous 
pranks.

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Maritime Service 
To Offer Coast 
_ Guard Training 





Applicants Must Be Ameri- 
can Citizens Between 
Ages Of 18 And 23 


United States Maritime Service is 
offering a special course of training 
with pay to fit young men fot coast 
guard work. ‘ 

To be eligible for enrollment in the 
Maritime Service, an applicant must 
be an American citizen between 
eighteen and twenty-three years of 
age and be without physical defects 
rendering him unsuited for life at 
sea. When the applicant enrolls, he 
must present acceptable proof of 
citizenship in the form of authentic 
birth certificate, certificate of natur- 
alization, or a notorized affidavit from 
two reputable citizens who know that 
he is an American citizen. Those ap- 
plicants who are under twenty-one 
must have the written consent of their 
parent or guardian on the form fur- 
nished for this purpose. 

Enrollment in the Maritime Service 
is for seven months as an apprenticed 
seaman at $21 a month, with the nec- 
essary transportation, clothing, and 
living accommodations provided by 
the government. Enrollees will not 
be in a military status, but a high 
standard of discipline will be main- 
tained. 

This course will include three 
months at a_ training station and 
three months aboard a training ship. 
Enrollees will be assigned “according 
to their preferences and to their ap- 
titudes as determined by instructors 
to training for one of three depart- 
ments aboard ship—deck, engineer, 
or steward.

Know Your Bicycle Rules 


Do you know what to do and what not to do while riding your 





bicycle? 


Many students who ride bicycles do not know all the 


laws which pertain to them. Riding another person on the handle- 
bars, clinging to vehicles, riding in a group, and carrying articles 


in hands are all violations of the state’ 
bicycle laws. Riding without an aud- 
ible signal or without a light are also 
violations. 

Here is a complete list of all the 
Indiana State Bicycle Laws and the 
“Don’ts” for bicycle riders: 

Effect Of Regulations 

Sec. 88. Effect of Regulations. (a) It 
is a misdemeanor for any person to 
do any act forbidden or fail to per- 
form any act required in this act or by 
any officer engaged in the lawful dis- 
charge of his official duties. 

(b) The parent of any child and 
the guardian of any ward shall not 
authorize or knowingly permit any 
such child or ward to violate any of 
the provisions of this act. 

(c) These regulations applicable 
to bicycles ‘shall apply whenever a bi- 
cycle is operated upon any highway or 
upon any path set aside for the exclu- 
sive use of bicycles, subject to those 
exceptions stated herein. 

Laws Applicable 

Sec. 89. Traffic Laws Apply to Per- 
sons Riding Bicycles. Every person 
riding a bicycle upon a roadway shall 
be subject to the provisions of this 
act applicable to the driver of a ve- 
hicle, except as to special regulations 
of this article, and except as to those 
provisions of this act which by their 
nature can haye no application. 

Bicycles—Riding 

Sec. 90. Riding on Bicycles. (a) A 
person propelling a bicycle shall not 
ride other than upon the permanent 
and regular seat attached thereto, nor 
carry any other person upon such bi- 
cycle otherwise than upon a firmly at- 
tached and regular seat thereon, nor 
shall any person ride upon a bicycle 
otherwise than as above stated. 

(b) No bicycle shall be used to car- 
ry more persons at one time than the 
number for which it is designed and 
equipped. 

Bicycles (Continued) 

Sec. 91, Clinging to Vehicles. Any 
person upon any bicycle, coaster, rol- 
ler skates or toy vehicle shall not at- 
tach the same or himself to any street 
car or vehicle upon a roadway. 

Bicycles (Continued) 

Sec. 92. Riding in a Group. Per- 
sons riding bicycles upon a roadway 
shall‘not ride more than two abreast 
except on paths or parts of roadways 
set aside for the exclusive use of bi- 
cycles, 

Bicycles (Continued) 

See. 98. Carrying Articles. No per- 
son riding a bicycle shall carry any 
package, bundle, or article which pre- 
vents the rider from keeping both 
hands upon the handle bars. 

‘ Bicycles (Continued) 

Sec. 94. Audible Signal. No per- 
son shall ride a bicycle unless it is 
equipped with a bell or other device 
capable of giving a signal audible for 
a distance of at least one hundred 
feet, except that no bicycle shall be 
equipped with, nor shall any person 
use upon a bicycle any siren or whis- 
tle. 

Bicycles (Continued) 
Sec. 95. Lamps on Bicycles. Every 





bicycle operated on a public highway 
from one-half hour after sunset until 
one-half hour before sunrise shall be 
equipped with a lamp on the front ex- 
hibiting a white light visible for a dis- 
tance of at least five hundred feet to 
the front and with a lamp on the read 
exhibiting a red light visible from a 
distance of five hundred feet to the 
rear; except that a red reflector meet- 
ing the requirements of this act may 
be used in lieu of a rear light. 
Bicycles (Continued) 

Sec. 95A. The operator of any bi- 
eyele upon any public highway shall 
observe each and all of the regulations 
and requirements of this act as these 
apply to the usage of the right lane of 
the highway in travel, the stoppage 
and proceeding in accord with traffic 
signals, and the utilization of pre- 
scribed manual signs for the guidance 
of other traffic. 

“Dont’s” For Bicycle Riders 

Don’t ride across sidewalk cross- 
walks when entering an alley if the 
pedestrian traffic is congested. It is 
much better to dismount and walk 
your wheel in such places to avoid 
confusion on your part as well as that 
of the pedestrians. 

Don’t park your bicycle against 
plate glass windows or near them, nor 
on the sidewalks, as it may fall while 
you are not there and cause property 
damage or injury to someone. 

Don’t kick at dogs that may bark at 
you while riding—You never know the 
nature of the animal and what it 
might do by being teased or provoked. 

Don’t take your mind off the respon- 
sibilities while riding—such as waving 
to a friend or paying attention to 
something that you could easily stop 
to observe. 

Don’t hitch on to trucks or any 
other moving vehicle. The danger in 
doing so is great and is not worth the 
chance. You may think of saving en- 
ergy but let me say at this point that 
there is nothing more healthy than to 
exercise in riding your bicycle. Fresh 
air—muscular improvement and good 
brain exercise when you give your 
undivided attention to riding the bi- 
cycle. 

Don’t ride at a fast pace near 
schools or places where children are 
at play. You may be sorry to have an 
accident involving one of the young- 
sters. 

Don’t ride your bicycle too close to 
trucks, busses or other vehicles where 
it will make it difficult for the driver 
to see you.

Red Speedsters Capture 34 
Points; South Side Is 
"Second With 21 


Bojinoff Takes Firsts In 
Both Hurdles; Cowan, 
First, Second | 


‘North Side turned in their four- 
teenth victory of the current season 
last Saturday at the Indianapolis 
Tech field when they scored 34 points 
on five firsts and one second to be- 
come the first Fort Wayne school to 
win the IHSAA State track title and 
the first team to ever go through an 
entire year without a single blemish. 

Although the Chambersmen did not 
score all the points that they expected 
to, they were thirteen points ahead of 
their nearest rival, South Side. The 
Archers scored 21 points, and in tak- 
ing second place, established Fort 
Wayne as the toughest track city in 
the state. Hammond and Washington 
of East Chicago tied for third with 
19 points, Tech of Indianapolis got 
18, Anderson and Bosse of Evansville 
took 17, and Horace Mann of Gary 
14. Last year’s champion, Froebel of 
Gary, was able to garner only 10 1/3 
points. Roger Neighborgall placed 
second in the century and first in the 
440-yard dash to give Garrett a total 
of 9 marks. = Wn i 

Mike Bojinoff, junior hurdler, was 
the spark plug for the Redskins as he 
skimmed both the high and low bar- 
riers in excellent times to win both 
races and become one of the two dou- 
ble winners of the meet. Grobey, of 
Muncie Central, won both the mile 
and half-mile runs. 

Bob Cowan was close behind Bo- 
jinoff in points when he proved him- 
self best in the furlong but lost a 
close decision to Pierson, Ben Davis’ 
great quarter-miler. Ash Hawk 
looked good in easily winning his mile 
run, but he complained of feeling ill 
and being unable to breathe properly 
and was forced to quit on the second 
lap of the half-mile. 

In the morning trials, the Redskins 
qualified Bojinoff in the high and low 
hurdles, Gowan in the 220, and Free- 
mon Longardner in the highs. Mike 

easily qualified in the highs with a 
time of 16.5. In the lows, he went just 














fast enough to take first and won 
with a time of about 24.0. Cowan ran 
just hard enough to qualify in the 
furlong. Longardner placed first in 
his qualifying heat with a time 
of 16.6. 

Tom Brown in the high jump, Kay 
Short in the shot put, and Al Fraser 
in the low hurdles were unable to 
qualify for the finals of their respec- 
tive events. Brown tried too hard in 
the high jump and went out at 5 
feet, 8 inches after needing three 
tries to make 5 feet, 6 inches. After 
putting around 47 and 48 feet in the 
shot during practice, Short could do 
no better than’45 feet in his final test. 
A little under 48 feet was the qualify- 
ing distance. Fraser hit several hur- 
dies and was not able to take the sec- 
ond necessary to qualify for the 
finals of the lows. 

Both the Fort Wayne entries in the 
100-yard dash, Neighborgall and Sit- 
ko, of Central, placed first in their 
trial heats. Sitko and Wuttke, of 
South Side, were not able to place in 
‘the broad jump but Close, of South 
Side, was good enough to enter the 
finals of the shot. Neither of the 
Summit City entries in the pole vault 
were able to go high enough to place 
in the finals. 

The first event of the afternoon 
was the 100-yard dash. In order 


to 
settle the dusty track, someone aa] 


watered the first 40 yards of the dis- 
tance so that it was very difficult to 
make good time. One lane had not 
been touched and that one belonged 
to Jerry Siegel, of Washington of 
~ East Chicago. It turned out that 
Siegel won with Neighborgall taking 
second and Sitko unable to place in 
the first five. 
Ash Hawk kept behind the leaders 
in his mile run for the first three and 
_ one-quarter laps and then put on an 
amazing burst of speed to win easily 
by about 20 yards. It was the first 
time in 21 years that a freshman has 
won a mile run at the State Meet. 
The present Purdue coach, Herman 
Phillips, duplicated this feat in 1920. 
Hawk has a good chance of setting an 
all-time record by winning the mile

Cowan’s second race of the after- 
noon came up in the form of the 
finals of the 220-yard dash. Because 
of a head wind, the time was not too 
close to the record of 21.6, It was a 
close race most of the way but Bob 
was ahead by about a yard at the 
finish tape. Even with the wind and 
a slow track, the time was 22.3. Parry, 
of South Side, came in about sixth, 
just out of the running. 

One of the.closest races of the meet 
was the 220-yard low hurdles in 
which Bojinoff and John Frees, of 
Crawfordsville, engaged in a thrilling 
dual all the way. Frees was given a 
good chance to upset Mike in the 
finals but the Redskin proved himself 
of the best calibre in defeating his 
rival by a scant few inches. Bojinoff 
hit the last hurdle or it wouldn’t have 
been quite as close. Mike’s time was 
23.8 which shows that he will be 
breaking records in this event also 
next year. 

Because of the slow track, the mile 
relay was about 6 seconds off the 
state record.

Last Saturday, unless no city track 
meet is scheduled, the state track meet 
brought an end to the high school car- 
eers of five North Side track stars. 
They are Bob Cowan, Tom Brown, Al 
Fraser, Bob Herber and Dick Shannon. 

When the basketball and football 
seasons ended, the majority of the first 
string players were lost by gradua- 
tion, but this is not so in track. The 
majority of the tracksters will return 
for further action next year. lt is 
safe to assume that the Redskins will 
bave a powerful track team in 1942 
and a potential state champion squad 
again. 

It goes almost without saying that 
Bob Cowan will be severely missed. 
However, with able thinlies stacked 
three deep in all events, replacements 
should be found. 

The following. are the events in 
which the number one spot will be 
kept vacant by Cowan’s graduation: 
The 100-yard dash, 220-yard dash, 
440-yard dash, broad jump, and anchor 
man on the mile or half-mile relay. 
Dick Shannon will be lost in the 100 
and 220-yard dashes and the half- 
mile relay. 

Junior Dick Biggs will probably be 
head man in a couple of these events. 
Biggs will probably continue to start 
the half-mile relay, run the 100 and 
220-yard dashes and participate in the 
broad jump. Dick has made an ex- 
cellent showing in these events this 
season and should indeed be a threat 
next year. 

Others who may participate in the 
short dashes are Freemon Longardner, 
Bob Douglass, Frank Staley, Herb

From these boys can be selected two 
to run with Mike Bojinoff and Biggs 
on the 880 quartet.

divided into several well defined 
groups. . 

In which of these categories do you 
belong? 


First, we have the ultra-scientific 
gardener.

Characteristic of her whole 
purpose in life was the statement she 
made but a few weeks ago when she 
invited her students to come and visit 
her this summer and said, “I don’t 
have a whole lot of money, but as long 
as I have a nickel, you can have part 
of it.’ Miss Howard was the type 
of person Lowell was undoubtedly 
thinking of when, in personification 
of our Lord, he wrote: 


“Who gives himself with his alms 
feeds three, 
Himself, his hungering neighbor, and 
Me.” 


Modelling her life after that of 
Lincoln, she was as humble, which is 
shown in her own words when she 
said, “I enjoy the creations of nature, 
good music, and reading material; 
but better than all these things, I 
like people—my few friends, my sis- 
ter (with whom I live), my brothers, 
and my two tiny nieces.” Her deep 
love for teaching English developed 
because at that work, she could make 
close contacts with people.

However, he has done no 
actual theater work. During the 
summer he greatly enjoys attending 
magician conventions, and he is a 
member of the Society of American 
Magicians, the Fort Wayne Magi- 
cians’ Club, and the Magician’s Guild. 
He is the youngest member in some 
of these clubs, and is the youngest 
professional magician in Indiana. 

Jim has seen front row perform- 
ances of such world famous magicians 
as Blackstone, Thurston, Will Rock, 
and Dante.

Teacher Attended Indiana U.; 
Has Had Some Exciting 
Experiences There

Mr. Gordy called him “that hand- 
some shiek”. Who? Why, who could it 
be but Mr. J. Robert Sinks, social sci- 
ence instructor! This Adonis of the 
teachers began his life in Lafayette, 
Indiana. He attended the Ford Grade 
School and the Jefferson High School 
of that city. 

Just by watching his twinkling eyes, 
it is easy to discern that Mr. Sinks 
was one of those pupils who likes to 
do the different things.

In this age of “Sweet” and ie 
there seems to be four specific groups 
of song titles. The titles of the songs

Now, at commencement time, when 
high school graduates are considering 
whether to continue their education 
or go to work, it is important to 
notice the advantages which are offer- 
ed heer at home for further educa- 
tion. Indiana University, through its 
Fort Wayne Center, has solved the 
education problem for many high 
school graduates; for it is now pos- 
sible to do two years of college work 
right here in Fort Wayne. 

One big advantage of these Exten- 
sion classes is that the cost is only 
about one-third to one-fourth of what 
the cost is on the average college cam- 
pus. Also, the “break” between high 
school and college is less severe. Here 
one lives at home, has the same food 
and the same environment he had in 
high school. But he does learn college 
methods of instruction; college meth- 
ods of study, and college courses and 
divisions of departments. This makes 
it muc heasier for him then when he 
goes away to complete his college 
course. 

Since Extension credits are accept- 
ed by most major colleges and uni- 
versities, one need not fear of losing 
any credits later; that is, if he chooses 
his courses carefully. 

Indiana University Extension has a 
newly-decorated building of its own at 
1120 South Barr Street. It now boasts 
a newly-equipped library, theater, and 
chemistry laboratory. In fact, there 
are few things which the Extension 
division does not offer. It is not with- 
out its social aspect, too. For the stu- 
dent council sponsors a regularly- 
scheduled and varied social calendar 
with frequent dances, skating parties, 
and other entertainment. There are 
also other activities: a theatre group, 
a magazine publication, and other 
interesting organizations. 

The summer Extension classes be- 
gin next Monday, June 9. Anyone in- 
terested in taking one or two courses 
now to help lighten the load in college 
next year, should go to the Extension 
building next Monday at 10 a. m., for 
the organization meeting of summer 
work. This is an excellent opportunity 
for those who have the summer free. 
Evening summer classes will be or- 
ganized Monday evening at 7:30 p.m. 
These evening classes are intended for 





those who work during the day.
